Although the people of Jamestown, 
New York, have always loved Lucy, 
they may never have loved her like 
they loved her last weekend. 

So what if she skipped town at 15, 
to return only in moments of profes- 
sional flameout? So what if Desi spent 
those years in Santiago, hiding his é 
family fortune from the Batistas? The people 
of Jamestown know which side their bread § 
is buttered on, and some 2000 people 
flooded into Lucille Ball’s birthplace last 
weekend for the opening of the Lucy-Desi 
Museum. 

Peter Martin, of the Cambridge firm 
Zalisk & Martin Associates, which de- 
signed the museum, says only over 
the course of this project has he be- 
gun to understand the depth of the 
national feeling for Lucy. 

“One of the items is a bunch of hair parapherna- 
lia. There are wigs, and there's henna, and there are lit- 
tle plastic bags and a mirror and brush. In the brush are 
several pieces of Lucy’s hair. It’s their pride and joy,” 
Martin says. “It’s sort of a strange place.” 

After Ball's death in 1989, town officials conceived 
the museum as a tribute to a glamour girl who refused 
to be distant, and to a tender, multicultural love story.

Since then, reruns have continued 
to win Lucy hard-core fans, the kind 
who wear satin jackets with her face 
sequinned on the back. 
“| can still find something in it that 


makes me laugh out loud. You don't laugh out loud... .

the We Love Lucy fan club in Los Angeles. “The Ricar- 
dos and the Mertzes don't argue about politics or sexual 
things or anything of a political nature. If | wanted real 
life, I'd open a window.”

Turnover at I.T.’s 


When Dana McDonald was 
booking the Tam O’Shanter in 
Brookline a few years ago, she 
organized a month-long “Spot- 
light on Women” series that fea- 
tured Jen Trynin, Aimee Mann, 
Talking to Animals, Letters to 
Cleo, and Chris Toppin of 
Fuzzy. That was just before 
women in rock became a full- 
fledged trend and all of those 
artists signed record deals. Then 
she moved over to T.T. the 
Bear’s Place in Central Square, 
where over the past two years 
she’s made the club one of the 
local scene’s hot spots for 
emerging alternative acts, de- 
spite formidable competition 
from larger venues like Mama 
Kin and the Middle East. 

Now she’s leaving Boston for 
New York’s East Village. On 
June 10, she'll take over the 
booking office at Coney Island 
High, a relatively new club on 
St. Mark’s Place. 

Rock-club booking is a relent- 
less, unforgiving, nerve-racking 
enterprise that rarely offers 


much in the way of glory. But 
McDonald, who handled the 
booking at the Tam for three 
years before taking the job at 
T.T.’s, has distinguished herself 
as one of the Boston scene’s 
finest. Some of her coups: gigs 
by Joan Jett with Evil Stig, Social 
Distortion, the Muffs, John Cale, 
Thurston Moore, Boss Hog, Ly- 
dia Lunch and Exene Cervenka, 
Bikini Kill, and Son Volt — all 


performers that probably could 
have filled larger rooms. And 
she’s had a knack for zeroing in 
on promising local talents like 
Jen Trynin, whom McDonald 
was aggressively booking long 
before there was even a local 
buzz around her name. Trynin 
returned the favor by celebrating 
the release of her debut Cocka- 
mamie (Warner Bros.) at T.T.’s 
and by playing a sold-out, two- 
night stand there after her first 
national tour. 

There’s no word yet from 
T.T.’s regarding how they’ll 
handle the departure, but Mc- 
Donald already has a strong 
line-up booked for June that in- 
cludes the Kelley Deal 6000 on 
June 6 (see story in Arts, page 
16), a Zulus reunion on June 7 
and 8 (see story in Arts, page 
13), and Syd Straw on June 9. 
McDonald says she’ll do her 
best to make sure that whoever 
takes over the booking office at 
T.T.’s will be able to maintain 
the national contacts she’s 
made.

Newspapers for the new millennium 


To date, the electronic newspaper of the 
future has been something of a disappoint- 
ment, with slow-loading Web pages, less- 
than-print-quality text and graphics, and — 
worst of all —.no way to take it with you to 
the bathroom or on the train. 

In the works, though, is a major leap for- 
ward: programs that surf the Web, find the 
newspapers and magazines you want, and 
download them to your hard drive. Not only 
do pages come up faster that way, but if 
your computer is notebook-size, you can 
take them with you. 

The programs are still in the testing 
stages. I’ve found three: FreeLoader 
(http://www. freeloader.nef), WebWhacker 


(http://www. ffg.com/whacker.him), and Milk- 


~ truck Delivery (http://www.milktruck.com}, 


Only WebWhacker comes in a Macintosh 
version so far, and | encountered fatal errors 
trying to download the New York 

Times. But at this stage, it doesn't 

much matter. Clearly these pro- 

grams or something like them will 

be available soon, and they could 
revolutionize the way newspapers, 
magazines, and even books find 

their way into consumers’ hands. 

Production and delivery costs are over- 
whelming publishers. Soaring paper costs, 
in particular, are forcing newspapers to 
raise their prices, scaring away readers. 


According to the latest figures from the Au- 
dit Bureau of Circulations, eight of the 
country’s 13 largest papers lost weekday 
circulation between March 31, 1995, and 
March 31 of this year. Locally, the Boston 
Globe and the Boston Heraid both raised 
their prices, and both lost readers, during 
that period. 
Even so, many industry observers think 
that electronic delivery will never take the 
place of paper. Yet the new 
downlgading programs under- 
score an important fact that op- 
erators of money-hemorrhaging 
Web publications sometimes 
lose sight of: today’s electronic 
newspapers and magazines are 
primitive compared to what's 
coming. Some analysts predict the avail- 
ability within a decade of light, flexible, dirt- 
cheap display devices with screens as 
sharp as a magazine page. Ordering your 


favorite publication may be as simple as 
plugging the device into a docking statior 
on your cable TV (“Future Watch,” News, 
September 10, 1993). 

Skeptics like to argue that advertising 
money will never be enough to support all the 
free webzines sprouting up. So credit Michael 
Kinsley, editor of Microsoft's forthcoming 
Slate magazine (http://www.siate.com), with 
the insight that it makes no more sense to 
give away electronic publications than it does 
paper ones. If Kinsley can get readers to 
cough up the money for subscriptions and 
single-issue sales, a new model for Internet 
publishing will have been created: newspa- 
pers and magazines that you can buy and 
take with you. 

Sounds suspiciously like the model that’s 
been in existence for several hundred years 
— minus, of course, the printing, distribu- 
tion, and environmental headaches.

The war on the poor 


Even before Ronald Reagan propagated the 
bogus image of the average welfare recipient 
as an obese black woman tooling around 
town in a Cadillac, the Republican Par- 
ty was known for painting a not par- 
ticularly accurate or compassionate 
picture of the American poor. But 
since the rise of Limbaugh and 
the ascension of Newt & Co., 
things have gone from bad to 
worse. Despite the fact that more of 
your tax dollar goes to corporate wel- 
fare than to Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children, Rush, Newt, and the others con- 
tinue to rail against those living in poverty as 
“the biggest piglets at the mother pig and her 
nipples” who “get all the benefits,” to quote the 
Big Fat Idiot himself. 
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From where she sits as an economics profes- 
sor at UMass/Boston, this sort of scapegoating 
is nothing new to Randy Albeida. But after the 
1994 congressional elections, Albelda and her 
colleague Nancy Folbre, at UMass/Amherst, got 
angry. “Not only was what the Republicans 
were saying inaccurate, it was morally wrong — 
attacking the most vulnerable people in society 

is pretty lowdown,” says Albelda. “We knew 

we had to do something.” 
About 18 months later, the “some- 
thing” is now available in stores. At 
the relatively affordable price of 
$12, Albelda and Folbre’s graphi- 
cally appealing The War on the 
Poor: A Defense Manual is actually 
quite a rarity: a book on economic 
policy that the average person can 
not only understand, but even enjoy. 
Setting up sections with oft-quoted remarks 
(which the authors label “myths”) from the likes 
of Newt, Rush, Armey, and our very own Bill 
Weld, Albelda and Folbre use what Reagan 
called those “stupid things” — facts — to poke 
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holes in conservative theories of poverty. Also 
included are short but vital essays, written by 
academics, on progressive alternatives to wel- 
fare as we know it, including a piece co-au- 
thored by Harvard sociologist Theda Skocpol. 

“Nobody likes the welfare system, from the 
bottom up, but if you have a leaky roof, the way 
to fix it isn't to tear the roof off, which is what 
most ‘reform’ proposals tend to do,” says Al- 
belda. “Contrary to what people are told, in 
the last 20 years, welfare benefits have been 
falling as a percentage of the federal budget. 
We see much lower poverty rates in other 
countries where there are generous welfare 
benefits. If anything, the problem here isn't too 
much welfare. It’s probably too little.” 

Lest Republicans feel picked on, neo-liberals 
also meet with Albelda and Folbre’s wrath in 
The War on the Poor. “The neo-cons have tak- 
en this further, but clearly these New 
Democrats are also on the bandwagon, and 
Clinton can take a good bit of credit for that,” 
Albelda says.

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Better than it sounds? 


It was a serious concert for seri- 
ous people. Performers wore 
black-and attacked their instru- 
ments with the discipline of highly 
trained professionals. The pro- 
gram listed composers’ biogra- 
phies, each bristling with commis- 
sions and awards that forestalled 
any doubts about their talents. 
The room's very location — nes- 
tled amid buildings which have 
housed any number of Nobel lau- 
reates and Supreme Court jus- 
tices — assuaged skepticism 
about the proceedings within. 

Yet the average listener would 
no doubt have felt that there was 
something terribly wrong at Har- 
vard's Group for New Music Con- 
cert. The music was dissonant, 
modern, and “atonal,” largely in- 
sensitive to the basic principles 
that have animated Western mu- 
sic from Bach to the Beatles. It 
squeaked; it honked; it was insis- 
tently inhuman. The melodies 
were disjointed, the harmonies 
unforgivingly jarring. Was this ir- 
relevant academicism, a musical 
version of the pseudoscholarship 
that conservative commentators 
love to mock? Or was it a truly 
advanced form of musical art 
which requires extensive educa- 
tion even to appreciate? 

Harvard University’s composers 
are a beleaguered lot. Last March,

Richard Taruskin, a musicologist at 
the University of California, Berke- 
ley, wrote a scathing article in the 
New York Times, in which he ar- 
gued that academic music has be- 
come a self-perpetuating, self-en- 
closed system. Musicians of decid- 
edly marginal taste, he suggested, 
have managed to slip into impor- 
tant posts at prominent universities 
such as Harvard. And now, he 
went on, they have the authority to 
groom their successors. He even 
singled out Donald Martino, Har- 
vard's Walter Bigelow Rosen Pro- 
fessor of Music Emeritus: “com- 
posers like Mr. Martino are still 
miseducating their pupils just as he 
was miseducated himself, doom- 
ing them to uselessness.” 

Martino is retired now, but his 
successor, Mario Davidovsky, is 
a comparable figure. Davi- 
dovsky, a committed believer in 
what used to be called the avant 
garde, is an imposing, owlish 
man who walks like he carries 
the history of European high cul- 
ture on his shoulders. He pro- 
fesses not to care whether peo- 
ple like his music. He asserts 
that his work, though incompre- 
hensible to the vast majority of 
lay listeners, plays an essential 
role in keeping classical music 
alive. “They need us,” he says of 
Beethoven, Brahms, and compa- 


ny, “as much as we need them.” 
Davidovsky is frankly scornful of 
musicians who go chasing after 
popular acclaim, and he seems to 
want to instill a similar attitude in 
his students. “To really get some- 
thing out of Mario,” one former 
Harvard composer tells me, “I 
think you need to compose his 
kind of music. After that, you can 
branch out on your own.” Another 
composer, a current graduate stu- 
dent, says he isn't writing the kind 
of music he wants to write. The 
reason? He wants to create pieces 
that Davidovsky can relate to. 
Saturday's concert featured the 
works of four Davidovsky pupils. 
The music was uniformly well- 
crafted, and all of it sparkled with 
what might be called genuine 
artistic sincerity. Whether that sin- 
cerity was misplaced was another 
question. To this ear, the con- 
cert’s most revealing moment 
came when composer David 
Horne introduced his work for pi- 
ano and electronics by explaining 
that he worked in a room contain- 
ing no musical instruments. “We 
just sit at QWERTY keyboards,” 
he said proudly, “and type digits.” 
Academic musicians are fierce- 
ly resistant to criticism, and 
Taruskin's article set off a frenzy of 
indignation among Harvard's com- 
posers. An angry letter was circu- 


lated within the department. 
Taruskin had some sort of person- 
al score to settle, people whis- 
pered. This is perhaps true: 
Taruskin, like many musicians, 
has no doubt felt shut out by the 
academic world's insular commit- 
ment to avant-gardism. (Full dis- 
closure: | am a former Harvard 
music student who was once re- 
jected by its graduate composition 
department.) But his criticisms, 
even if they were framed in an ad 
hominem fashion, even if they 
were motivated by personal bitter- 
ness, shouldn't be dismissed in 
the same haphazard way. |s aca- 
demic music sophisticated and 
valid art, or are academic avant- 
gardists like Davidovsky and Marti- 
no conspirators in a vast project of 
miseducation, corrupting the musi- 
cal youth of our elite universities? 

| once put this question to a ju- 
nior professor at Harvard, himself 
acommitted atonalist. He defend- 
ed.himself by comparing his mu- 
sic.fo fine Scotch: atonal music, 
he said, was an acquired and ulti- 
mately minority taste.

ast year, | worked 49 days 
as a temp in the Planning, 
Design and Development 
Division of the Boston 
Housing Authority.

It was nearly two years ago when the 
Times Magazine buried Clinton with a 
devastating psychosocial analysis by 
Michael Kelly that portrayed the presi- 
dent as a weak, corrupt, pathological liar 





| all the more dangerous for his desire to 


do good. Kelly provided a kind of Unified 


| Field Theory for the unease, dislike, and 
| even hatred people felt toward Clinton at 


the time. “Clinton means what he says 
when he says it, but tomorrow he will 
mean what he says when he says the op- 
wrote Kelly, who’s now with the 


autumn — the final defeat of the Clinton 
health-care plan, and the triumph of 
Newt Gingrich — seemed to flow organi- 


cally from the flaws that Kelly explicated. 

So Limbaugh must have found Pur- 
dum’s article a bitter disappointment. It 
certainly came across that way when he 
recited from it during his radio commen- 
tary on May 20. 

“Clinton tries so hard to be liked that 
he inevitably disappoints even his 
friends,” read the rotund right-winger in 
a tone so supercilious that he sounded 
exactly like the guy who impersonates 
him on Imus in the Morning. “He is es- 
sentially sunny yet capable of black 
cloudbursts of thundering rage. He is a 
splendid salesman and tireless storyteller 
but confesses that he has failed to sell his 
Administration’s story. He lacks a single 
feature that is technically handsome yet 
exudes physical attraction.” 

Limbaugh paused, then asked sotto 
voce: “I wonder if they shared a cigarette 
afterward?” 

Nice line. But for Limbaugh and his fel- 
low conservatives, the problem isn’t that 
the damned liberal media are once again 
preparing to foist Bill Clinton upon an un- 
willing populace. It’s that the media, like 
the public, have caught on to the remark- 
able change in Clinton’s presidency. 

The Clinton so memorably dissected by 
Kelly spent his first two years in the White 
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House proposing a dizzying array of con- 
tradictory policies and stabbing his nomi- 
nees in the back. The Clinton who Pur- 
dum captured two years later, by contrast, 
is the centrist New Democrat of the 1992 
campaign, protecting Medicare and Social 
Security from the depredations of radical 
Republicans and demonstrating a positive- 
ly Reaganesque predilection for 
sweeping, if vague, themes. Kel- 
ly’s Clinton had favorability rat- 
ings somewhere in the Nixon- 
Carter range. Purdum’s Clinton 
may not be wildly popular, but 
he holds a commanding lead in 
his bid for re-election. 

In 1994, Washington Post re- 
porter William Powers praised 
Kelly’s “bold, decisive” writing, 
but expressed some misgivings 
about his “conjectural mind- 
reading.” Even so, Powers 
looks back on the Clinton pro- 
file in admiration, telling the 
Phoenix that Kelly “had some 
really resonant insights about 
the president.” Powers notes 
that Kelly’s Clinton comes 
across much like the fictional 
president in the anonymously 
published novel Primary Colors, 
which Kelly (and a host of oth- 
ers) is suspected of writing. 

Purdum’s article is quite dif- 
ferent, grounded much more in 
what Clinton has and hasn't 
done than in the inner work- 
ings of the presidential mind. 

Like Kelly, Purdum is unspar- 
ing in his assessment of Clinton’s flaws. 
The most serious, in Purdum’s opinion, is 
that he’s more effective at defining himself 
as an opponent of unpopular Republican 
policies than as an advocate for his own 
programs. 

But rather than paint the dark figure 
who emerges from the Kelly profile, Pur- 
dum compares Clinton to Tigger, from 
Winnie-the-Pooh, “whose braggadocio 
makes him the reigning expert at whatev- 
er is under discussion, from swimming to 
tree climbing.” And he calls Clinton 
“[o]ne of the biggest, most talented, in- 
telligent, open, colorful characters ever to 
inhabit the Oval Office.” 
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1994: 


Well, who could vote against someone 
like that, even if he “can also be an undis- 
ciplined, fumbling, obtuse, defensive, 
self-justifying rogue”? As the song says, 
“a tigger’s a wonderful thing.” 

“fhe Kelly piece was certainly far more 
vicious, but Kelly is vicious. That’s his 
style,” says New York University journal-

rue € hy 
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ism professor Jay Rosen, a prominent 
media critic. “Purdum’s piece was more 
of a classic on-the-one-hand/on-the-oth- 
er-hand kind of journalism.” 

But there’s more to the difference be- 
tween the two pieces than the mere fact 
that Clinton’s stock has risen since July 
29, 1994, when Kelly’s profile appeared. 
Kelly relied heavily on interviews with 
Clinton’s old cronies and enemies from 
Arkansas. He did not interview the presi- 
dent or his wife, nor did he talk to high 
members of the administration, at least 
not on the record. 

By contrast, Purdum’s story is an- 
chored by lengthy interviews with both 
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Bill and Hillary Rodham Clinton, and 
even with their reclusive Rasputin, the 


| switch-hitting political consultant Dick 


Morris. Which raises a question: did Pur- 
dum get that kind of access because the 


| Clintons, who've become notoriously me- 


dia-shy, decided it was time to start living 


| dangerously again? Or did they have a 
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reasonable expectation that they'd be 
treated kindly? Certainly the latter can’t 
be ruled out. 

Purdum, you see, is the boyfriend of 
former White House press secretary Dee 
Dee Myers. Although Myers and Clinton 
had a falling-out professionally, the presi- 
dent is said to have remained on friendly 
terms with his ex-flack. Although Purdum 


| clearly is innocent of any overt conflict of 


interest, the whole situation is cozy 
enough to make one a little queasy. 

It's also questionable whether the 
Times would have run as daring a piece 
as Kelly's during a presidential-election 


| year. “I assume not,” says Rosen. Indeed, 


Purdum’s careful weighing of the presi- 
dent’s strengths and weaknesses seems 


designed as almost a public re-introduc- 


tion to Clinton at the start of the presi- 


| dential campaign. It was probably no ac- 


cident that a major Bob Dole profile, by 
Elizabeth Kolbert, appeared on the front 
page of that day’s Times. 

But give the Times Magazine credit. The 
paper's news pages rarely offer much in- 
sight into our political leaders’ motives and 
thought processes. The opinion pages re- 
flect the anti-Clinton animus of editorial- 


| page editor Howell Raines and columnists 


Maureen Dowd and William Safire. 
So who is the real Bill Clinton? Kelly's 


| or Purdum’s? Probably both — and nei- 


ther. Clinton is too big and sprawling to 
be contained in any magazine profile, no 


| matter how wide-ranging. If Clinton wins 
this November, Purdum’s article will of- 


fer a good guide to how he did it, and 


| what he must do to have a successful sec- 


ond term. And if he loses, Kelly’s piece 
will be an excellent place to start in as- 


| sessing what went wrong. 


| Liberalism ascendant 


The mood was celebratory in the new, 
brick-walled Harvard Square offices of 


| the American Prospect. The liberal maga- 


zine threw a party for itself on May 20. 
As guests gathered around, US Secretary 
of Labor Robert Reich — the former edi- 
torial-board chairman — bragged about 


| the Prospect’s elite readership. 


“I can tell you that the president now 
has every issue of the American 
Prospect,” Reich said. “In fact, if you 
come to White House, I'll show you 
where he keeps them.” 

These are heady times for the Prospect, 
founded six years ago by Robert Kuttner, 
a liberal writer whose column appears 
regularly in the Boston Globe, and Paul 
Starr, a Pulitzer Prize-winning sociolo- 
gist at Princeton University. The self- 
styled “Journal for the Liberal Imagina- 
tion” recently received a $300,000 grant 
from the MacArthur Foundation and $2 
million from the Schumann Foundation, 
which is headed by Bill Moyers. The new- 
ly flush magazine switched from quarterly 
to bimonthly publication earlier this year, 


| and Kuttner already has his eye on mak- 


ing it a monthly in another year or two. 
The Prospect is also launching a direct- 


| mail campaign aimed at doubling its cir- 





| culation, from about 15,000 to 30,000, 
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and has put together a vibrant World- 
Wide Web site, the Electronic Policy Net- 
work, that includes a number of progres- 
sive and reform-oriented organizations 
(http:// epn.org). 

As Reich’s remarks suggest, though, 
co-editors Kuttner and Starr are more in- 
terested in influencing policymakers than 
in running up impressive circu- 
lation numbers. Kuttner de- 
scribes his readership as “partly 
political activists, partly policy 
types, partly academics, and 
some general readers, too.” 

The current issue of the 
Prospect, a fat, 96-page offer- 
ing, features among other 
things a series of articles on 
why privatizing health care, 
schools, and Social Security is 
a bad idea; a post-mortem on 
Clinton’s failed welfare-reform 
initiative, by ex-White House 
welfare czar David Ellwood; 
an analysis by economists Bar- 
ry Bluestone and Teresa Ghi- 
larducci on why we need a 
higher minimum wage and the 
earned-income tax credit; a 
critique by James Morone of 
William Bennett, James Q. 
Wilson, and other conservative 
virtuecrats; and an essay in 
which social critic Todd Gitlin 
argues that the conservatism 
favored by Newt Gingrich and 
Dick Armey, with its emphasis 
on individual liberties, owes 
much to the ‘60s-style liber- 
tarianism they so vilify. 

“We're an idea magazine,” says execu- 
tive editor Jonathan Cohn, the top-rank- 
ing full-timer (Kuttner and Starr are both 
part-time). “We're not trying just to 
make fun and interesting comments. We 
want to matter.” (Cohn’s contribution to 
the current issue is a smart piece of me- 
dia criticism in which he blasts TV news 
operations for running regular exposés of 
petty government waste while shying 
away from corporate corruption.) 

The magazine has served as a forum 
over the years for an impressive array of 
liberal intellectuals such as Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., John Kenneth Galbraith, 
Lester Thurow, and Robert Putnam, 
who’s helped define a continuing obses- 
sion of the Prospect — the importance of 
civic engagement, or “social capital” — 
by tracing the decline of voluntary associ- 
ations such as bowling leagues. 

But the magazine’s emphasis on policy 
often makes for less than scintillating 
reading. Many of the articles read like 
briefing papers for government officials, 
with little to interest those without a di- 
rect stake in the issues involved. Perhaps 
the magazine would benefit if it were less 
dependent on grant and foundation mon- 
ey and more reliant on the discipline of 
the marketplace. 

Then again, the Prospect is clearly a 
specialty magazine. Asked to identify an 
analogue on the right, Kuttner points not 
to well-known journals such as National 
Review or the Weekly Standard, but in- 
stead to Policy Review, a rather obscure, 
30,000-circulation bimonthly published 
by the conservative Heritage Foundation. 

Indeed, the two publications have a 
wary respect for each other. “I think the 
American Prospect is the best magazine of 
serious liberal thought in the country,” 
says Policy. Review editor Adam Meyer- 
son. “I think it’s a sign of the death of 
liberalism intellectually that more people 
aren't paying attention to it. Because they 
ought to be.” 





Cyberlunacy 

Since its debut early this year, Netizen 
(http://Awww.netizen.com), a daily politi- 
cal webzine put out by HotWired, has 
struck me as vaguely disturbing. I like the 
writers — political reporter John Heile- 
mann, media critic Jon Katz, and cyber- 
journalist Brock Meeks. And | don’t real- 
ly mind the snide cynicism, which seems 
endemic to the Web. 

But now, thanks to parent magazine 
Wired's own promotional efforts, what 
was once fuzzy has come into focus. A 
full-page ad for Netizen proclaims: “It’s 
about politics in a revolutionary context 
— one that questions whether politics it- 
self isn’t obsolete in the digital age.” 

That isn’t cynicism. It’s nihilism, a silly 
indulgence of the sort favored by elitists 
for whom the non-virtual world, with all 
its intractable problems, has ceased to 
matter. a

A new restaurant that plans to 
make money so it can do good

etsy Siggins Schmidt has 
a way of transforming 
most any conversation 
irito a dialogue about 
moral imperatives: Today, 
like most days, her topic is hunger in 
America. Even an early-morning meeting 
over coffee at Carberry’s in Cambridge 
takes on the air of a philosophical discus- 
sion in a smoky after-hours coffeehouse. 

“There are now three generations of 
people going to soup kitchens,” Schmidt 
says, leaning into her words for emphasis. 
“People need an opportunity. But when 
they come from [less fortunate] back- 

| grounds, they have to learn what some of 
us take for granted.” 

After 15 years as an anti-hunger activist, 
Schmidt has made this her stump speech, 
but one that’s nonetheless clearly heartfelt. 
It’s Schmidt’s passion and experi 
not to mention a Rolodex with names like 
James Taylor and Julia Child — that un- 
doubtedly caught the attention of the 

| Greater Table, a nonprofit coalition of 
benevolent Boston-area restaurateurs. 

The Greater Table, known in Boston for 

| its charitable fundraising to combat 

hunger, recently hired Schmidt as its first 
| paid full-time employee to oversee a self- 
| sustaining nonprofit restaurant that will 
| both serve poor people and train them for 
| work in the food-service industry. 

The group has a name for the restaurant 

| — Fork in the Road — and it also has a 
plan. Under the supervision of a profession- 
| al staff culled from cooking schools, univer- 
| sities, and the hotel and restaurant business, 
| Fork in the Road will operate a kitchen and 
| restaurant that, by day, will train underpriv- 
ileged youths (ages 16 to 23) in every as- 
pect of the food-service business — from 
| waiting tables and bookkeeping to baking 
| and cooking. At the same time, it will serve 
low-cost breakfasts and lunches ($1 per 
| child, a little more for adults) to people in 
| surrounding communities. 
By night, the restaurant will be trans- 
| formed into what Fork in the Road's creators 
call “a worldly dining and entertainment 
| venue” that will offer the best in international 
| foods and musical entertainment. 
| After a six-month training program at 
| the day restaurant, youths will apprentice 
| for three months at either Fork in the 
| Road’s night venue or other participating 
| restaurants, bakeries, and cafeterias. (Fork 
| in the Road will likely subsidize the work- 
| ers’ wages.) After that, program officials 
| will help them get jobs or have them return 
to mentor the next training crew. 
“We're just folks in the food business

trying to teach people what we know,” 
says Frank Bell, who founded the Greater 
Table five years ago. “It’s always been my 
observation that nobody in the food busi- 
ness goes hungry. That’s why the center- 
piece of the program is job training — so 
we can get to them before they need food 
pantries and soup kitchens.” 

The need is indeed overwhelming: 

e Boston’s 35 percent rise in requests 
for emergency food assistance was the 
largest of any major city in the country, ac- 
cording to a 1995 survey. 

e More than 550,000 people in Massa- 
chusetts are hungry or at risk of being hun- 
gry, according to the latest national census 
survey. Of that number, nearly 200,000, or 
one in every four, are children. 

e Nearly 80 percent of those who are 
hungry or at risk of being hungry are part 
of working families. 

It was disturbing figures like these that 
in 1992 prompted the Greater Table to 
hold events to raise money for two leading 
hunger programs — Oxfam and the 
Greater Boston Food Bank. Its principal 
campaign, the annual Super Hunger 
Brunch, enlists restaurants, their employ- 
ees, and their suppliers to donate time and 
resources for fundraising brunches on be- 
half of Oxfam and the Food Bank. This 
year’s event, hosted by 52 restaurants not 
normally open for brunch, raised more 
than $90,000 — an impressive leap from 
the $16,000 raised in 1992. 

But as vital and rewarding as their ef- 
forts have been, Greater Table organizers 
say they realized their fundraising efforts 
weren't helping to solve the long-term 
hunger crisis. 

“They're really band-aids on this gaping 
wound of hunger,” explains Annie Copps, 
program manager at Oldways Preservation 
and Exchange Trust, a non-profit think 
tank in Cambridge. “They’re all much- 
needed programs, but they’re short-term 
assistance for a much bigger problem.” 

Copps had the hunger problem in mind 
when she met Schmidt a year ago at a BU 
gastronomy conference. Schmidt, a Mas- 
sachusetts native who has spent the last 25 
years in New York, was no stranger to co- 
ordinating anti-hunger campaigns. For 
eight years, she worked in East Harlem 
developing soup-kitchen, food-pantry, and 
social-service programs for homeless and 
disenfranchised people. 

At the time she met Copps, she was as- 
sociate director of the Food and Hunger 
Hotline, a referral agency for low-income 
clients looking for affordable meals. The 
nonprofit agency was also responsible for 
starting up the One City Café. Similar to 
other nonprofit cafés cropping up across 
the country, One City was designed to 
feed needy people (food stamps accepted) 
in a mainstream environment and provide 
job training for those without skills.

Clients rebounding from homelessness 
made up 40 percent of the staff. 

But good intentions weren’t enough to 
keep it alive. One City closed two weeks 
ago because of an inherent limitation in its 
conceptual design: it depended on grants 
and benevolent donors to keep it afloat. 

When Schmidt first met the rest of the 
Greater Table crew several months ago, 
they were already discussing how to en- 
sure a regular flow of funding without re- 
lying solely on charitable contributions. 
Their solution: use the revenue generated 
from the nighttime operation of the 
restaurant to sustain the program. 

“There are other nonprofit restaurants, 
but this . . . is built on a business model, 
so we won't have to go back to the well for 
funding,” Bell says. 

It’s this element that sets Fork in the 
Road apart from its nonprofit café counter- 
parts, such as the Inspiration Café in Chica- 
go and the Delancey Street Foundation’s 
restaurant in San Francisco. It’s also what 
makes the project an enormous challenge. 

Beyond the $80,000 in start-up costs, 
which the Greater Table has raised sepa- 
rately from its brunch fundraiser, Fork in 
the Road needs a suitable site for the pro- 
ject and must raise some $750,000 before 
it can open for business. 

That’s where Schmidt comes in. Ac- 
tivist, saleswoman, preacher, music-indus- 
try maven, Schmidt has sparked consider- 
able enthusiasm for the project since her 
return to Massachusetts three months ago. 
She’s renewing contacts from her counter- 
culture days in Boston (chat long enough 
and she might tell you about the time she 
was tear-gassed). She’s collecting names 
of more of Boston's influential power bro- 
kers than she might otherwise be inclined 
to do. And she’s securing commitments 
and advice from the club-and-restaurant- 
industry elite, including Julia Child. 

Schmidt's pitch is as sincere as it is 
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compelling: “Prevention is what we're af- 
ter,” she explains. “What we'd like to do is 
give people an opportunity, which comes 
with skills-building and good job training 
[and] realistic jobs at the other end. This 
really is about hope. We’re trying to get 
people as they’re coming up, not as they’re 
going down.” 

Schmidt also hasn’t been shy about call- 
ing on her friends in the music industry — 
from Taj Mahal to Joan Baez (whom she 
roomed with during her days at Boston 
University). “All my friends in the music 
industry know what I’m doing,” she says | 
with a wry smile. 

Her music connections are vital not 
only to keeping Fork-in the Road booked 
once it opens, but to raising seed money 
for the project. Schmidt hopes to raise a 
large chunk of the necessary $750,000 by 
staging a concert sometime after Thanks- 
giving that will feature nationally known 
performers. 

Planning for success, Fork in the Road 
organizers are already talking with the own- 
er of a promising site (they decline to name 
it just yet) for the restaurant/club. Provided | 
all goes according to schedule, they'll have 
the program operational in a year. 

If Fork in the Road’s goals sound overly 
ambitious in a climate of shrinking charita- 
ble funding, that’s not lost on project orga- 
nizers like Matthew Rovner, vice-president 
of the Greater Table and partner of the in- 
fluential Ward-Rovner Public Relations. 

“This is a big risk for us,” he acknowl- 
edges. “There’s a lot to do. We need a lot 
of support. There will be committees. We 
need volunteers. It’s going to be hard, and 
there are going to be pitfalls and scumbags 
along the way. But we’ve got some real top 
minds working with us who will help us 
steer clear of them along the way.” Q

The verdicts certainly aren’t good for Clinton. His 


business associates — James and Susan 

McDougal, and Arkansas Governor Jim Guy 
Tucker — were found guilty of multiple counts of fraud 
after a lengthy trial in Little Rock. The verdicts caused 
tremors in the White House, brought renewed 
enthusiasm to the Republican Congress, and made 
headlines in the press. The implication, on all sides, was 
that the president’s credibility — he had testified on 
behalf of the defense — had been undermined. Analysts 
predicted that the verdicts would fuel independent 
counsel Kenneth Starr’s Whitewater investigation and 
congressional hearings, and could seriously damage 
Clinton in this November’s election. 


former partners will be under pressure to plea-bargain 
and implicate him. He is tainted with guilt by 
association. And, finally, the chief witness against the 
McDougals and Tucker, Arkansas businessman and 
former municipal judge David Hale, is also the 
president’s chief accuser: he has claimed, in the press 
and under oath, that Clinton pressured him to make 
illegal loans in the mid 1980s. The new guilty verdicts 
seem to give more weight to Hale’s allegations. 

Still, it’s worth remembering that Clinton wasn’t on 
trial in Little Rock, nor has he been accused of any illegal 
acts. Jurors in the case so far have indicated that they 
found the president a credible witness — he seemed to 


know little about the transactions that prompted the trial 
— and that they relied less on Hale’s testimony than on 
an irrefutable paper trail in convicting the McDougals 
and Tucker. There is no such paper trail to back up 
Hale’s allegations against the president; indeed, Hale, 
who was testifying as part of a plea-bargain of his own, 
has a serious credibility problem. 

Yet Clinton has been unable to shake Hale’s accusa- 
tions, nor many other unsubstantiated allegations stem- 
ming from the series of events and transactions known 
as Whitewater. To be sure, some aspects of the White- 
water story merit continued scrutiny — particularly 
whether anyone in the White House obstructed justice 
once the investigation began. But the investigation of 
Whitewater has stretched far beyond what seems reason- 
able, moving into the realm of speculation and into ob- 
scure parts of the past. In doing so, it has consumed an 
extraordinary portion of the political culture, and of the 
Clinton presidency. 

The key to understanding why a story like Whitewater 
has refused to die is understanding what Suzanne Gar- 
ment called the “scandal production machine.” In her 
book Scandal, Garment describes the unholy alliance of 
ideological interest groups, the press, congressional com- 
mittees, and, sometimes, independent counsels that pur- 
sue executive-branch officials and judicial nominees. 
What starts as a reasonable inquiry into potential crimes 
or constitutional abuses becomes a stew of gossip up- 
graded to news by an eager press, an easily manipulated 
investigative process, and artfully crafted political theater. 

Throughout the ’80s, conservatives bore the brunt of

this persecutive zeal and were thus the most outspoken 
critics of its excesses; one of the first, and at the time only, 
liberals to acknowledge the existence of the “machine” 
was columnist Juan Williams, during Clarence Thomas’s 
confirmation hearings. Now, of course, Williams has 
company: many liberals see a conservative “machine” 
at work in Whitewater and are outraged by it. And 
conservatives, who once condemned such tactics, are 
using them enthusiastically. 

One of David Hale’s lawyers, for example, Theodore 
Olson, was himself the target of numerous independent- 
counsel investigations during the 1980s, when he was a 
Reagan Justice Department official, and he has been vo- 
ciferously critical of the independent counsel’s powers 
and the way Democrats persecuted Republicans like him- 
self during the 1980s. Yet now that the shoe is on the 
other foot, he seems comfortable lending his services to 
just such an enterprise. 

In Whitewater, the ratio of scandalmongering to real 
wrongdoing seems especially high. Unlike Watergate and 
lran-contra, which involved crimes or constitutional 
abuses committed by a sitting president, Whitewater fo- 
cuses largely on illegalities stemming from land transac- 
tions more than a decade old — transactions that have 
now been thoroughly, and repeatedly, investigated with- 
out implicating Clinton. 

Yet Whitewater has been given all the trappings of its 
predecessor scandals, most notably congressional hear- 
ings and an ever expanding independent-counsel investi- 
gation. 

The Whitewater scandal may have been initiated by the 
Clintons’ political opponents, but it has been legitimized 
and perpetuated by years of front-page press coverage. In 
part, that is a result of the media’s misguided belief that 


fairness requires that every scandal receive equal treat- 
ment. But it is also attributable to journalists hungry for 
scoops, and a capital thirsting for juicy revelations. 

Much of the coverage of Whitewater has failed to con- 
sider that the acts committed in the investigation of po- 
tential wrongdoing are a story in themselves. Take James 
Stewart’s book Blood Sport, for example. According to its 
subtitle, the book is about “The President and His Adver- 
saries,” but Stewart skewers the former while doing little 
to probe the machinations of the latter, and the book’s re- 
viewers have followed his lead. Until very recently, the 
national press has glossed over, or simply ignored, the 
story of the scandal machine itself — how it works, and 
who drives it. 


Raising Hale 

As various charges against the Clintons are disproved 
or dismissed, much of the Republican effort to tar Bill 
Clinton hinges on David Hale, the only person to have 
accused Clinton directly of breaking the law. Hale has 
been the backbone of Kenneth Starr’s investigation in 
Little Rock, and of the recently concluded trial of Jim 
Guy Tucker and James and Susan McDougal (in which 
he provided information on 17 of the 21 counts being 
tried). And the frequent recycling of his charges against 
the president is, of course, a boon to Clinton’s political 
opponents. 

So you would think that Hale would have been under 
vigorous scrutiny from the press since he began making 
his unsubstantiated allegations about Clinton in 1993, 
when he was under investigation by the FBI for loan 
fraud. Hardly: most of the national and Washington press 
coverage of Hale has given the impression that, first, Hale 
is a victim of a vengeful Arkansas establishment; and sec- 
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ond, that he is a soft-spoken Southerner who once had 
some trouble with the law and the truth but is now trying 
to “get right.” In 1994, for example, the New Yorker's Pe- 
ter J. Boyer described Hale as a “picture of sad-eyed con- 
trition.” Yes, Boyer conceded, Hale was under federal in- 
dictment for his improper handling of Small Business Ad- 
ministration (SBA) loans, “but [Hale] feels he is being 
made the ‘fall guy’ for Arkansas politicians he helped with 
his investment company, including Clinton.” 

To read the Arkansas papers, however (both Republi- 
can- and Democrat-leaning), and to talk to people who 
have followed Arkansas politics and Hale’s career for 
years, is to walk away with a somewhat different picture: 
a picture of a man with a fierce paranoid streak, a history 
of financial shenanigans, and an unbroken habit of play- 
ing fast and loose with the truth. 

To start, Hale has had more than his fair share of trou- 
ble with the law. Most notable, of course, were Hale’s 
management practices at Capital Management Ser- 
vices, the investment firm through which he loaned 
money to the McDougals. In return for matching 
funds from the SBA, Hale was supposed to admin- 
ister loans to “disadvantaged” businesses. Hale has 
admitted that of the 57 companies Capital fi- 
nanced, he secretly owned 13. As the judge who 
sentenced him to prison noted, “You are not a vic- 
tim.” Indeed not. Hale was once sued successfully 
for swindling a girlfriend’s grandparents out of 
their farm. Currently, he is under investigation on 
charges that he robbed an insurance company he 
owns of $150,000 — money that poor residents of 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas, had put aside for their buri- 
als. 

In the Tucker-McDougal trial, witnesses trooped 
to the stand in Little Rock and testified, one after 
another, that what Hale said could not be believed. 
You might expect that the defense would try to 
make Hale look bad, but these were witnesses for 
the prosecution. Hale himself has admitted to lying 
to the FBI and the SBA. He also recently conceded 
on the witness stand that when he entered his guilty plea 
before a district judge in 1994, he lied when he said that 
none of the many businesses he owned had received SBA 
money. Hale continued to tell that story as late as his sen- 
tencing hearing — before the same judge this past 
March. (W. Ray Jahn, the associate independent counsel, 
insisted after Hale’s testimony that his star witness had 
not told a lie, but rather made a mistake.) 

The trial’s spotlight on Hale’s “mistakes” has posed 
something of a problem for papers, like the Washington 
Post, that have used Hale’s allegations to hint at wrong- 
doing by then-governor Clinton. One couldn’t help being 
curious: after dutifully repeating Hale’s charges for years, 
how would the Post report evidence showing that he 
doesn’t appear to have put his problem with the truth be- 
hind him? 

Here’s how the Post played Hale’s testimony: after 
prominently featuring stories about Hale’s anti-Clinton 
allegations on the witness stand, the Post managed to 
avoid running a story on April 10, the day after Hale had 
admitted lying to the judge who had heard his guilty plea 
and sentenced him. (The putatively anti-Clinton Wash- 
ington Times, to its credit, put the story on the front 
page.) The next day, April 11, the Post ran a prominent 
story about Hale’s double-hearsay-based embellishment 
of his charges against Clinton (HALE SAYS HE WAS TOLD 
OF CLINTON MEETING; WHITEWATER WITNESS SAYS THEN- 
GOVERNOR DISCUSSED LOAN AT MANSION). Finally, on 
April 21, the Post ran a story on Hale’s dissembling and 
less-than-perfect credibility. 

Like most non-Arkansas papers, the Post invariably ac- 
companies references to Hale with a mention of 
the fact that he has been “in hiding for two years” 
out of concern for his safety. It doesn’t seem to 
have occurred to them to investigate exactly what 
he was hiding from. The Arkansas Times, by con- 
trast, has made re- 
peated, and unsuc- 
cessful, attempts to 
find any state or fed- 
eral law-enforcement 
agency investigating 
the alleged threats 
against Hale’s life. 

Security at the Lit- 
tle Rock trial, where 
Hale was the govern- 
ment’s chief witness, 
was minimal; each 
night Hale left the 
court alone, or with 
his family, seemingly 
without worry for his 
safety. Arkansas 
Times editor and 
columnist Max Brant- 
ley asked deputy inde- 
pendent counsel W. 
Hickman Ewing Jr. 
whether he had evi- 
dence that Hale’s life 
had been threatened. 
“| don’t have any evidence,” Brantley says Ewing replied, 
but Ewing added that his office believed Hale’s tales of 
mysterious cars driving by his house, and of people call- 
ing his house and hanging up. 

As a municipal judge whose cases were mostly traffic 
violations and drunk-driving complaints, Hale was 
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known for demanding security precautions, such as dou- 
ble metal detectors, that seemed excessive to his fellow 
Arkansans. Some of them, accordingly, suspect that Hale 
has imagined the threats that have kept him in hiding. Of 
course, it’s also possible that the threats were concocted 
or exaggerated to give Hale’s allegations greater weight 
and to keep him sheltered from scrutiny. The indepen- 
dent counsel’s office has conducted some 40 interviews 
with Hale, but officials of the SBA, the main victim of his 
deceptions, haven’t been allowed anywhere near him. 
Hale conceded during testimony in Little Rock that he 
had lobbied for an independent counsel in the hope that it 
would help him get leniency. And indeed, Starr has gone 
to great lengths to coddle the star witness of his Little 
Rock investigation. Hale pleaded guilty to fraud and con- 
spiracy in 1994, but with Starr’s help, he avoided sen- 
tencing for two years. When Hale was finally sentenced, 
Starr pleaded for leniency: “I believe [Hale] is genuinely

remorseful for his criminal past.” Hale got 
28 months — half the maximum — and a 
$10,000 fine. And now that the 
Tucker/McDougal trial is over, Hale — 
or Starr — can request that his sentence 
be reduced still further. Hale has also re- 
ceived immunity for any other crimes that 
Starr may unearth. 

And there’s more. Already the beneficia- 
ry of a $1900-per-month state pension, Hale’s status as 
chief witness meant he was receiving living expenses from 
the US government, payments that have cost the taxpay- 
ers more than $60,000 in the last two years. (Hale re- 
cently admitted he hadn’t planned to pay taxes on that 
money.) Keep in mind that Hale owes the government $2 
million in restitution for his mishandled SBA loans. 


The trouble with Al 

Although Bill Clinton wasn’t on trial in Little Rock, 
David Hale’s oft-recited charges against him made it 
seem like he was. And so as soon as the Arkansas phase 
of the Senate investigation began, Senate Democrats 
were extremely anxious to have Hale testify. “He is the 
only person who has made a direct allegation against the 
president,” says Richard Ben-Veniste, the special counsel 
to the minority on Whitewater. “He had done all his ac- 
cusing through the media, [and it was] carefully orches- 
trated. The public was entitled to the other side of the 
coin, which was to test the veracity of the allegations . . . 
to see whether [Hale] was still lying.” 

The Republicans claimed they too were eager to call

Hale. “I believe it’s an absolute necessity that 
[Hale] should come here,” Senator Alphonse 
D'Amato said in late November, and added 
that it should be done “sooner rather than lat- 
er” to avoid compromising the Little Rock trial 
or the presidential election. In the fall, D’Ama- 
to instructed Ben-Veniste to work with 
Michael Chertoff, Ben-Veniste’s counterpart 
for the majority, to expedite Hale’s appearance 
before the committee. Starr had said he didn’t 
want Hale called because it could hinder and 
impede his investigation; D'Amato indicated to 
the minority he might be willing to call Hale 
anyway. 

But months passed, and Hale still wasn’t called — and 
that, it appears, was how D’Amato wanted it. After all, 
polls show that most Americans don’t care much about 
Whitewater, but Hale could still be counted on to raise 
questions about the president’s character and accuse him 
of breaking the law in a nationally televised forum. The 
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closer this came to November, the more damaging to 
Clinton it would be. It seems unlikely that this would have 
displeased Al D’Amato, who is also national co-chairman 
of Bob Dole’s campaign for president. 

D’Amato, of course, has accused congressional 
Democrats of trying to limit the length of the hearings in 
order to obscure the truth, and it is possible he will resur- 
rect that charge to try to extend the hearings past the 
agreed-upon mid-June closure date. For that reason, it’s 
important to examine carefully the chronology of events 
— most notably the failure to call David Hale — leading 
up to the hearings’ original expiration date at the end of 
February. 

For some of that time, the primary obstacle to calling 
David Hale was that Starr didn’t want him testifying, an 
objection Starr explained in letters and in meetings with 
both Republicans and Democrats on the panel. To avoid 
the appearance of partisan scheming, special committees 
— such as those that investigated Watergate 
and Iran-contra — have always attempted to 
maintain majority and minority consultation, 
particularly when in sensitive negotiations, 
such as those with an independent counsel. 
» Republicans on the White- 
= water committee were fol- 
lowing the same protocol. 

Or so the Democrats 
thought. In a hearing on 
November 28, 1995, 
D’Amato let slip that there 
had been unilateral Repub- 
lican communication with 
Starr. Confused by a refer- 
ence D’Amato made to a 
conversation with Starr, 
| Senator Paul Sarbanes, the 
ranking minority member, 
asked D’Amato “whether 
you've had any discussions 
with Mr. Starr” subse- 
quent to the last time both 
parties had met with the 
independent counsel. 

D’Amato demurred, and 
Sarbanes pressed him. Fi- 
nally, D'Amato admitted 
that “I did speak to 
[Starr] on the telephone” 

st to discuss when David 
Hale would be called. Democrats suspect, understand- 
ably, that that was not the only call between D’Amato and 
Starr. Even Republicans won’t deny that there was more 
than one call. “I believe the chairman made one call and 
may have made another call to Judge Starr about David 
Hale,” says Robert Giuffra, the chief counsel for the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee and one of D’Amato’s closest 
aides. Deborah Gershman, Starr’s spokeswoman, will say 
only that “we don’t comment on conversations with the 
Senate.” 

Ben-Veniste continued to try to call Hale to testify. As 
the minority, the Democrats do not have the power to 
subpoena, but Ben-Veniste did what he could: he sent let- 
ters and memos to Chertoff urging him to begin the pro- 
cess, and even drafted a document subpoena for Hale. 
There was no response from the majority. In the begin- 
ning of January, Ben-Veniste finally reached Chertoff and 
asked him what was going on with Hale. “[D’Amato] is 
handling this personally . . . [I am] out of the loop,” Ben- 
Veniste said Chertoff told him. 

Meanwhile, there was another hitch in the effort to call 
David Hale: conveniently for the Republicans, Ted Olson, 
Hale’s lawyer, wanted Hale to testify later 
rather than sooner, partly because of Olson’s 
busy schedule. Again, there was unilateral Re- 
publican communication regarding Hale, this 
time with Olson, who happens to be a former 
law partner of Kenneth Starr. Again, it 
emerged only inadvertently. On January 31 of 
this year, Sarbanes was trying to find out why 
Hale still had not been subpoenaed. D’Amato 
began a lengthy discussion of Olson’s sched- 
ule. Olson, he said, “advised us that he was 
not in the position . . . to begin to consider 
bringing Mr. Hale in, inasmuch as he had 
two Supreme Court cases to argue the end of 
January . . . and that he would not consider 
that nor could he take the time until he had 
disposed of these matters.” D'Amato went on 
to say that the January blizzard had pushed one of Olson's 
cases back until February, which meant that the commit- 
tee couldn't consider calling Hale until after that. 

All of this was news to the Democrats, who had been 
excluded from discussions with Olson about both his 
schedule and Hale's willingness to come before the com- 
mittee. As with the conversations with Starr, the majority 
has trouble recollecting its contacts with Olson. Giuffra, 
who knows Olson from bar activities, says, “The chair- 
man, myself, and Mike Chertoff have spoken to Ted Ol- 
son on less than a handful of occasions about the avail- 
ability of obtaining David Hale’s testimony.” Olson re- 
members “two or three” conversations with D’Amato or 
Chertoff or Giuffra. 

Ben-Veniste then tried to contact Olson to discuss 
Hale's willingness to testify, but Olson told him that he 
had been advised by D’Amato’s staff not to negotiate with 
Ben-Veniste. Ben-Veniste called Giuffra, who, he says, 
“advised me that the chairman was going to handle the

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issue of calling David Hale himself.” Ben-Veniste asked 
Giuffra to go back to the chairman for more information. 
Giuffra then said, according to Ben-Veniste, “that the 
chairman said the ball was in Olson’s court and that Olson 
would get back to the committee after he had heard from 
Hale.” 

What worried Ben-Veniste, he says, was that the Republi- 
cans “might be — just might be — setting this up as a rea- 
son to use for continuing these hearings because they could 
not get him as a witness.” This infuriated him personally 
and offended him professionally. He had spent months try- 
ing to get Hale called, with no response or cooperation from 
the majority. As he said in a letter to the majority in late 
February, “It would be a distortion of the record to argue 
that there hasn’t been time to call Hale.” 

But that’s precisely what hap- 
pened. On February 29, the 
Senate resolution authorizing 
the Whitewater committee ex- 
pired. The next day, Chairman 
D’Amato issued a press release 
calling for an extension. The re- 
lease’s final paragraph contained 
this statement: “We suspect the 
Democrats don’t want the Amer- 
ican people to hear David Hale 
testify.” 

D’Amato also blamed the 
White House for dragging its 
feet in complying with his re- 
quests. But D’Amato bears 
blame for the committee’s lag- 
gardness, too. As the Special 
Committee approached its expiration date, one might have 
expected them to work at breakneck speed. After all, the 
Iran-contra committee held 21 days of hearings over a one- 
month period as it approached its deadline. 

Instead, the Whitewater committee held only seven days 
of hearings in January, and eight in February. No hearings 
were held at all in the week before the resolution expired. 
When the committee did have hearings, the participants 
usually began at 10:30 or 11 a.m. and concluded by early 
afternoon. Yet in January and February, the Senate was not 
voting on the floor, which meant there was little competing 
legislative business to distract committee members. 

The House was holding Travelgate hearings in January. 
On January 16 and 18, the Senate held Whitewater hear- 
ings, but the House took time off from Travelgate. On 
Wednesday the 17th, the situation was reversed: Travel- 
gate, but no Whitewater. The next week, the same thing: 
Whitewater Monday and Wednesday, and Travelgate on 
Tuesday. However the scheduling happened, it was an aw- 
fully effective way of commanding maximum press atten- 
tion for both sets of hearings.

Hale unexpectedly announced last week that he would 
not testify before Congress, because he could incriminate 
himself in criminal proceedings currently pending against 
him in Little Rock. 


Take it from Dole 

When D’Amato requested an extension of the resolution 
funding the Whitewater committee, the majority and mi- 
nority began to wrangle over how much more time (and 
money) the committee would get. The Democrats agreed 


| to let hearings run until June, but D’Amato demanded an 
| unlimited extension. The Democrats refused, and filibus- 
| tered the resolution. “The minority members of the Senate 
don’t want the investigation to continue,” Olson told me. 


In fact, the Democrats were simply resisting what would 
be a first in the history of Congress. No hearings have ever 
been extended without a termination date, including the 
lran-contra hearings, which Democrats wrapped up before 
the presidential campaign went into full gear, even though 
they knew its continuation would injure the GOP political- 


| ly. As the Democratic-controlled Senate was considering 
| how long to extend Iran-contra hearings in 1987, one sen- 
| ator offered some useful perspective: “The American peo- 
| ple,” he said, “are concerned about the Iran-contra matter, 
but they are also concerned about the budget, about the 
| trade bill, about health care, and a whole host of issues that 


will have to be addressed in this chamber. The problems of 
the past, as important as they are, are not as important as 


| the tasks of the future.” 


That senator was Bob Dole. He was majority leader 


throughout this wrangling, presiding over a Senate that 


suddenly seemed much more concerned with the past than 
the future. Public education, the number-one concern of

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the American people according to several recent polls, has 
merited three days of hearings out of the more than 400 
since the 104th Congress began. Whitewater, by contrast, 
has been the subject of some 50 hearings. 

Whitewater is also, of course, consuming a large number 
of our tax dollars: original special prosecutor Robert 
Fiske’s investigation cost $6 million, and at last count Ken- 
neth Starr’s had cost approximately $19.6 million. The 
Resolution Trust Corporation spent an additional $3.6 mil- 
lion for a special report on Whitewater by the San Francis- 
co law firm Pillsbury, Madison & Sutro. Special Senate ap- 
propriations have so far run to $1.3 million, with more to 
come. That brings the total — so far — to approximately 
$30 million. 

That figure does not include what the House spent on 
Whitewater-related hearings, nor the costs that various 
agencies — from the SBA to the Park Police — have in- 
curred to comply with the requests of Starr and the Senate, 
which has now accumulated more than 10,000 pages of 
documents. Complying with D’Amato’s subpoena of thou- 
sands of e-mail messages, 
for example, will ulti- 
mately cost the White 
House close to $200,000. 
That doesn’t include the 
staff work hours that will 
be required to comply 
with the request. And, as 
yet, the committee has 
produced nothing of rele- 
vance from the e-mail. 
(As Max Brantley of the 
Arkansas Times puts it, 
“Don’t spend my tax dol- 
lars to solve ultimately 
political questions.”) 

A fundraising letter for 
Citizens United, a con- 
servative anti-Clinton group, reads, “Now, Bill and 
Hillary Clinton are involved in a massive cover-up... . 
They have unlimited resources of the U.S. Government to 
back them up. And they are using those resources.” The 
president does indeed have access to massive resources. 
But considering the furor that erupted when Clinton offi- 
cials even toyed with the idea of using the executive 
branch to ascertain the progress of the RTC’s Whitewater 
investigation, it’s unlikely they'll attempt that again. “Re- 
member Roger Altman” would be on too many lips. 

In fact, it’s Kenneth Starr — who invaded Little Rock 
with 20 prosecutors and 50 IRS and FBI agents — who has 
the unlimited resources of the US government at his dispos- 
al. Conservatives who vociferously oppose big government 
have been conspicuously silent on the topic of the indepen- 
dent counsel’s vast reach and resources, and the way the 
federal government's power has been brought to bear on the 
people of Arkansas. That issue was implicitly raised in the 
New Yorker by Jane Mayer, who documented the indepen- 
dent counsel's attempts to secure cooperation from poten- 
tial witnesses by threatening them with prosecution. 

With stories like Mayer's, the press 
coverage of the Whitewater investiga- 
tion has begun to turn. The New York 
Times has clearly scaled down its 
Whitewater coverage recently, and 
Mayer’s story, among others, prompt- 
ed the Times's editorial page to call for 
Starr’s resignation. What's remarkable, 
though, is that of all the revelations 
about Starr that the editorial cited, not 
one had been uncovered by the Times 
(or by the Washington Post, which has 
also continued to make Whitewater a 
front-page story). 

Information about Starr’s extensive 
private legal work — for clients rang- 
ing from the Republican National 
Committee to the ultraconservative 
Bradley Foundation to tobacco giant 
Brown & Williamson — was first re- 
ported in depth by Frank Murray of 
the Washington Times last September. 
It took the Washington Post and the New York Times six 
months even to mention Starr’s conflicts of interest. The 
Post and Times have yet to report an intriguing chain of 
events first noted by the Associated Press (and detailed in 
the March issue of the Washington Monthly): Senator 
Lauch Faircloth (R-North Carolina), an avid Clinton op- 
ponent, ate lunch with Judge David Sentelle; Sentelle was 
the head of a three-judge committee that then replaced 
Robert Fiske with Starr; Faircloth hired Sentelle’s wife to 
work in his office. 

Similarly, it was neither the Times nor the Post, but Joe 
Conasan and Murray Waas in the Nation, who broke the 
story about a much more serious Starr conflict: his investi- 
gation of top RTC officials even as they were suing his law 
firm, Kirkland & Ellis, for doing legal work for a failed sav- 
ings-and-loan. The Times at least editorialized against it; 
the Post buried the news in a larger story about Starr. 


Misplaced skepticism 
Indeed, almost all of the revelations about the wizards be- 
hind the curtain of the scandal machine have come from the 
Washington Times, the Nation, the New York Observer, the 
New York Review of Books, the Arkansas Democrat-Gazette, 
the Arkansas Times, and the Washington Monthly. None of 
them has come from opinion-making papers like the Times 
and Post. The mainstream national press seems to have mis- 
placed its skepticism about the Clintons’ opponents, perhaps 
because it’s been so extraordinarily skeptical about the Clin- 
tons themselves. (Republican staffers seemed dumbstruck 
when | asked about the timing of the hearings and about 
communication between D'Amato and Starr, which sug- 
gests that they hadn’t encountered those questions before.)

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Glue sniffers 


Kids risk death for cheap 


highs, and parents are clueless

s the two boys sit in Faxon 
Fields, in Quincy, school- 
bags at their side and uni- 
form ties hanging out of 
their back pockets, they 
fish through a CVS bag. Inside it are eight 
bottles of nail polish they have just bought. 

The 12-year-old redhead has been in- 
haling the fumes from household items 
since he was eight years old. The other 
started last summer with his mom’s hair 
spray. 

“It’s too good a high,” says the redhead. 
“And it's so easy. My parents don’t even 
have a clue.” He chuckles as he gives an 
example, the time when he took a can of 
Pledge from under the kitchen sink, 
walked right past his parents, and the only 
comment they made was, “Hey, look at 
that. He’s cleaning his room. What a good 
kid.” 

The other boy, who is 13, explains that 
his mom thinks he uses her hair spray to 
get “that spiky look.” 

“It’s too funny,” he says as he tosses 
one of the bottles up in the air. “How easy 
is that? Now, | don’t even have to buy it. 
She buys it for me.” 

The two boys are blasé about what 
they’re doing; for them, this is kid stuff. 
Except for the time one friend inhaled tur- 
pentine. He turned violently ill, vomiting 
and gasping for air; they were afraid they 
might have to take him to an emergency 
room. 

Inhalant use among kids like these two 
has swollen to epidemic proportions over 
the past few years. According to the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health, 
one out of every four seventh- and eighth- 
grade students in the state has inhaled tox- 
ic vapors from such things as household 
cleaners, cosmetic items, and model glue 
in pursuit of a cheap high. In fact, the 
most recent study shows that the number 
of seventh- and eighth-graders regularly 
abusing inhalants tripled from 1990 to 
1993. 

Inhalants are not a new problem, but 
they're certainly making a comeback, ac- 


cording to Lisa McCoy, director of the 
state’s Inhalant Abuse Task Force. “Ten 
years ago,” she says, “angel dust was re- 
placed by inhalants. Then cocaine became 
popular — until that was replaced by 
crack. Now we are back to inhalants.” 
Every misuse of an inhalant, according 
to the Department of 
Health's Bureau of Sub- 
stance Abuse Services, 
causes severe — and per- 
manent — damage to the 
brain, peripheral nerves, 
kidneys, liver, bone mar- 
row, and other organs. Of- 
ten, inhaling chemicals can 
lead to sudden death by ar- 
rhythmia or suffocation. 
The most affected age 
group is between third 
grade and eighth grade. At 
this age, very few children 
understand the conse- 
quences of what they are 
doing; the responsibility for 
prevention and education 
falls largely on the parent. 
The problem: most parents 
are Clueless. 
The ignorance can be 
frightening in its depth. 
Joanne Wyatt stood in front 
of Eric Fuchs, Inc., the 
Tremont Street model 
shop, waiting for her son to 
buy glue for a model World 
War II plane he has been 
working on. She was more 
concerned with having to 
take the train home at the 
height of rush hour than 
she was about the idea that 
her 13-year-old was pur- 
chasing an item with a 
recreational potential well 
beyond simply bonding 
wings to the body of a 
model plane. 
“He really likes to build 
his models, and it keeps 
him out of trouble,” Wyatt 
says. “Why would I have 
any concerns about that? 
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Christ, I'd rather he sniff glue than smoke 
pot or down Buds in the park with his 
friends.” 

That attitude is part of the problem. 
Sniffing glue is actually much more dan- 
gerous — and a much surer path to seri- 
ous injary or death. Other parents may be 
coping better, but still don’t fully under- 
stand the extent of the risk. Ruth Harrison 
caught her 11-year-old son sniffing cor- 
rection fluid, so she removed all the bottles 
of white-out from the house and warned 
his teachers to make sure he doesn’t have 
it at school, 

“I took precautionary measures,” says 
Harrison, “because | know how bad it is 
for you. He'll be hard-pressed to find a 
bottle of white-out in my house now.” 

A closer look around Harrison’s house, 
however, reveals numerous alternatives. 
Under her kitchen sink, accessible to her 
son — and to her two-year-old — are 
rows of household cleaners, from Parson's 
Ammonia to a butane canister. In her 
bathroom is a can of Lysol; along her 
garage floor, in rows, are cans of paint and 
paint thinner. 

Harrison, unfortunately, is typical. 
“Children need to be supervised around 
these products,” says Myra Rodriguez, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Substance Abuse. 
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“It’s too bad, but it’s just something par- 
ents don’t think of.” ° 
For many products, she adds, there are 


water-based substitutes that can’t be abused. | 


As a start, though, parents can also take 
the simple step of reading warning labels. 
A can of Pam, for example, has this on its 
label: “Intentional misuse by deliberately 
concentrating and inhaling the contents 
can be harmful or fatal.” Pretty clear. 

Another reason the onus is on parents is 
that it is so difficult for police to stop kids 


from sniffing stuff. Inhalant misuse is very | 


hard to detect, and even harder to prove. 


“Our hands are pretty much tied,” says | 
Sergeant Raymond Chapdelaine of the | 


State Police Department. “If we arrest 


someone, we have to actually catch them | 


in the act. If we get them before [they in- 


hale], they could be using the item for any | 


normal use. If we catch them after they’ve 
inhaled something, we can’t prove what it 
is they are on.” 


Boston police have no reported arrests | 
for inhalant abuse, and the Roxbury Pro- | 
bation Department has no juvenile on pro- | 


bation for inhalant abuse. 


“But people are definitely dying from | 
this stuff, and it’s scary how many kids are | 
using it,” says Chapdelaine. “There have | 


been deaths, but they are usually catego- 


rized as suicides, suffocation, or | 


some other accident.” 
The Inhalant Abuse Task 





Force’s McCoy estimates there | 
have been about 10 deaths in the | 


past year from inhalants. 


That’s why the Bureau of Sub- | 
stance Abuse Services has just | 
launched a campaign, “A Breath | 


Away,” to educate parents profes- 


sionals who work with children | 


about the dangers of inhalants. 


The campaign is geared to- | 


ward adults, McCoy says, be- 
cause many fear that educating

For my money, you can’t do much better 
than the groundskeepers at Wrigley Field, home of the 
Chicago Cubs. (I tried Fenway too, but they didn’t 
answer the phone.) The members of the Wrigley crew 
take their work seriously because they know that after a 
few innings of a typical Cubs game many fans won't be 
able to bear the sight of the game anymore. They'll want 
to take in something less exasperating, such as a few 
choice acres of God’s green grass. Thus the checker- 
board. 

Roger Baird, assistant GK at Wrigley, says that on 
Day One he mounts his 82-inch mower and rides east 
to west. On Day Two (or on his next trip out), he travels 
north to’south. He follows precisely the same path every 
time, mowing east in the east rows and west in the west 
rows and so on, always taking care that new swaths line 
up exactly with previous ones.

In a recent column you advised a young Los 
Angeleno on the real reason for premarital blood test- 
ing. Although you hit the nail on the head about vene- 
real disease, you left out an important fact. Premarital 
blood tests are also done to test for bload type, includ- 
ing Rh factor. 

Rh factor was first isolated from rabbits inoculated 
with rhesus (hence Rh) monkey blood. It turns out 
that 85 percent of the population tests positively for 
the Rh antigen. The other 15 percent are Rh-nega- 
tive. An Rh-negative female and an Rh-positive male 
run the risk of having an Rh-positive child. If so, 
they would produce antibodies against their own 
child's blood. The first child might be anemic, and a 
second or third might well die in utero or soon after 
birth. 

For family planning, it is important to know if you are 
Rh-positive or -negative so that proper precautions may 
be taken.

Tell your average jane or joe from New Orleans or 
Clarksdale or Chicago or Memphis that Boston’s a 
blues town, and they’re liable to laugh. Uniess 
they’re hip to the Hub’s reputation as one of the 
country’s hotbeds of blues activity. Sure, it’s 
unlikely, but the same area that claims Beacon Hill 
and the baked bean holds some of the country’s 
best blues clubs, prominent radio outlets, a 
supportive audience, and some of the finest 
musicians in the country. It’s a combination of 
migration, inspiration, and cross-pollination that’s 
made Boston the center of a vital blues scene. In 
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the '60s, touring outfits like Roomful of Blues went 
down South and opened a corridor between here and 
there — the “there” being just about anywhere the 
barbecue is slow-smoked and the whiskey sometimes 
comes without a label — that has stayed wide-open 
since. 

That blues highway is the reason many of the 
music’s veteran players settled here — performers 
like Mighty Sam McClain and Luther “Guitar Jr.” 
Johnson. Others — like Weepin’ Willie Robinson, 
Shirley Lewis, Silas Hubbard, and Toni Lynn 
Washington — came for the same reason so many

When | was learning the guitar in Chicago, | used to 
walk all over the place — through the parks and such 
— playin’ my guitar. | never put that guitar down. 
That's where the “Guitar Jr.” comes from. 

I've always played the blues. That’s my music. 
Something a lot of people don’t understand is that 
the blues is not just music to look sad over; it’s 


music to be played with a feelin’. A good feelin’. And 
that’s how | play it. When people come see me, | 
want them to have a good time. 


| stopped playin’ with Muddy Waters back in 1980. 


| wanted to get out of Chicago; | wanted to start a 
career for myself. So | moved to New England. 
Nowadays | spend 35 to 40 weeks a year on tour.

African-Americans migrated south to Chicago on 
buses and trains from the '40s through the '60s: 
greater economic opportunities and family or 
romantic ties. And some — like Buddy Johnson and 
David Maxwell — were born in our back yard. 

If you’re not a regular blues-club goer, you don’t 
often get a chance to look the real deal in the face. 
Here’s that chance. We asked these veteran local 
players, who have given much of themselves to their 
audiences, and to young musicians here in Boston, 
to pose for us and tell us a little bit about their lives 
and their music. 


And anywhere | go, the music goes over good. In 
South America, | get the same reaction | get 
anywhere in America — they love me. What makes 
me happy about playing music is when | get to see 
my audience happy. That makes me sleep good. But 
you know, there's no place like home, no better bed 
to sleep in than the one in my own house.

Weepin’ Willie Robinson, 
singer 


After my mother died, | left Florida 
in the back of a pickup truck, 
picking tomatoes and potatoes all 
the way north to New Jersey. In 
{ Trenton, | fell in with a guy who 
booked shows at the Crossing 
| Inn, and | became the house MC. 
When B.B. and Bobby Bland and 
| Junior Parker and all them fellas 
| would come there to play, | 
brought their bands on. And | was 
friends with Solomon Burke and 
Jimmy McGriff; they lived across 
the river in Philadelphia, where 
they had the blue law, so they'd 
have to come across the river to 
work on Sunday night. 
| started singing in 1950. One 
time, his singer didn’t show up, 
and Willie Mitchell asked me did | 
know any songs. | said, “| know 
/ three.” And he said, “Well, sing 
; ‘em!” So | sang and told jokes — 
{ at that time, you could tell risqué 
jokes and get away with it — and 
i at the end of the night, nobody 
} wanted their money back. And I've 
been trying to sing ever since. 
' | came to Boston in 1960, to 
Louie’s Lounge for a show; we 
had our own band at the time, 
Jimmy Taylor & the Seven 
i Twisters featuring Weepin’ Willie. 
| 


| liked it here; the girls was nice. 

| met one particular girl who told 

me not to go back home. She 

was from Paris, Jeanette, and 

‘ was working at the Round Table 
on Huntington Avenue. She 
asked me, “Why don’t you stay?” 
So | did. 





Shirley Lewis, singer 






I'm a farmer's daughter. My father 
died when | was 14, so | grew up in 
a family that was not at all wealthy 
but had a lot of love. We canned a 
lot of food for the winter and did all 
the work on the farm ourselves. 
There were seven children in our 
family; there was 13 of us, but only 
seven lived. And we all raised pigs 
and chickens, and we grew our own 
vegetables, and worked on other 
people's vegetable farms. 

There were 23 years between my 
mother and my father. My father was 
born in 1877. He was a Cherokee 
Indian, from Oklahoma. Then they 
moved him onto a reservation in 
Tennessee, and one night he and 
his brother slipped out and went 
north to New Jersey. 

| started singing when | was four. 
My father taught us all his own 
songs, because he was a vaudeville 
entertainer as well as a farmer. All 
the children appeared with him in 
vaudeville shows, except for my 
youngest two brothers and sisters. 
My parents took us everywhere with 
them; we did everything my mother 
and father did. 

The first time | sang blues was in 
Berlin, New Jersey, opening for B.B. 
King in 1964 or ‘65. A band had 
heard me singing in church and 
wanted to know if | would sing with 
them, so | auditioned and started 
performing. Winning talent shows 
a lot in high school helped 
encourage me. After | graduated, | 
went to two years of business 
education. But | was never really 
happy with it; singing made me 
happy, so that’s why | chose it. 
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Silas Hubbard, harmonica player, guitarist, jam leader 


When | was 19, | was on my way to 
Chicago from Montgomery, 
Alabama, and | stopped to visit my 
sister here in Boston. That was 
1969. And I've stayed up here ever 
since. In Alabama, | started playing 
on trombone and sang in the choir. 
At school, | was told by the music 
teacher that he had one instrument 
left in the band equipment for me, 
and it was the trombone. | didn't 
want to play this weird thing that 
looked like an elephant trunk. | 
thought it was a saxophone, that’s 
how much | knew about it! So | 


ended up being a trombone player 
for a couple years. 

After | moved to Boston, | was 
going to clubs and dancing a lot. 
But | always wanted to sing. So | 
bought a bass and got a harmonica 
player. And other people said we 
needed a guitar player, so | bought 
a guitar, and that was it. | played a 
little country, bluegrass, soul 
music, gospel. But that was the 
‘70s, and nobody wanted to hear 
blues songs. Finally, | started a 
blues band in 1982 — the Hot Ribs 
— and we got really busy, and that 
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name stuck. 

A blues jam is like this to me — 
there’s the good, the bad, and the 
ugly — you're gonna have good 
musicians, bad musicians, and 
beginners who need to pretty 
themselves up. Jams are a lot of 
fun. But a lot of people come by and 
want to play right away. They get 
very uptight about not being on 
stage. But it’s hard work to run a 
jam, because you have to make sure 
you have the right blend of good and 
bad musicians; you need to have 
good musicians playing in the right 


Buddy Johnson, bassist, 
bandleader 


| played trumpet in the school 
band. Right after high school, | 
went into the service. | went 
overseas — World War Ii — and | 
met an old German musician who 
played upright bass, and | got so 
fascinated he asked me if | would 
like to learn. | got my start playing 
bass there, and when | came 
home, | went to the New England 
Conservatory of Music in Bangor 
to continue my education. There 
was a time when | knew every 
standard that came out: Artie 
Shaw, Benny Goodman, Duke 
Ellington, Count Basie . . . Then | 
started playing country & western 
music in Maine for three or four 
years before | came down to 
Boston and went into the rhythm 
& blues kick. 

I've played with Jackie Wilson 
and the Trenier brothers; local 
guys ... | played with Shotgun 
Kelly and Sabby Lewis, who | 
learned a lot from about blues and 
jazz changes. And of course 
Weepin’ Willie, who | met 30 years 
ago and we've played together 
ever since. Five years ago we put 
together the Weepin’ Willie/Buddy 
Johnson All-Star Blues Band, and 
now we work together all the time. 

Of all the different music I've 
played, | favor the blues — I'll tell 
you that point-blank. You got to 
live it to play it right. You can’t 
play the blues if you were born 
with a silver spoon in your mouth; 
you'd never be enough in contact 
with the ups and the downs and 
the heartaches. | know how it 
feels to be hurt, and how valid it is 
to have that awful feeling of not 
knowing where the next nickel is 
coming from, where the next cup 
of coffee is coming from. You've 
got to play it like you feel it. 


combinations so the music always 
sounds right. So you've got to keep 
an eye on people and figure out how 
they play. Some people — who just 
wanted to come right in and play — 
see me later and say, “! realize now 
what you were doing, and that | was 
giving you a hard time.” But jams 
have changed from how they used to 
be, too, depending on where you go. 
It used to be more family-like. Now 
at some of them it's not like a jam 
anymore. At some of them, unless 
you're a regular they won't let you 
play at all. 
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Toni Lynn Washington, 
singer 


I'm from North Carolina, but we 
moved to Boston when | was 
young. It just seems like I've 
always sung. When | was a little 
girl, | used to sing in the choir. And 
when | became a teenager, | raised 
my age up and used to sneak into 
clubs and sing with the blues 
bands. | looked older. 

| remember the first time | sang 
with a band. It was in Boston, and 
this guy — Wilbur Lucar — he had 
a big swing band. | was at this 
dance, and | asked him if | could 
come up and sing. And she asked, 
“Can you sing?” | said, “Yes, | can 
sing.” And | sang Ruth Brown's 
“Five, Ten, Fifteen Hours.” And the 
crowd was so impressed. | wound 
up singing practically her whole 
repertoire that night. | love Ruth 
Brown. 

Being nominated for a Handy 
Award for Best Female Soul/Blues 
vocalist this year was an honor. 
I've always loved Etta James and 
Denise LaSalle and Lavelle White 
[her fellow nominees] — she can 
really sing. But managing a day job 
and having a career as a singer can 
be pretty stressful when it seems 
as though | just never have enough 
time to do anything. | feel like I'm - 
on a time clock — a little time for 
this, a little for this. But I'm very 
active and things are beginning to 
happen now. | think I’ve got more 
energy than | ever thought | had. 


David Maxwell, pianist 


My first real tour was joining 
Freddie King. He had come to the 
jazz workshop in Boston in 1972, 
and | went there with Bob 
Margolin, who later went on to play 
guitar with Muddy Waters. Bob and 
| had a band called the Boston 
Blues Band. When Freddie began, 
the intensity of his music and 
sheer volume was so overpowering 
that the whole room just 
spontaneously, involuntarily rose 
up out of their seats and stood 
there with their mouths open. At 
least Bob and | did. We were 


> ‘ 


completely bowled over by his 
virtuosity and power and feeling. 

| sat in with him the next night, 
and afterwards he said, “Well, 
we've been thinking about adding 
a piano player, and we just hired 
somebody out of New York, but | 
like the way you play. Do you want 
to join us?” So that was it. A 
month later | had quit my job 
teaching at the Commonwealth 
School and | was on the road — 
the white piano player from 
suburban Boston playing with 


these guys. The adventures began.

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Just the quality of his pure blues, 
in such a direct and raw way, was 
intensely satisfying. 

As a pianist, | was always 
interested in playing jazz — and | 
still play a lot of jazz. But the 
blues has such emotional 
immediacy. You can express your 
emotions in a way that isn't 
cerebral, in almost a vocal way, 
using only your fingers. That's the 
key to how | play the blues. | think 
of myself as a vocalist, in terms of 
nuance, but it’s coming through 
my fingers.

» Take a break from pizza and lead your palate further east, where 
leavened flatbreads show as much versatility as their distant cousin. 
You might begin with Indian nan, which is baked on the side of a clay 
oven. Bombay Club, in Harvard Square (661-8100), offers at least four 
varieties: alu (stuffed with spicy potato); peshawari (topped with 
coconut and dried fruits); badami (topped with almonds, poppy 
seeds, and cantaloupe seeds); and rogini (brushed with ghee, or clar- 
ified butter). None costs more than 

$2.95. Zaatar Bakery in Coolidge Corner 

(731-6836) also offers an assortment of 

flatbreads, including its own savory creation sprinkled with sesame 
seeds, cumin, somak (nonpoisonous dried sumac), and salt. Zaatar’s 
breads sell for $2.50 and up.

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Cafe Soho 


Funky and American, a 


catch-all take on diner food 


by Stephen Heuser 


ining well isn’t always 

about food. Sometimes 

it’s about the car you 

drive. I pulled into the 

parking lot at Café Soho 
with some friends in their sky-blue 
Oldsmobile Delta 88, a badass 1977 
chariot of chrome and rust. We slid off 
its bench seats feeling mighty American, 
and more than a little bit funky. 

The funky Café Soho (“An American 
Bistro”) does something I’ve been partial 
to for a long time. It takes classic diner 
dishes — filling roadside stuff — and 
improvises on them, mingling cheap and 
expensive ingredients, turning out a lot of 
food for the money, creat- 
ing a meal that’s intriguing 
without being intimidating. 
If it’s none too subtle in the 
execution, the food is still a 
good value. 

I’m not sure I'd identify 
Soho, the neighborhood, as 
the seat of this kind of 
American eclecticism, but 
Soho the restaurant seems 
to have taken its adopted 
identity to heart. In the din- 
ing room — glowing eerily 
from its magenta-paneled 
ceiling lamps — the walls 
are hung with city scenes 
(and a magic-markered per- 
sonal statement) by an exu- 
berant New York painter 
called Robert Weinstein. 
And the half-walls dividing 
the dining room are worked 
into a stylized silhouette of 
the Manhattan skyline, wine 
bottles nestled between pink 
skyscrapers. 

Soho has a series of 
small courses that it offers as appetizers 
in its dining room and as “tastes” in the 
front café. (The two are linked by a nar- 
row corridor lined with shelves of paper- 
back books.) Our meal began with a gen- 
erous spinach salad ($4), with a light cit- 
rus vinaigrette and bits of mild goat 
cheese, enlivened by grilled slices of 
tomato and orange. Clam-and-smoked- 
seafood chowder ($3.50) was yellow and 
buttery, with a profusion of potato 
chunks, fish, clams, and cubes.of carrot. 

In the great roadhouse tradition, Soho 
isn't afraid to overestimate its customers’ 
appetites. The appetizer of house- 
smoked salmon ($3.50) would make a 
hell of a breakfast: big pieces of salmon 
folded over thick slices of multigrain 
bread spread with a chive cream cheese, 
accompanied by the usual red-onion rib- 
bons and capers. And the baked moz- 
zarella on sourdough bread wasn’t just 
one chunky piece, but three, for a slim 
$2.75. Soho’s novelty act (aside from our 
waiter, who spent the evening running 
through his repertoire of spooky faces 
and sinister smiles) was “many flavored 
fries” ($2). These didn’t have many fla- 
vors, exactly — the parsnip, sweet pota- 
to, and white potato were variations on a 
theme, and rather undersalted — but 
they came in something like a bread- 
crumb coating, totally nongreasy. 

Our waiter more or less insisted we or- 
der the seafood sampler ($6.50). It came 
on a scallop-shaped glass platter, and 
was a wild and gorgeous dish, with a 
central salad of fennel and deep-green 
watercress, electrified with dashes of a 
hot-pink beet vinaigrette. The seafood 
was arranged around the outside of the 
plate: cold smoked scallops, smoked

salmon, a split grilled shrimp (with a 
great cajun-spice flavor), smoked oyster, 
and chunks of dark bluefish, briny as a 
sardine. 

At the top of the entree menu was the 
“bistro turkey dinner” ($9), which 
promised medallions but delivered some- 
thing more interesting: squared-off slices 
of turkey breast that looked breaded, like 
a diner chicken cutlet, but were actually 
coated richly with crushed pecans. They 
were arranged in a fan, surrounded by 


giblet gravy, leaning on a mound of | 


bright-tasting sweet potatoes (mashed 
with bourbon, the menu revealed), a 
bunch of snappy green beans, and a 
dome of plain, grainy cornmeal stuffing 
that tasted like baked polenta. 

Broiled ribeye steak ($13.50) won the 
red-meat sweeps; it was 
fairly tender, with a sun- 
dried tomato demiglace 
that didn’t overwhelm the 
meat. Surprisingly, it was 
also topped with blue 
cheese, which was a strong 
flavor, especially consider- 
ing that the baked potato 
the side was also 
cheesy, its insides whipped 
up with chive and cheddar. 
Poached Maine salmon 
($14) was artfully ar- 
ranged, with a cone of jas- 
mine rice in the center, two 
fillets of salmon leaned 
against it from opposite 
sides, and a ring of “cool 
beans” in broth around the 
base of the rice. The beans 
were cool — haricots verts, 
red beans, and a couple 
kinds | didn’t even recog- 
nize — but the broth was 
almost too much, salty and 
peppery like a zipped-up 
can of French-onion broth. 

The downside to Soho’s*all-influences 
approach in the kitchen is that the novel 
twists can become an end unto them- 
selves, cumulatively blending into culinary 
dilettantism. That’s how I felt about the 
grilled tana ($14.50), which had the look, 
if not the flavor, of a showstopper. Ar- 
ranged like the salmon, in this case the 
fish was rolled in crushed macadamia nuts 
— a touch I liked; the sweet richness of 
the.nuts didn’t distract from the tuna fla- 
vor — but it came in a troublesome man- 
go-colored sauce, a moat of warm, pulpy 
citrus more bitter than tangy. 

Another problematic dish was the 
slow-smoke-roasted heart of chuck 
($11), a good concept undermined by 
the cut of meat. I loved the watercress it 
came with, and the toss of wide poppy- 
seeded noodles and mushrooms in a 
kind of balsamic dressing. And the meat 
was tasty enough, with a sweet onion 
glaze, but it was simply too chewy and 
tough to enjoy. 

Our waiter recommended two 
desserts: the key lime pie ($2.95) and the 
“Chocolate Lover’s Delight” ($4.50). I'm 
not one of those key-lime fanatics for 
whom no pie north of Florida will do; 
this one did just fine, with the texture of 
a light cheesecake and the fresh bite of 
lime juice. The other dessert was choco- 
late cake with a thick, firm icing. 

Café Soho doesn’t seem to have at- 
tracted much of a following yet, perhaps 
because it’s just off that main strip of In- 
man Square where the big crowds wait 
for tables at Jae’s and the East Coast 
Grill.

This week’s puzzle is a sort of aerobatic connect-the-dots. 
Using our time-lapse illustration as a guide, and the numbers as 
clues, try to retrace the plane’s stunts from start to finish.

Projecting Freedom 


The name Jon Goldman may not sound familiar. But if you’ve 
spent much time in and around Boston in the past decade, chances 
are you’ve seen some of his work — most of it is pretty hard to 
miss. There was the 110-foot-high inflatable hydra that he fash- 
ioned for the Boston Arts Festival in 1984 (it was captured in a 
photo that ran on the cover of this very newspaper). In the decade 
that followed, he created giant curiosities like a 60-foot stetho- 
scope balloon for Harvard Community Health and an inflatable 
crab for the Parker House Hotel. And for years he’s been making 
inflatable costumes for First Night performances. If none of this is 
ringing a bell, then you might want to check out Goldman’s latest 
collaborative project: “Blow Up!”, a series of 50-by-100 foot pro- 
jections that will be screened against the Copley Plaza Hotel tonight and tomorrow. 

Goldman, who’s a graduate of MIT’s Center for Advanced Visual Studies, organized the event to 
coincide with the annual conference of the Society for Environmental Graphic Design, which is being 
held in Boston this year. “I wanted to open up a forum for designers that work on a large scale,” he 
says, “and I wanted the theme to be freedom. One of the credos I came out of MIT with is that if you 
are going to use technology, then you should use it to a humanizing effect. I think this is one way to 
humanize our physical environment and show some great design work.” 

The imagery Goldman has chosen to project includes works by Boston-based photographer Bruce 
Peterson, environmental graphic designer Coco Rayme, and designers Lance Wyman and Keith 
Helmetag. He has also selected one of his own designs, an image of an inflatable nudibranch; for the event. 

“A nudibranch is a species of sea slug that’s been shown to be an indicator of the fragility of a par- 
ticular ecosystem,” he explains. “I make mine out of brightly colored fabrics, and they’re usually 30 
feet high when fully inflated. Some of the other images I’ve selected include a baseball, an old toy 
truck, and a close-up photograph of a penny that is nicked and scarred. I think freedom in our cul- 
ture happens in an economic framework, and the penny is the essence of our monetary system. But 
the fact that this penny has had the crap beat out of it says a lot about what it takes to find freedom. 
You have to understand that this penny will be about 100 feet wide and 50 feet high.” 

The difficulties of projecting images on that scale had Goldman collaborating with lighting design- 
er Steven Rosen of the Boston-based company Available Light. Their work gave him more time to 
consider the conceptual aims of the project. “I want people to understand,” he concludes, “that even 
something temporary, like a giant slide show, can have a humanizing impact on an environment.”

People’s 
choice 


When George & Ira Gershwin’s satirical slap 
at presidential politics, Of Thee I Sing, 
opened in New York City 65 years ago, it was 
hardly a shining point in American history. It 
was the day after Christmas in 1931, the 
nation was in the midst of the Great 
Depression, and people had little optimism 
for the future. 

So with Americans stuffing their money 
and their hope deep into their mattresses, 
why not have a presidential candidate run on 
the platform of love — something that every- 
one thinks is great but doesn’t really matter in 
the great scheme of the political picture? This 
became the Gershwins’ satirical spine for 
their lively musical, in which presidential 
hopeful John P. Wintergreen proposes to his 
love, aspiring First Lady Mary Turner, in all 
48 states along the campaign trail. The mar- 
riage is contingent (of course) upon his elec- 
tion — so Wintergreen places his happiness 
in the voters’ hands, meanwhile praising 
Mary for her talents: “While some girls can 
bake a pie,” he says, “Mary can make corn 
muffins!” 

One of the few musicals to win a Pulitzer 
Prize, Of Thee I Sing is rarely staged these 
days — which is one reason to catch its 
upcoming three-week run at the Publick 
Theatre beginning this Wednesday. “I wanted 
to do this musical because it’s very important 
in the history of musical theater,” explains 
Publick artistic director Spiro Veloudos. “And 
since it deals with the election of a president, 
this is a good year to do it.” 

Along with poking fun at campaign slogans 
and the American people who accept them, 
Of Thee I Sing also examines the role of the 
First Lady, satirizing her image as “America’s 
Housewife.” “It’s amazing that the satirical 
message from this 1931 musical is still appli- 
cable today,” comments Publick executive 
director Deborah Schoenberg. “Look at the 
problems Hillary Rodham Clinton has had 
trying to redefine the role of the First Lady. In 
this musical, it’s corn muffins that make a 
great First Lady!” 

Although Veloudos chose to keep the musi- 
cal set in the tarly ’30s, he did spice it up with 
allusions to modern-day politics. Instead of 
fishing’s being the politicians’ leisure activity 
of choice, for example, they all play golf. “I 
allude to bad business dealings,” Veloudos 
points out, “but I don’t use the word 
‘Whitewater.’ Besides, satire at its best does- 
n’t hammer; it alludes to certain situations.” 

Schoenberg adds that 1996 marks 100 
years of the Gershwins. “The centennial cele- 
brations officially begin in September, so 
we’re starting a bit early. This is a great time 
to do this show. We like to pick shows that 
appeal to the masses but still have real artistic 
merit. This is one of those shows.” 

Of Thee I Sing runs Wednesdays through 
Sundays, June 5 through June 30, at the open- 
air Publick Theatre on Soldiers Field Road.

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Derek Hess, Coop, and Charlie 
make punk ou technicolor

t all started with Kozik — Frank Kozik — a 

name that’s by now practically synonymous 

with contemporary rock poster art. Kozik 
defined the aesthetic, the defiantly unglossy silk- 
screen surfaces and un-PC visuals, the Warholian 
appropriation of images torn from the media-satu- 
rated cultural subconscious, the combination of 
guerrilla-art subversion and punk irreverence fused 
by the old Do It Yourself ethic that’s fueled rebel 
rock in America for the past 20 years. And with his 
posters he struck and continues to strike the kind of 
counterculture vein that hasn’t been hit so squarely 
since the glory days of the Old Fillmore, when 
psychedelic poster artists created a lasting backdrop 
for Haight-Ashbury and the children of Woodstock. 

The commercial and artistic explosion of the kind 
of raw, visceral, and often perverse under- 
ground rock that inspires Kozik’s work 
— platinum acts like Nirvana and Green 
Day as well as noisier underground bands 
like the Mono Men and Unsane — has 
kicked open the door for other like-mind- 
ed poster artists, the best of whom have 
developed their own signature and style. 

What links these artists is their ties to the 

music they’ve grown up with, from punk 

and hardcore to postpunk, indie, and al- 

ternative rock. Their imagery resonates 

with the postmodern irony of Pavement and decon- 
structed camp of Urge Overkill, captures the 
grotesque angst and twisted beauty of the Jesus 
Lizard and Butthole Surfers, and approximates visu- 
ally the organic cacophony of a Sonic Youth mo- 
ment. Most important, it rocks. 

“There are definite underlying themes that work 
with this music,” explains Derek Hess, a gifted 
poster artist from Cleveland whose work is the sub- 
ject of an exhibit titled “Immaculate Destruction” 
that opens next Friday at the K&T Lionheart Ltd. 
Exhibition Space on Newbury Street. “I mean if you 
listen to a band like the Jesus Lizard, they’re convey- 
ing a lot of anxiety, pessimism, and decay. And that’s 
what a lot of my imagery is all about.” 

Raised on a steady diet of punk rock and heavy 
metal, influenced by Silver Age comic-book artists 
like Gil Kane, and schooled at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art and the Detroit Center for Creative Studies, 
Hess incorporates sophisticated elements of anatom- 
ical drawing and lithography into his sinewy carica- 
tures of performers ranging from Joey Ramone and 
Rob Zombie to Iggy Pop and bluesman R.L. Burn- 
side. Like so many of today’s emerging poster 
artists, he got his start printing up flyers for local 
punk gigs, a time-honored means of getting the 
word out on the street. In Hess’s case, the shows 
were ones that he was booking at Cleveland’s Euclid 
Tavern, a job he took on in 1990. 


Hess gradually incorporated his fine-art back- 
ground into his flyering until it blossomed into full- 
fledged poster art. He now has well over 100 posters 
to his credit. He’s also done CD cover art, including 
an illustration for the upcoming R.L. Burnside re- 
lease A Ass Pocket of Whiskey (Matador). Though 
less directly influenced by Kozik then some of his 
contemporaries, Hess admits a debt. 

“Kozik is the guy who brought poster art back in a 
big way. I mean, we’re now in a situation where this 
art and these posters are documenting our time in 
the same way that the poster artists of the 60s docu- 
mented their era.” 

Part of what gives the figures in Hess’s posters 
their distinctive edge is a process that involves using 
an Exacto knife to scratch lines into the surface of 

photographic paper to approximate the 
look of lithography. Though. he incorpo- 
rates some appropriated imagery —. his 
Iggy Pop is screened against a page torn 
from a comic book and the poster he de- 
signed for the K&T Lionheart show fea- 
tures a drawing on top of a portion of a 
map of Boston — he relies much more 
heavily on his considerable skill as an il- 
lustrator, often creating a visual pun on a 
band’s name. (One of his better known 
works is a Jesus Lizard poster featuring a 
Lizard in a priest’s collar.) 

Hess is also breaking new ground by exhibiting his 
work in galleries rather than alternative spaces, slip- 
ping into the hard-to-crack art world through the 
back door. 

“I’m trying to present my work as more than just 
pop art or graphic imagery. I mean we call them 
posters, but essentially they’re signed and numbered 
editions; they’re prints, and I look at them as some- 
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thing more than just advertisements for gigs. But I’m al- 
ways telling kids that come up to me with their sketch- 
books that they should call.up some clubs and tell the 
owner that they’ll do flyers for free. It’s a great way to get 
exposure for your work without backing from a gallery.” 

Another poster guy who’s deservedly been making a 
name for himself in the wake of Kozik’s success is 
Coop. A Los Angeles-based artist with a fondness for 
hot-rods and sinfully sexy, big-busted devil dolls, Coop 
was doing magazine illustrations and album art before 
Kozik encouraged him to branch out into posters back 
in 1991. He now prints all his posters for gigs by bands 
like Boss Hog, White Zombie, and Rocket From the 
Crypt at Kozik’s Man’s Ruin press in San Francisco. 
And his voluptuous horned women and souped-up 
stock cars are getting to be almost as ubiquitous as 
Kozik’s Mansons. 

“To me the art poster is a way for me to have an ex- 
cuse to make a cool art print,” explains Coop. “And I 
get to help out a band that I like in the process. Ulti- 
mately, though, I’d just like to do prints using the same 
imagery that I now use in my posters but without any 
text. I want to start building a market for that. I mean a 
person can only buy so many goddamn Rocket From 
the Crypt posters before they’re going to say to them- 
selves ‘I’ve got enough Rocket From the Crypt posters.’ 
So I think we ought to start pushing things toward the 
idea of just doing prints of interesting images. Because 
as long as the image is arresting, people aren’t going to 
get tired of them.” 

Of his un-PC depiction of women, Coop considers 
that part of his rock and roll renegade persona, not at 
all to be taken at face value. “The Boss Hog poster with 
the popsicle is a perfect example,” he explains. “All of 
Boss Hog’s imagery already revolves around [leader] 
Christina [Martinez]. They use a lot of pictures of her, 
and she is a very beautiful girl. So the tack for me when 
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I designed the poster was to do 
some kind of hot girl image. The 
devil-girl thing is something that 
I’m becoming known for. So I 
started playing around with doing 
a girl image where the clothes and 
hairstyle, notebook, and stickers 
on the notebook all go back to the 
era when I was in junior high 
school. A lot of people who are 
listening to Boss Hog were also in 
junior high back then. And things 
from the past can have a lot of 
power over people.” Plus, as 

Madison Avenue’s always 

known, sex sells. 

Making flyers for punk-rock 
gigs as a teen in Oklahoma was 
Coop’s introduction to the world 
of poster art. But meeting Kozik 
and artist Robert Williams are 
two experiences that had a for- 
mative impact on his aesthetic. 

“Williams taught me about 
composition, about creating 
arresting images that assault 
the viewer. I’ve always done 
what some consider cartoon- 
ing or comic-book art, but I’ve never 
been particularly interested in doing comics. Williams 
was the first guy to show me that you could use comic- 
book imagery in other formats, that it was just a valid as 
anything else. And Frank has been a huge influence in 
terms of content and design. Looking at his posters is a 
lesson in what a print needs to look like to convey its 
message most efficiently.” 

Houston’s Uncle Charlie (a/k/a Charlie Hardwick) 
counts himself as another rising talent who’s benefited 
from Kozik’s example. His twisted sketches of murderous 
mutants and drooling monsters have a style all their own. 
But he credits Kozik with inspiring his transition from 
playing bass in the punk band Dresden 45 (1982-1987) 
and drawing flyers, to creating bold, striking poster art. 

“I started doing flyers to contribute to the local punk 
scene in the 80s,” he recounts. “And then I met Frank 
Kozik and I realized that posters are just a way of con- 
tributing to the punk scene on a larger, national level. It 
fits in for me — and this is why I like posters — because, 
as Bill Graham once said, the poster is the icing on the 
cake of a rock and roll show. It serves as a communica- 
tion tool, a promotional device, a work of art, and a piece 
of memorabilia.” 

Coop, though, sums up the current relevance and reso- 
nance of poster artists like Kozik, Hess, Uncle Charlie, 
and himself, best. “Basically, we’re coming from the same 
background as the musicians. The only difference is that 
we're expressing ourselves with visual imagery and the 
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Boston's own 
Day-Glo messenger 


Bu has never been considered a hot-bed for 
rock poster art. It still isn’t. But in the past year 
things have begun heating up as local artists and rock- 
ers have caught the Kozik fever. Among them is Dean 
Styers, a drummer who played in the band Milkmoney 
and an artist whose eye-catching work has been hang- 
ing in the Middle East since the beginning of May. 

Styers’s credits include CD cover art for the Letters 
to Cleo disc Wholesale Meats and Fish (Giant), and for 
Milkmoney’s Wicked Disc debut, Wheelie. He’s also 
done three posters for the Middle East since the begin- 
ning of the year: a Helium/Railroad Jerk gig; the 
Pipeline! CD release party; and the recent Misfits re- 
union. His use of Day-Glo pinks, yellows, and blues, 
along with appropriated imagery like the Flintstones 
characters that grace the Pipeline! poster, falls squarely 
into the Kozik tradition. But Styers, who has a tattoo of 
Roy Lichtenstein’s Crying Girl on his arm, has roots in 
pop art that predate the emergence of Kozik’s Nixons 
and Mansons. 

“It’s weird,” he says. “I did this record cover for a 
band a couple years ago, and when the single got re- 
viewed the critic mentioned that it was a Kozik ripoff. 
At the time I didn’t even know who Kozik was. I mean, 
ever since I was a kid I’ve been really attracted to 
bright, bold images. It’s just fun to work with that stuff. 
Even when I was little I loved to get stickers of corpo- 
rate labels to play with. I’d take the sticker off a jar of 
Jif peanut butter and paste it on a toy truck and things 

like that. But I knew when I did that Flintstones 
image for Pipeline! that if people 
were ever going to accuse me. of 
ripping off Kozik, it was then.” 
Posters aren’t Styers’s first pri- 
ority. His paintings, which em- 
ploy fluorescent acrylics and jux- 
tapose bright, cartoonish imagery 
with thick black lines and unset- 
tling text, come first. He likens 
them to “visual soundbites,” which 
gives an accurate sense of the 
pleasantly jarring impact his best 
work delivers. There’s a pro- 
nounced playfulness to his paint- 
ings, but it’s usually offset by a 
word or sentence that suggests all 
is not well; think Keith Haring, Roy 
Lichtenstein, or, more tangentially, 
the perverse punk graphics of Ray- 
mond Pettibone. “I like to think that 
the paintings are fun to look at,” he 
explains. “And I’ve always thought 
that macabre text works really well 
against a bright image.” 

Styers is still wrestling with the diffi- 
culties that are particular to poster 
art. But it’s something he plans to 
pursue. “Posters are a lot of work, 
they’re expensive to make, and you 
have to rely on other people so you 
don’t have as much control. It’s also 
strange to have your work duct-taped 
onto a wall rather than hanging in a gallery. But there’s 
something I like about that. The only thing that sucks 
is that I’m going to keep using the fluorescents because 
it’s what I’ve always liked — and people are going to 
keep thinking it’s all because of Kozik.”

e are apparently wit- 

nessing the birth of a 

new movie genre: the

tion. Made mostly by 
Gen X filmmakers (with the occasional 
over-35 exception, like Flirting with Disas- 
ter’s David O. Russell and Welcome to the 
Dollhouse’s Todd Solondz), these films 
suggest that the defining trait of this gen- 
eration is a feeling of painful and acute 
embarrassment. 

In such movies, including The Pallbear- 
er, The Truth About Cats and Dogs, and 
Beautiful Girls, the protagonist is a guy 
(occasionally a gal or a group of friends) 
who finds himself hopelessly unequipped 
to deal with the real world, which treats 
him with deliberate cruelty. The audience 
is expected to laugh both with and at the 
protagonists, enjoying their ridicule while 
suffering a stab of sympathetic recognition 
at the universality of their plight. 

The world that torments these charac- 
ters is the world of adulthood. The charac- 


ters in these movies share the Gen X hor- 
ror that neither a job, a marriage, nor a 
sense of security is handed out with the 
college diploma anymore, as they suppos- 
edly were for our parents. But really, the 
characters are simply afraid of growing up, 
having insulated themselves from maturity 
with television, college life, bonding ritu- 
als, and the kind of sarcasm that mistakes 
itself for irony. 

The latest example of this new genre is 
The Low Life, written by relatively recent 
Yale graduates John Enbom and George 
Hickenlooper and directed by the latter. 
The story concerns a recent Yale graduate, 
also named John (Rory Cochrane), who 
moves to Los Angeles to become a writer. 
(Talk about writing what you know.) He 
and two overeducated college buddies, 
Chad (Ron Livingston) and Leonard 
(Christian Meoli), are forced to do mind- 
numbing temp work, separating the car- 
bons from endless piles of charge slips. At 
night, they cadge beers from Suzie (Sara 
Melson), another member of their circle 
who waits tables at a dive bar. We're sup- 
posed to laugh at their slow soul death at 
the hands of the "90s economy but laugh 
with their bravery and wit in the face of ad- 
versity. Indeed, there are some crackling 
one-liners, mostly delivered by Livingston’s 
Chad. Still, the movie can’t help but echo 
last year’s Kicking and Screaming, a far su- 
perior gloss on the post-collegiate malaise 
whose warmth and generosity made it no 
less bleak and funny. Even Livingston

s overdone potboiler its delights. 


Holy Grail in a dull and incoherent pas- 
tiche that is not helped by Cohen’s com- 
plete absence of style or storytelling ability. 

Still, any manifestation of Connery in a 
movie is a saving grace, and with Draco 
his charm, vitality, and virile decency is 
delightfully palpable. He even brings con- 
viction to such pseudo-chivalrous drivel 
as “Swear that your father’s blood lust 
and tyranny ends with him!” That’s the 
line he utters as through an act of gauzy 
necromancy he saves the life of mortally 
wounded young King Einon (Lee Oakes) 
by inserting half his own heart into the 
boy’s chest. Einon was stricken in the 
same battle in which his father the king 
was killed: a brutal foray against pitch- 
fork-wielding rebellious peasants. In 
hopes that the new king will restore jus- 
tice and peace, his mentor and “knight of 
the Old Code,” Bowen (a hirsute Quaid, 
who talks like Tom Waits in lieu of a 
British accent), and his mother, Aislinn 
(an ethereal and negligible Julie Christie), 
had taken him to the dragon’s cave to be- 
seech that creature’s ancient power to 
save his life. 

The young king lives, but he grows up 
to become David Thewlis, even more rep- 
tilian than Draco in the effete and sadistic 
periwigged prig role previously mastered 
by Alan Rickman in Robin Hood and Tim 
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Roth in Rob Roy. Bowen, meanwhile, con- | 
vinced that it was the dragon’s heart that 
turned his protégé to evil, has regressed | 
into an itinerant mercenary dragonslayer, | 
his lust for vengeance partially placated by | 
the bag of gold he gets paid for every beast | 
he exterminates. 

As fate and lazy scriptwriting would | 
have it, Bowen at long last comes across 
Draco — the last of his kind — but 
doesn’t recognize him. After a prolonged 
and thoroughly unexciting battle — 
recorded by Gilbert (an annoying Pete 
Postlethwaite), a wandering troubadour 
monk, with an appropriate yawn — the 
two opponents call a truce and work out a 
scam by which Draco terrorizes the coun- 
tryside, Bowen pretends to slay him, and 
the two split the proceeds. 

So much for the Old Code. Inevitably, 
of course, complications like honor and 
Einon’s insufferable nastiness and a Pre- 
Raphaelite beauty of a peasant girl named 
Kara (Dina Meyer, who wields a mean 
hatchet) disrupt their cynical operation. 
Not to mention the redemptive cajoling of 
Draco, who slyly and slowly restores 
Bowen to his original noble nature. The 
story tiresomely crawls toward its blood- 
less, slapstick final battle with a heavy em- 
phasis on such fuzzy concepts as sacrifice 
and dragon heaven. 

It’s a case of Apocalypse Lite. The | 
Christian imagery is tepid but unmistak- | 
able, and setting the picture exactly a | 
thousand years ago in AD 996 summons | 
up inevitable millennial comparisons. As a | 
parable of good and evil — the good | 
dragon and the evil king, both share the | 
same heart — the film could have ven- | 
tured into murkier and more unsettling 
territory. Thewlis and Connery are cer- | 
tainly up to the task, the former demon- | 
strating a perverse vulnerability in his ob- 
session for the fair Kara. 

Instead, the focus is on the charmless 
and doltish Bowen, whose transforma- 
tion from lost soul to conquering hero is 
less impressive than one of Draco’s | 
mood swings from wry levity to wistful 
melancholy. As a PG-13 summer enter- | 
tainment aimed at school kids, however, | 
Dragonheart has no ambition to scare | 
away its demographics with anything re- | 
sembling introspection or intelligence. 
Connery’s splendidly crafted, technically | 
astonishing Draco might as well have | 
been one of the tornadoes in Twister for | 
all the spiritual consequences the film ac- | 
knowledges. The sacrifice of his heart | 
may have saved an evil king, but it un- | 
does the movie. QO |

seems a watered-down version of Chris 
Eigeman in that film. 

The real focal point of The Low Life's 
humiliation is John’s new roommate, An- 
drew (Sean Astin), an inspired comic cre- 
ation who will evoke in viewers who hit 
adolescence during the early '80s the 
most shameful memories of the kitsch 
that we liked because it monopolized pop 
culture in those days. The eager, puppy- 
ish Andrew is frozen in that era, assum- 
ing that everyone else shares his passion 
for Journey and Supertramp. He throws 
the affected attitudes and willful childish- 
ness of John and his friends into sharp 
relief, and they respond by treating him 
with the same contempt and mockery 
with which the world treats them. Astin 
mercilessly and fearlessly spoofs the boy- 
ish, can-do persona he epitomized in 
Rudy, turning his optimism into some- 
thing pathological. 

The film follows John’s black-comic 
misadventures in another temp job as the 
gofer and super of a sleazy slumlord (the 
ubiquitous James Le Gros), and John’s ro- 


mantic collision with Bevan (Kyra Sedg- | 
wick), who matches him in self-loathing | 
— her Southern background, alcoholism, 
and penchant for married men apparently | 
compensating for her lack of an Ivy 
League education. Cochrane plays John as 
a cipher, an emotionally disengaged youth 
who must learn to feel in order to become 
a writer — that is, in order to grow up. 

This is a trite idea, presented unconvinc- 
ingly. Director Hickenlooper makes the 
common error of imitating in his story- 
telling the torpor that marks his characters’ 
lives. He is the co-director of the stunning 
documentary Hearts of Darkness (about 
the art-imitates-life-imitates-art filming of | 
Apocalypse Now), but if he really wanted to 
explore a heart of darkness here, he would | 
have focused not on John but on Andrew, a 
Gen Xer’s nightmare vision of himself. This 
is the sort of film that first-time feature di- 
rectors often make in order to exorcise au- 
tobiographical demons. Hickenlooper and 
Enbom show promise; let’s hope The Low | 
Life was just something they had to get out | 
of their system. QO |

was never a teenage movie critic, 

but I was a teen book reviewer, 

offering a bi-weekly high-school 

newspaper column on paper- 

backs called “Peary Picks the 
Pockets.”

When you're an enthusiast kid critic, 
awkward and oxymoronic writing is 
where you begin. So it was with me. So it 
is sometimes with Roger Davidson, 17, 
acclaimed Teen Movie Critic on the 
Worldwide Web, who in his Internet cap- 
sule reviews calls King Kong “a timeless 
film, year after year” and says of Henry 
and June that “the cinematography . . . is 
very well filmed.” 

But stick with Roger, who is 
Minneapolis-raised, home- 
taught, and, according to his 
Web bio, the youngest of 15 
children. He seems to be a 
nice kid with raw talent, and 
his love of cinema is genuine 
and infectious. Perhaps he’s 
even too generous, giving all 
sorts of movies his highest rat- 
ing of four stars: Forrest Gump, Jurassic 
Park, Ed Wood, The 400 Blows, The 
Cook, the Thief, His Wife & Her Lover. 

Roger even likes silent films, reward- 
ing four stars to Metropolis and 
Potemkin. It’s rare that he goes after a 
picture the way he destroyed Cobb, 
declaring, “Now here is a complete piece 
of shit.” And his attack on Casper was so 
unfriendly that it elicited a reply from the 
Web-surfing. 16-year-old star, Christina 
Ricci: “To. say that Casper was a movie 
that basically sucked is VERY uncool es- 
pecially for me — | happen to know that

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the whole cast worked really hard to 
come up with what we did, which in my 
opinion was a good storyline, an enter- 
taining movie, and a somewhat heart- 
warming flick.” 

Roger’s answer to Christina was hum- 
ble, gentlemanly, thoughtful: “To be 
honest with you, I know exactly how you 
feel about criticism. | get a lot of letters 
saying I’m a stupid young punk who 
doesn’t know a good movie when it hits 
me in the face. Believe me, I’m not ex- 
actly thrilled when someone tells me | 
suck.” 

Not me, Roger. Keep up the good 
work!

Vermont native John O’Brien (Vermont Is 
for Lovers) has a hard time deciding 
whether he wants to be Frank Capra, 
Michael Moore, or Jerzy Kosinski in his 
engaging, overlong, but sometimes hilari- 
ous The Man with the Plan, the story of a 
73-year-old ex-dairy farmer who decides 
to run for Congress.

THREE FILMS BY 
KRZYSZTOF KIESLOWSKI 


The work of the late Polish filmmaker 
Krzysztof Kieslowski didn’t get much in- 
ternational attention before his Short 
Film About Killing (1987) and Double 
Life of Veronique (1991) made the festi- 
val and art-house circuits. By that time, 
he had already had a long and distin- 
guished career, including three outstand- 
ing features in which can be seen the ob- 
sessions, style, and transcendent vision 
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that would blossom fully in his final ef- 
fort, the Three Colors Trilogy. As part of 
its comprehensive retrospective of his 
work, the Brattle Theatre is screening 
these rarely seen films: Camera Buff 
(1980), No End (1984), and Blind 
Chance (1981). 

Fittingly, Kieslowski’s first fictional 
filnt is the quasi-autobiographical Camera 
Buff (screens Thursday, June 6, at 3:30 
and 7:40 p.m.). Filip (Jerzy Stuhl) is a 
working stiff whose life changes when he 
buys a camera to make home 
movies of his newborn daugh- 
ter. The Party apparatchiks at 
his factory approach him to 
film its 25th-anniversary cele- 
brations. Filip gets hooked as 
his new hobby obsesses him 
and estranges him from his 
family and experience. Worse, his further 
documentary activities expose too much 
of the powers that be, and he’s crushed 
between a dehumanizing political tyranny 
and an alienating aesthetic. 

Not a very cheery beginning to a fea- 
ture film career, but the irony, black hu- 
mor, and reflexivity of Camera Buff 
would be eclipsed by the fatalism of his 
next film, Blind Chance (screens Thurs- 
day, June 13, at 5:10, 7:30, and 9:50 
p.m.). It opens with a howl of rage, ter- 
ror, and despair — a glimpse of a corri- 
dor filled with torn, bleeding bodies. The 
scene figures in the biography of Witek, 
an ambitious young man with dreams of 
becoming a doctor. When his father dies, 
he gives up his vocation, rushes to catch 
a train to Warsaw, and just makes it. An 
old Party hack he meets by chance on 
board encourages him to join, and he ris- 
es in the ranks, only to complicate things 
by falling for a radical. Or perhaps he 
doesn’t catch the train, gets arrested, and 
ends up working for the radicals himself. 
Or maybe he misses the train, becomes a 
successful doctor, and ends up on the 
plane flight he missed in the other two 
scenarios. In a sense, Blind Chance is 
The Three Color Trilogy compressed into 


one film, but with more politics and less 
visual beauty. 

Spookiest of the three films is No End 
(screens Thursday, June 6, at 5:35 and 
9:45 p.m.). It begins with a vibrant lawyer 
in the prime of his career dying, as did 
Kieslowski, of a heart attack. Somehow, 
the hero persists beyond the grave, guid- 
ing the destinies of his loved ones and ful- 
filling his last labor — acquitting a man 
held on a political charge. Kieslowski’'s 
own body of work remained undone at his

In Sergio M. Castilla’s vapid Brook- 
lyn-set comedy The Girl in the Water- 
melon (at the Museum of Fine Arts June

shacking up with, and planning to mar- 
ry, a boring yuppie whom the girl calls 
“the Toad.” So the girl consults her 
mom’s 1970s diary to see whom her 
mom was shacked up with in 1976, the 
year of her birth, and to determine who 
is her biological father. 

The girl tracks down two candidates: 
an oft-married Hispanic salsa trumpeter 
with a flock of kids, and a wealthy gay 
guy with a manservant and a live-in 
lover. Who's her real dad? Who cares? 
All the males in this movie are amazing 
wimps, so no wonder the girl spends 
shrink time consulting with her goldfish, 
whom she calls Dr. Goldstein. It’s that 
kind of cutesy movie; and only actress 
Michele Pawk, attractive and intelligent 
in a Susan Sarandon way, comes 
through The Girl in the Watermelon with 
her dignity.

Mockingbird flies 


Huntington’s staging 
lives up to Harper Lee

t may be a sin to kill a mockingbird, 

but it’s an accomplishment to nail 

one. And the Huntington Theatre 

Company's atmospheric staging of 

Christopher Sergel’s stage adapta- 
tion of Harper Lee’s To Kill a Mockingbird 
does that. As Will Rogers observed, it’s dan- 
gerous to share the stage with children; it’s 
even more dangerous to count on them to 
shoulder as much of a production as Mock- 
ingbird requires. If they lay an egg, your Bird 
is dead. The youngsters at the heart of the 
Huntington venture, particularly Marble- 
header Caleb Mayo as a brave yet endear- 
ingly hangdog Jem, are more sensitive than 
perky. And they are beautifully counterbal- 
anced by Canadian actress Seana McKenna, 
a convincingly wry and languid Alabaman as 
narrator Jean Louise Finch (the grown-up 
Scout), and Tom Stechschulte, who is as 
brave to step into Gregory Peck’s iconic 
shoes as Atticus Finch is to defend a black 
man in the gentle nest of bigots that is May- 
comb, Alabama, circa 1935. 

My first reaction to the news that the 
Huntington was to stage To Kill a Mocking- 
bird was: why? There is, after all, the popular 
1962 movie (which won Oscars for Peck and 
screenwriter Horton Foote), not to mention 
the Pulitzer-winning novel itself. The late 
Christopher Sergel’s stage adaptation is fine, 
but its arguably laziest feature, the inclusion 
of extensive narration lifted right from the 
book, lays on the feel of Lee’s prose (the 
women of the town are like “soft tea cakes 
with frostings of sweat”) that’s more a voice- 
over veneer in the film. Moreover, the stage 
production, albeit with less resources to 
evoke the Depression-era sleepy-small-town 
South, succeeds as a mood piece, an evoca- 
tion of time and place and childhood. But 
then, I'm a sucker for crickets. 

There is more to To Kill a Mockingbird, 
of course, than memories of innocence and 
ecosystem past. The kangaroo-court trial of 
Tom Robinson for the rape of white-trash 
princess Mayella Ewell was suggested by the 


1931 railroading of the Scottsboro nine, 
black men wrongly accused of sexually as- 
saulting two white women on a train. So 
blatant is the miscarriage of justice shrug- 
gingly carried out in To Kill a Mockingbird 
(and expected by mild-mannered if vigorous 
defense attorney Atticus) that, seeing it 
again, you better understand the African- 
American attitude of tit for tat that many 
think was evinced by the Simpson trial. 

But To Kill a Mockingbird is not so much 
about sanctioned racism, however horrify- 
ing, as it is about the journey of the Finch 
children (and visitor Dill) toward under- 
standing integrity and evil as built into the 
little cocoon around them. The contrast be- 
tween these elements is none-too-subtle in 
the juxtaposition of Atticus, only slightly less 
noble than the Statue of Liberty (which also 
fails to play football), and murderous red- 
neck Bob Ewell. At the Huntington, director 
Charles Towers (who is taking his fourth 
crack at the work, having previously staged 
it in Cleveland, Cincinnati, and St. Louis) 
addresses the melodrama straight-on but 
without a stick, both in the courtroom and 
in the brief skirmish that almost costs the 
Finch kids their lives. And in the person of 
Stechschulte (also a fourth-timer), Atticus is 
suitably towering, his terse comic timing as 


impeccable as his ethics. But he’s also just | 
slightly dorky, the man Jem and Scout as- | 


sume him to be as well as the one they dis- 
cover him to be. 

The Huntington setting is cleverly de- 
signed by Bill Clarke, its slab-of-red-clay 
stage dominated by a substantial tree. The 
Radley house looms so unobtrusively in the 
upstage shadows that at times you hardly see 
it. And the porch corners poking onto the 
stage serve as “colored balcony” and judge’s 
perch during the courtroom scene. Ted 
Karas’s melancholy guitar intros and fade- 
outs contribute to the mood. And the perfor- 
mances manage, for the most part, if not to 
transcend stereotype to ride it well. 

As younger children Scout and Dill, 
Catherine Epstein of Stow and Gabriel 
Levinson, imported from St. Louis, acquit 
themselves well, and Myra Lucretia Taylor, 
though she emphasizes dignity over per- 
sonality, is a strong, stern Calpurnia. As 
Tom Robinson, the affecting Danny John- 
son is a kinder, gentler Brock Peters. Jack 
Willis sports an easy slickness as prosecu- 
tor Gilmer and is a touching, besneakered 
Boo Radley.

eeing Archy LaSalle’s 

photographs for the first 

time is like seeing Fred 

Astaire dance for the 

first time: what you 
thought you knew suddenly seems in- 
credible. But beyond LaSalle’s high 
choreography, beyond the poise and con- 
trol and nonchalant transcendence, lies a 
feature in the work itself that’s most riv- 
eting: its daring simplicity. Just as As- 
taire dance numbers were shot from one 
camera in real time and without editing, 
so too LaSalle’s black and white con- 
junctions of architecture and landscapes 
enjoy an unencumbered authority. His 
occasional indulgences in overexposure 
or lack of focus are like costumes; they 
work as successful accents to meticu- 
lously premeditated visions. 

For all that LaSalle’s frames are popu- 
lated by Renaissance villas and Baroque 
busts and the archways of European edi- 
fices, his interest ultimately gravitates to 
the unexpected symmetries of the natu- 
ral world. In fact, he renders architec- 
ture, staircases or T stops or the ruined 
walls of Italian castles, as if it were or- 
ganic. The human-made has an elegant 
claim, for its emotional charm as well as 
for its integrity of design, equal to that 
of anything that depends on photosyn- 
thesis to propagate. His photographs are 
seamless syntheses of what many of us 
think of as opposed: the outdoors and 
the indoors, the dead and the alive, the 
planned and the uncontrolled. 

Still, his symmetries are surprising, 
like finding poetry in a piece of bad 
news. The Christian Science Church on 
Mass Ave appears framed by manicured 
trees on one side and hedges on the oth- 
er. A shopping arcade in France is 
haloed by the aerial lights that form a 
Christmas tree while each side of the 
electric tree is flanked by a fan-shaped 
metallic pillar. Shot from above, the ef- 
fect is strangely ethereal, nearly hallu- 
cinogenic. The shoppers below look like 
dream images or ornaments on the pho- 
ny tree, disembodied and overly lighted. 

Yet this almost indecipherable Christ- 
mas tree through which the French 
bourgeoisie are shot is itself a root of 
LaSalle’s larger themes. In his 1992 Ar- 
boretum, a leafy tree and high meadow 
grasses occupy the foreground and left 
half of the print; the right half is framed 
by a long branch of the tree in the shape 
of an arch, and through the arch we see 
a field and woods beyond. In both in- 
stances, in the electric and the bucolic, 
in the civilized and in the raw, the artist 


locates his signature, the half-circle, 
which in turn provides a gateway to an- 
other vista. In fact, in no fewer than 16 
of the 18 works on display does the 
same half-circle appear, and most com- 
monly in the form of an arch. The cen- 
tral birch tree in Fens is bent like a hu- 
man back with spina bifida; the dark in- 
terior of the residence in Milan opens up 
to the light of day through an archway. 
Even Plum Island for all its rule-break- 
ing — it's blurry, it’s most obscure, and 
its central image, a birdhouse, is out of 
focus — sees the sky separated from the 
land by an inverted arch, as if the photo 
had been made from the pit of a perfect 
valley. Archy LaSalle (would anyone 
dare suggest that his very name is a way 
of understanding his images?) sees the 
world as a kind of geode: every crys- 
talline form suggests another farther in. 
It is ultimately a religious vision, one of 
interlocking order. 

In one of those devastating quips from 
which the world never recovers, 
Katharine Hepburn once remarked that 
the success of the Fred Astaire-Ginger 
Rogers team lay in the fact that he gave 
her class and she gave him sex. What 
that glittering remark obscures is the 
courage of their joining forces at all, the 
self-assurance that must undergird the 
Dionysian talent teaming with the Apol- 
lonian. What the remark highlights is 
how different those talents are, even 
nowadays; the sensual is still not entirely 
at home with the cerebral, and it’s no 
wonder that the bulk of the Astaire- 
Rogers dances were about the resolution 
of conflict. 

LaSalle’s photographs avoid conflict; 
they're Mr. Astaire all alone, lean, glori- 
ous and vaguely incomplete. It is both 
ironic and fitting that one of the three 
largest works here and the one from 
which the announcements were made, a 
piece entitled Garden Fidelia, depicts -a 
human form as its central image — os- 
sified and from the chest up. The one 
other photo whose central image is hu- 
man — in Staircase a female nude is 
framed by the heart-shaped wings of a 
doubly spiraling set of stairs — also de- 
picts a statue. It’s not long before such 
remoteness from the human body itself 
begins to feel monkish, exquisite but 
overly studied. I hope that the future 
will see LaSalle and his breathtaking 
talent move in the direction of exploring 
the architecture and landscapes of the 
forms he now keeps either inanimate or 
distant. He might even consider the 
multiple archways of two people holding 
hands.

of their music, and delivered a stripped- 


down, radio-ready juggernaut (and did the 
eponymous thing to acknowledge the 


biggest 90-degree turn of their career). 
Although they already had a following, 
it took stadiums to (barely) contain “En- 
ter Sandman” and the other half-dozen 
singles from Metallica that made them 
megastars. (With more than 9 million 
| copies sold in the US alone, after 248 
weeks Metallica still hasn’t left the Bill- 
board charts, where it is second in 
| longevity only to the soundtrack to An- 
| drew Lloyd Webber’s Phantom of the 
| Opera and Enigma’s MCMXC A.D.) But 
mere months later, “Smells Like Teen 
Spirit” broke, bringing with it an even 
| more concise musical vision and a new 
lyrical emphasis on the uncertainty of the 
| dawning decade. Commercial success 
| suddenly seemed like the booby prize. The 
| new musical world no longer needed the 
| monolithic, linear certainty — the solid, 
| unblinking affirmations — of Metallica’s 
| big-wreck rock. And it was almost instant- 
| ly apparent that as a force for musical 
change — their legitimate role in the ’80s, 
| as they weaned metal off the Iron Maid- 
| en/Judas Priest stereotypes — Metallica, 
| through no fault of their own, were fin- 
| ished. They aren’t oblivious to this; only a 
recognition of their precarious position 
could have yielded Load’s “King. Noth- 








Summer cuts 


Metallica keep their music 
— and their hair — trimmed 


fter more than a dozen 
years as rock’s hair band 
extraordinaire, Metallica 
have finally gotten the Big 
rim. Funny, though, that 
the idea of Metallica with clipped locks — 
along with reports that they’ll headline 
Lollapalooza’s main stage (cough, cough) 
wearing suits — seems almost passé, see- 
ing as Kiss are already going back to the 
| make-up. If the suit deal really goes 
| through, it will be Metallica’s first swipe at 

that hallmark of ’90s chic, irony; although, 
| true to form, there’s none to be had on 
| their new album, Load (Elektra, due Tues- 
| day). And if the new “do’s” seem like an 

obvious gesture . . . well, Metallica have al- 

ways been about obvious gestures: those 

monolithic jackhammer chords, the pop- 

ulist anti-authoritarian anthems. Literal 
| straightforwardness has always been 

Metallica’s — and heavy metal’s — 

strength. Metal has no truck with the du- 
| plicitous tricks and subtleties of irony; it’s 

always been a big bloody sledgehammer 
| between the eyes, as unmistakable and un- 
deniable as the drenching summer heat. 
And Metallica are this year’s boys of sum- 
mer, coming to the sheds and fairgrounds 
where school’s always out, rocking till cur- 


Still, you have to wonder where Metalli- 
ca fit in these days. And no doubt they’re 
asking themselves that same question. 
Load — produced by Bob Rock (Subhu- 
mans, Mdtley Criie), the same guy who 
did 1991’s Metallica — is a step away 
from their thunderous thrash heritage. But 
after five years it would have to be, 
| wouldn’t it? And so much has happened 

since we last heard from them: Nirvana, 
| Pearl Jam/Stone Temple Pilots, Green 
Day/Rancid/Offspring, Bikini Kill; in fact, 
almost all that we consider contemporary 
history-making music. So their tale bears 
retelling once more, just to put things in 
perspective. In the summer of 1991, 
Metallica were poised to ascend to the 
throne of rock’s Mount Olympus. With a 
half-dozen thrash-metal classics under 
their belt — each of which defined and 
dictated the scope and direction of heavy 
metal in the ’80s — they’d sniffed the 
winds of change, gathered in the essence 





ing,” a cautionary tale about a monarch 
whose castle crumbles beneath him short- 
ly after his coronation. 

In the meantime, metal has gone on 
without them. “And when I start to come 
undone,” James Hetfield sings on Load’s 
“The Outlaw Torn,” “stitch me together.” 
It’s a sentiment that post-metal bands like 


Helmet and White Zombie have already 
taken him up on, chopping Metallica to 
riffs and pieces, then reassembling heavier, 
darker-hued tunics from the shrapnel. 

So maybe Metallica looked further 
down the path they were on and saw a 
dead end. Or maybe, standing at a cross- 
roads on rock’s reconfigured road map in 
their 13th year, they somehow found the 
blues. On the whole they’ve shed the rigid- 
ity that has always been their biggest aes- 
thetic hallmark. The huge, rigid crunch 
strokes and martial lock-step grooves that 
dominated even Metallica’s spartan 
constructions have given way to an elastic, 
fluid hard-rock band. Easily the most var- 
ied album of Metallica’s career, Load is a 
bitch to pin down. It’s almost two separate 
albums, with the first half devoted to re- 
imagining a less tyrannical version of the 
type of material they honed on Metallica; 
and the second half suggesting new-old di- 
rections they might explore in the future 
(country, for example, but more on that 
later). 

The lead-off track, “Ain’t My Bitch” (as 
in “complaint,” not “ho”), and “Wasting 


sions from the “Enter Sandman” school, 
riff-strong but with the sharp edges and 
angles rounded smooth. And they’re two 
of the best songs on the album, the ones 
that bring thick zinging riffs on an ex- 
pressway to yr skull. “2 X 4” sounds like 
“Sad But True” performed on a trampo- 
line. The arrangement is loose and 
snaking, muscular yet restrained. It’s the 
sound of a band that’s finally achieved an 
intuitive, seat-of-the-pants combustion. 

Yet Load’s first single, “Until It Sleeps,” 
shows none of that. It’s one of the few 
scattered moments on the CD that reek of 
anachronism, like the Def Leppard-ish vo- 
cal effect in the chorus of “The Outlaw 
Torn” (a stark clash with the underlying 
guitar riffs that reference Soundgarden’s 
staggering churn and Kyuss’s sub-woofer 
kick). They make a single concession to 
modern rock, a ballad-ish “Hero of the 
Day” done like a bunch of older guys try- 
ing to play something they heard on the 
radio; in truth, they don’t miss the mark 
by much. 

But if they occasionally come off sound- 
ing a little cheesy, they also sound human, 
as opposed to the gargantuan, mangling 
Monsters of Rock they’ve been. You can 
hear it in “Bleeding Me,” which marks the 
return of the eight-minute-plus Metallica

song (such lengths were banished entirely 
from the last album). Where once they 
would have crammed at least a half-dozen 
riffs into eight minutes, they gently devel- 
op just one into a majestic slow burn, re- 
vealing pieces of the melody as it ebbs into 
a mid-tempo dynamo. 

Lead guitarist Kirk Hammet contributes 
a wide array of tonal variations, like the 
stingray sirens chipping away at “2 X 4,” 
the reverby twang skulking behind “Until 
It Sleeps,” and the saline baths of slide- 
guitar that figure in both the heaviest and 
the softest numbers. For his part, Hetfield 
has loosened up his gruff, one-dimensional 
yowl and tightly blocked barks. Yeah, he 
proved he could carry a tune on Metalli- 
ca’s “Nothing Else Matters” and “The Un- 
forgiven,” but the delivery was starch-stiff 
and clunky to boot. On Load he carries 
entire songs with his vocal melodies, bal- 
ancing a nasal tenor with his natural 
armpit-of-hell sneer. At times he lays on 
the ad-libs and accentuations a little too 
thickly, but in his brighter moments he’s 
reminiscent of his broody mentor, Glenn 
Danzig. It’s only natural that Hetfield

would glance Danzig’s way for guidance; 
Hetfield’s basically going through the 
same transformation Danzig underwent 
between Samhain’s churning November 
Coming Fire and the taught, sparse kick of 
Danzig. As if acknowledging just that, 
Hetfield even pilfers the riff from Danzig’s 
“Twist of Cain” for “Cure,” the caustic 
blister that leads off Load’s latter half. 

But although Hetfield used to be the 


punk getting arrested outside Samhain | 


shows, as he creeps toward middle age 


he’s become quite the redneck, as is evi- | 


denced by Load’s second half, which con- 


tains three Western-themed lyrics and an | 


even more traditional soul. If you heard 
only the last seven songs, you'd be con- 


vinced that Hetfield’s hell-bent on becom- | 


ing our generation’s Ted Nugent. 
“Ronnie” revolves around a juiced-up 
country-tinged bluesy-hard rock lick — 
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musically, it’s completely without prece- | 


dent in the Metallica catalogue — and 


stops just short of becoming a new “Cat | 


Scratch Fever.” It even has one of those 


drawling, spoken interludes that’ve always | 


worked so well for Johnny Cash, where the 


narrator eulogizes the outlaw portrayed in | 
the song. But the song that’s gonna ce- | 


ment Hetfield’s redneck rep is “Mama

Said.” It starts off like one of the minor- | 


key acoustic numbers from the last album, | 


but quickly erupts into a Sunburst of 
country flavor complete with authentic 
weeping lap steel, down-home strings, and 
Hetfield’s sepia-toned harmonies. 

After you get over the initial shock of 
Metallica playing a straight country tune 
(even on “Mama Said” there isn’t the 
slightest hint of tongue-in-cheek), it starts 
to make a little sense. Country music, after 
all, is the soundtrack to resignation and 
acceptance. Despite “Hero of the Day,” 
the band’s one attempt at speaking the 
90s pop vernacular, Load positions Metal- 
lica squarely as creatures of the past. 
“Mama Said” and “Poor Twisted Me” and 
“Ronnie” seethe with a kind of reactionary 
nostalgia next to the vigorous charge of 
“Ain’t My Bitch.” If they weren’t always so 
damn straightforward, you might think 
they Were trying to send a message about 
metal being the new country or something. 
But it’s more likely that having taken 
thrash as far as it could go, and with the 


torch of invention passed to a younger | 


generation, Metallica are simply content to 
play respectable.

Rhino charge to the 


‘front of the pack

ow did I manage to figure that 

Rhino’s demo tape would be 

a model of smart, loud, gui- 

tar-driven rock propelled by 

thoughtful lyrics and pop 

| hooks? Could it be because one of the singer- 
guitarists is a guy named Janovitz? Naah. 

| Well, maybe a little. But Rhino’s tape is a 

| solid one in its own right, with two songs each 

| by singer-guitarists Pat Rock and Scott 

| Janovitz (whose older brothers Paul and Bill 

| are indeed the respective frontmen of Cold 

Water Flat and Buffalo Tom). 

| “Green” thunders out with a dou- 

ble-time drum intro, big fat guitar 

| chords, a hummable tune, and a 

lyric whose surface optimism 

(“I’ve never been so shiny and 


| new, like a nickel buying candy”) 


| 


| is nicely undercut by the nervous- 
| sounding vocal. The loud-pop for- 


mula gets shaken up a bit on 


| “Yearly Presence,” with a long 


wah-wah solo, and “Plummet,” 
with a folk-rock quality. 

I'd be lying if I said there was no 
| Buffalo Tom influence whatsoever, 
| but it’s never overwhelming. 
| Janovitz’s voice is sweeter and pop- 
| pier (and perhaps technically bet- 

ter) than those of his brothers; and 
the most Tom-like track — “Yearly 
Presence,” a slow-brooder in the 
“Sunday Night” vein — turns out 
to be one of Pat Rock’s tunes. But 
this one deserves a mention for its 
novel lyrical idea: recalling a child- 
hood fear that’s never been men- 
tioned in a rock song before. 
(“There’s a big fat man with a red 
suit on/And he’s coming after 
me... Santa’s got it in for me!”) I 
look forward to hearing college DJs 
with twisted senses of humor dig- 
ging this one up in December. 

Has the family connection been a 
help or a hindrance? “Definitely a 
help,” says Janovitz, who’s now a 
junior at Providence College. “The 
only way it could be a problem is if 
people asked us to do Buffalo Tom 
covers, but nobody has so far. 
We're definitely influenced by them. 
They were the first live band I ever 
saw. Before them I was listening to 
Howard Jones and Huey Lewis. 
They’re still one of my favorite 
bands, and it’s helped us shopping 
the demo around Boston. People 
certainly recognize the name.” 

The brotherly influence, he 
adds, is “less musical than a mat- 
ter of giving us advice. They’ve 
told us things like ‘Keep your day 
jobs and put out singles.’ And 
they’ve demonstrated that some- 
one like me, a kid from the sub- 
urbs, can wind up doing it for a 
living. I don’t know how we all got 
started playing guitars, but Bill 
was the pioneer of the unholy trin- 
ity, as it were. He told me once 
that he originally wrote songs just 
so he could be in a band, but now 
he’s in a band so he can write 
songs. It’s completely switched 
places for him. For me, it’s proba- 
bly somewhere in the middle.” 

Based in Providence, Rhino ex- 
isted for a couple of years before 
Janovitz joined; Rock is the only 
remaining charter member. “The 
sound was more scattered origi- 
nally. They’d do a pop song, then 
a jam, then something else. When 
I joined | had only two songs writ- 


ten; we had a gig the following week and by 
then I came up with nine more.” 

Janovitz also breaks the news that his 14- 
year-old brother has bought a guitar and is 
starting a band. Can the brothers imagine join- 
ing forces, Neville or Vaughan Brothers—style, 
and hitting the road together in another 
decade? “Oh sure. We'll go out there and play 
all those old-guy shows.” 

* 
RUNNERS-UP: Paula Kelley is one of the 
unsung heroes of the local scene. She was the 
best thing about the original line-up of Drop 
Nineteens; later she put out a fine, over- 
looked loud-pop album with Hot Rod (whose 
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lead guitarist, John Dragonetti, now fronts 
Jack Drag). Her new band, Boy Wonder, 
mine a similar direction with equally satisfy- 
ing results. And if the name sounds odd for a 
female-fronted band, suffice to say that she 
does a lot of wondering about boys in her 
two-song demo. “Mission To Destroy” is the 
catchiest thing she’s written yet, but there’s 
new-found venom in the lyric. It’s hard to tell 
whether she’s writing about an ex-lover or 
the Unabomber. “Backyard” is better still: a 
slow-builder with stacked acoustic/electric 
guitars, nice call-and-response vocals, and a 
hook that never quite resolves — plus an ef- 
fective loss of vocal control when she sings 
“It’s breaking my heart how these things fall 
apart.” As a singer Kelley is also finding her 
own voice, which is sounding less and less 
like Juliana Hatfield’s. 

Christy Riordan’s tape — an album-length 
called “The Blues” — is the first demo I’ve 
received with a cover letter from the artist’s 
mom. Riordan’s 18 and has recently graduat- 
ed from Boston Conservatory; she stares out 
from the tape cover with a soulful, pained ex- 
pression. I was expecting sensitive singer- 
songwriting at worst, a Bonnie Raitt sound- 
alike at best. Turns out that Riordan’s a 
singer/pianist of considerable promise who's 
done careful studies of the influences that she 
lists on the sleeve — notably Nina Simone 
and the New Orleans pianist James Booker. 
The original material is largely homages to 
classic blues, but I hear the beginnings of an 
original approach, impressive piano chops, 
and a strong set of pipes . . . even if she’s still 
trying a little too hard to sound as if she were 
black and from Mississippi. 

Hallucinating Arkansas may be the worst 
band name of the month, but their tape leads 


the runners-up in pure hummability. You 
might call them a product of anti-lo-fi back- 
lash. They apparently believe that if you've 
written a good song, you should polish it for 
all it’s worth. Not that their sound is cluttered 
or their production too fat. In fact there are 
only two full-time bandmembers, bassist Dave | 
McGlynn and singer/guitarist Rick Lescault. | 
But each track sounds carefully constructed 
and lovingly produced. You can hear modest | 
flourishes like a Leslie guitar on “Black & | 
White” and tape phasing at the end of “As- | 
tro.” The latter song typifies their approach: | 
not saving the hook for the chorus, they pack 
the song full of verse and bridge hooks while | 
Lescault emotes in a pure-yet-controlled voice 
about the vagaries of his relationship. This | 
tape’s cheap thrills are its own reward. 

The Time Beings’ tape is dumb, three- 
chord simple, and blatantly, shamelessly retro 
— and those are just some of its good quali- | 
ties. Seems that the garage thing is still going | 
strong in Worcester, where these guys have | 
been plying their trade for a couple of cen- 
turies. And they sound damn good for a band | 
whose grasp of rock history apparently begins | 
with the Sonics and ends with the Real Kids. 
Any outfit could cover “Louie Louie,” but | 
these guys go a step further and cover “Louie | 
Go Home,” the sequel by the late, great Paul | 
Revere & the Raiders. Otherwise, you’d be 
hard-pressed to pick the four covers out from | 
the two originals, unless you realize that “Got 
a Feeling” was first done by the Mamas & the | 
Papas (now there’s an unlikely punk role | 
model) or that they’ve managed to find a cov- 
erable Golden Earring song that isn’t “Radar 
Love.” The name of their management com- | 
pany, Cantone’s Pizza, should being a smile | 
to the faces of aging local scenesters. 0 |

Guitarist Rich Gilbert

ocal guitarist Rich Gilbert has 

three main callings in life: 

playing music, watching other 

people play music, and talk- 

ing about music. Of all the 
players in the top echelons of local rock, 
Gilbert may be the most visible — and not 
just because of the orange-dyed hair. Hard- 
ly a week goes by when he’s not performing 
in town with someone. At last count he had 
three working bands and at least as many 
side projects. And he’s often spotted in club 
audiences on nights off. More than a few 
local scenesters get burned out on music 
after five years, but Gilbert — who played 
his first Human Sexual Response gigs in 
the late ’70s — still can’t get enough of the 
stuff. 

“I'd never have gotten involved with any 
of this were it not part of my every con- 
scious moment,” he says during a quiet af- 
ternoon at the Middle East. “I never go out 


| to clubs just to hang; I’m not a hanger. So | 


always want to tell people to stop talking 
and listen to the music. The people who 
feel they've grown out of this . . . well, 
maybe they did grow out of it. Maybe they 


| have other things that are satisfying to 


them. But this is what | am; | am music. 


| That’s what satisfies me in my life, and I 
| want to be involved in it until my last 
| breath.” 


Currently, Gilbert has just about enough 


| on his plate to satisfy his addiction. He just 


wrapped up a stint as lead guitarist/musical 
director for the Boston Rock Opera pro- 
duction of Jesus Christ Superstar, and he 
now plays two other instruments in two 
other bands: pedal steel with the Country 
Bumpkins and keyboards with Crown Elec- 


| tric Company. He’ll also be doing some 
| recording with Northampton-based song- 
writer Steve Westfield at summer’s end. 


His last band, the ambitious instrumental 
outfit Concussion Ensemble, still officially 


| exist, though there aren’t any immediate 
| plans to perform. And he’s about to begin a 
| national tour as lead guitarist for cult hero 
| Steve Wynn, who was working with mem- 


bers of Come before they went off to pro- 


| mote their own new album. Gilbert landed 
| that gig after Wynn asked a number of 
| folks who the best guitarist in Boston was. 


Chief among Gilbert's current priorities 
is the reunion of the Zulus, which takes 
place next weekend (June 6 and 7) at T.T. 
the Bear’s Place — which was also the site 
of their last official gig in 1991 (their one 
previous reunion was two years later at the 


| Paradise). In terms of personnel, Human 


Sexual Response and the Zulus were essen- 
tially one band that took two guises: the 
first with a wry and sometimes campy 
shade of pop, the second given to primal 


| rock unleashings. (Gilbert’s guitar-hero 
| reputation was largely born in the Zulus.) 


And their influence shows up in the 
strangest places — notably on the current 


| Rage Against the Machine album Evil Em- 


pire (Epic), which includes an uncredited 
lyric (from the song “Tire Me”) that should 
be familiar to Humans fans: “I want to be 
Jackie Onassis/I want to wear a pair of 
dark sunglasses.” Gilbert was unaware that 


| a Humans lyric had just been lifted on a 
| million-selling album, though he notes that 


“I'm sure that he [Rage singer Zack de la 
Rocha] delivers it with a certain angst.” 

At their peak, the Zulus — who included 
Gilbert, ex-Humans singer Larry Bangor, 
and drummer Malcolm Travis (later of 
Sugar and Kustomized), plus bassist Rich 
Cortese — were among the most exhaust- 


| ing musical experiences in town. And 


Gilbert's confident that the charm will work 
again, though rehearsals hadn't yet begun

at the time of our conversation. 

“It’s one of those situations where you 
feel that time has passed, but also no time 
has passed. We took a lot of pride in what 
we did, and in my opinion we broke up at a 
peak. My favorite artists continue to grow, 
and we came up with songs that had super- 
seded what we'd done before. Better to end 
it at a peak than when you start crashing.” 
Next weekend may not be the last of the

Zulus either. They’re now working on a 
compilation CD, drawn from unreleased 
studio demos and radio tapes, that may 
come out in the fall with another round of 
gigs to support it. For Gilbert, the CD will 
be a chance to set the record straight, since 
it’s no secret that he hated the one official 
Zulus album, the Bob Mould—produced 
Down on the Floor (Slash, 1988), which he 
feels was “sweetened and softened.” The 
nicest thing he has to say about that album 
is, “There are others in the band who didn't 
despise it to the degree | did.” 

Rehearsals with Steve Wynn will begin 
shortly after the Zulus gigs. Gilbert's an old 
Dream Syndicate fan, and he feels that 
Wynn’s love for 10-minute guitar solos 
should be up his alley. It’s the first time that 
he’s taken an offer to play with a relatively 
established national act, even if Wynn's 
tour is hardly a “get rich quick” prospect. 
But he says that higher-profile offers have 
come his way in the past, admitting that his 
life might be a little easier if he’d taken 
them. 

“I wouldn’t mind having more security 
— who wouldn’t? — but I wouldn't get in- 
volved with anything | despised. It sounds 
really corny, but | follow the spiritual path 
and look for things that satisfy me on that 
level; accumulation of riches isn’t the point. 
I haven’t turned down any huge offers, but 
there were a couple that would have gotten 
me on some fairly big tours, with fairly big- 
name artists, but | couldn’t wear a mask 
like that. Then comes the moment when 
you turn on the TV, see that band, and 
think, ‘Wow, I passed that one up.’ But | 
didn’t envy the situation or wish I'd been 
involved.” 

His recent involvement with Jesus Christ 
Superstar may be the most high-profile 
thing he’s done lately; it’s also the most 
surprising. What’s an experimentally-mind- 
ed musician doing playing the work of An- 
drew Lloyd Webber? And playing it just the 
way they do on that 1971 album that we're 
all ashamed to admit we own? 

“I’ve always loved the original album; it’s 
the only thing Andrew Lloyd Webber's 
written that | have any patience for. With- 
out turning into a ventriloquist, | wanted to 
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make the sound 
as true to what 
the record 
sounded like, so 
people could 
feel like I did 
when I first 
heard it. Any 
changes | made 
were just to suit 
the mood. Part 
of the charm 


for me _ was 
knowing it was 
a situation 


where you work intensively for three 
months and there’s a beginning, middle, 
and end — you start the job, rehearse, do 
the shows, and it’s over. That was appeal- 
ing.” 

He's also getting less excited about play- 
ing the traditional lead-guitarist role. He 
went off to learn mandolin and banjo after 
putting Concussion Ensemble on hold, and 
his current stint with the disco-revival band 
Crown Electric Company is his first on 
keyboards. When he goes out nowadays, 
it’s likely to be for a jazz or blues band; and 
he tends to pass up the latest alternative- 
rock CDs in favor of jazz vinyl that he finds 
at garage sales. 

“I'm interested in what’s current, but I’m 
not shackled by that. To me the true value 
of music exists outside the time it was cre- 
ated. I never listen to rock at home, and al- 
most never buy rock records. You don’t 
have to, because it’s everywhere now. The 
world’s become too focused on one thing; 
it’s like there’s only one kind of music 
that’s desired right now, and it happens to 
be rock.” 

Now that Gilbert’s racked up a lot of 
band experience and different situations 
playing other people’s music, would the 
next logical step be forming a band under 
his own name? He ponders the question 
carefully. “I've thought about that before 
— doing something where I'd be in the 
band as a central figure. That will happen 
when the time is right, and I haven't felt yet 
that it was for me personally. But | can feel 
it coming now; perhaps one day I'll do that. 
Then again, | can change my mind a week 
later. | make a point of changing my mind 
a lot.”

STEELEYE SPAN: 
MUSIC FOR BADGERS 


Since they first started playing jigs 
and reels with wah-wahs and 


| fuzzboxes 26 years ago, it’s been 
| Steeleye Span’s goal to make con- 


temporary music out of English tra- 


| ditional songs. With their new album 


— Time (Shanachie), the band’s first 


| studio disc in seven years — they've 
| perhaps succeeded better than they 


planned. Slower and more ominous 


| than any previous Steeleye album, 
| Time is packed with spectral musical 


settings, haunting harmonies, and 
ballads about teenage pregnancy, 
magic rituals, and 


sounds more suited for a goth-identi-

“I haven't heard of 4AD, but any

asked why Steeleye covered a song

I’ve probably heard every 
traditional song at some point in my 
career; but just when you think 
you've exhausted the canon, another 
one comes along and you say, ‘Ah, 
that one’s nice, I’d forgotten about

The group will sound notably dif- 
ferent when they hit the Somerville 
Theatre next week, since they’ve late- 
ly been rejoined by charter member 
Gay Woods (who was in the short- 
lived original Steeleye with then-hus- 
band Terry Woods, later of the 
Pogues). Woods figures in Time’s 
most pointed number and its only 
playful one, “The Old Maid in the 
Garret.” One of the less enlightened 


children’s rhymes in the English 
songbooks, it expresses dread at the 
prospect of growing older without a 
husband. Knowing a feminist open- 
ing when they hear one, Prior and 
Woods filter the usual angelic tones 
out of their voices and cackle for all 
they're worth while the band slide 
into one of their trademark rocked- 
up jigs. Trashing the song's senti- 
ments without changing a word, 
these old maids just want to have fun.

PANDIT KAMALESH 
MAITRA: 
RHYTHMIC WAVES 


The idea of a musician performing on 
an instrument consisting of 14 drums 
might seem freakish, but Indian 
drummer Pandit Kamalesh Maitra is 
far from an eccentric novelty. He is 
simply one of the great drummers 
from India to record in this century, 
and the last master of the tabla 
tarang, the multi-drum instrument 
that emphasizes melodic percussive 
sounds. 

Tabla Tarang: Melody on Drums 
(Smithsonian Folkways) is Maitra's 
first album on a US label. Earlier 
recordings include a fine CD on the 
German Wergo label, Masters of 
Raga: Kamalesh Maitra, and a variety 
of tapes that might be available in In- 
dian import shops. But this new disc 
is truly definitive. 

Accompanied by Trilok Gurtu 
(best known as percussionist for Ore- 


gon) on tabla and Laura Patchen on 
that droning, twangy stringed instru- 
ment, the tanpiira, Maitra executes 
four ragas on the tabla tarang. A lit- | 
eral translation of his instrument's 
name would be “waves of drums,” 
and that is precisely what he creates. 
He sits in the center of a semicircle of 
10 to 14 drums, the lowest-tuned be- 
ginning at his left and fanning before | 
him in progressively higher tunings. 
Maitra sweeps among them to create | 
highly melodic compositions. 

Hearing the tabla tarang for the 
first time is a revelation. There’s a 
touch of a marimba tone, a sugges- 
tion of Indonesian gamelan timbre, 
something of a vibraphone’s bass- 
note resonance. The drum heads are 
specially treated so that the instru- 
ments are capable of sustaining 
notes. These are drums that seem to 
“sing” far more than they boom. 

The second selection on this new 
disc, a raga entitled “Bilaskhani 
Todi,” is an absolutely spellbinding 
example of a drummer making per- 
cussive sounds like sobs. Taking the 
theme of mourning for a 17th-centu- | 
ry Indian musician, Maitra coaxes | 
from his many-headed instrument 
waves of the spookiest, most melan- 
choly drum sounds you can imagine 


LIKE AN ONION: “There are many different levels you can take the songs at,” says Maddy Prior. 


— 12 minutes of sounds you'd never 
believe any drummer could create. 

The disc’s high point, a 45-minute 
original composition by Maitra called 
“Raag Mia Ki Todi,” begins slowly 
and unfolds with an elegant logic, 
gradually accelerating into an ecstati- 
cally fleet demonstration of complex, 
catchy rhythmic and melodic motifs. | 
The closing minutes are quick | 
enough to make you want to see 
Maitra work his magic in person. 
Would he appear like Shiva as the 
four-armed Lord of the Cosmic 
Dance, a one-man band brandishing 
what seems to be an extra set of 
hands to strike all these drums? 

In fact Maitra has been based in 
Germany since 1982, performing 
chiefly in Europe and Asia, where his 
tabla tarang has been presented in the 
context of dance as well as instru- 
mental concerts. But this album of 
audiophile quality offers much of his 
rich soundscape. Engineer Walter 
Quintus creates the illusion that 
we're sitting in the center of a semi- 
circle of drums. The sounds of Gur- 
tu’s tabla and Patchen’s tanpura — 
the instruments providing the rhyth- 
mic and melodic foundation Maitra 
improvises from — are completely 
distinct from the tabla tarang. Few 
recordings of drummers working in 
any style have achieved such crys- 
talline clarity and sheen. 

Drums have long been stereotyped 
as rhythm instruments. But this disc 
just might cause you to begin hearing 
the melodic souls of drums, the tune- 
ful songs they create in the hands of a 
singular master.

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’ve been sober for eight months, 
proclaims an upbeat Kelley Deal. 
That’s before I even have a chance 
to ask Deal, who’s at home in St. 
Paul preparing to lead the new Kel- 
ley Deal 6000 on a tour that comes to T.T. 
the Bear’s Place next Thursday, about her 
highly publicized bout with heroin addic- 
tion — the one that landed her in court 
and her band the Breeders in limbo less 
than two years ago. Kelley’s sister Kim 
made the honest mistake of 
telling a Spin reporter all 
about the situation on the 
eve of an intervention or- 
chestrated by the Deal fami- 
ly last year, and Kelley is just 
as disarmingly candid, re- 
markably down to earth, and 
thoroughly engaging, even 
when conversation turns to 
what she calls her “12-step 
thingy.” 
Anyway, Kelley’s had oth- 
er important things to focus 
on, like writing, producing, 
playing on, and then setting 
up her own label for one of 


| the most pleasant surprises 


| so far this year: the Kelley 
| Deal 6000’s Go to the Sugar 


| Altar (Nice). “After I got out 
| of the halfway house I went

It was almost like a test, like, ‘Is mu- 
sic still cool to me now that I’m not drunk? 
Do I still feel like a rock babe when I’m not 
sloppy and staggering? Is the rock gone 
now?’ And I figured out that, no, it’s not. 
Now isn’t that something! Once I got sober 
long enough to have a clear head, I actually 
had more energy and more desire to do 
something with music.” 

Kelley focused that energy and desire 
into an 11-track debut that has its roots in 
the skewed, noisy pop of the Breeders but 
branches out in ways that few would have 
reason to expect from someone who didn’t

know how to play guitar five years ago. 
Thete:s the tuneful chug-and-churn of 
“Canyon,” a four-chord, mid-tempo rock- 
er that Kelley fashions into one big hook 
with her sly but playful vocals, and the 
trashy bubblegrunge punk of “A Hundred 
Tires.” Both would have been right at 
home on Last Splash (4AD/Elektra, 
1993). With its out-of-tune acoustic-gui- 
tar strums, sloppy handclap rhythm track, 
goofy noodling electric guitar, and non- 
sense lyrics, “Trixie Delicious” is just the 
kind of quirky yet enjoyable throwaway 
that sister Kim’s been tacking onto discs 
since her days in the Pixies. The jarring 
segue from angelic reverb-drenched vocals 
to a raucous, overdriven refrain on 
“Dammit” pretty much sums up the fusion 
of ethereal dream-pop and edgy punk 
that’s fueled the Breeders all along. 

And then there are wonderful aberrations 
like “Sugar,” where Kelley lays a sexy falset- 
to croon over a soulful R&B groove held to- 
gether by Grifter Dave Shouse’s smooth 
Hammond-organ chords. On “Marooned” 
Kelley suavely croons “I paid the price/I 
can’t get over you twice” with the tragic al- 
lure of a torch singer at a smoke-filled after-

ybe | won’t sell a lot of records. At least 


hours joint. And the disc ends with Kelley 
doing a little spoken-word against a spare 
backdrop of bluesy guitarsIt’s not one of | 
the disc’s stronger tracks, but still a long | 
way from not knowing G from D. 
“It’s not brain surgery, now is it?” Kel- | 
ley says of learning to play guitar. “And as | 
far as songwriting goes, well, Kim wrote | 
the songs in the Breeders so I really didn’t 
have to. But all of the sudden it was like, I | 


don’t know, gosh, I guess I just started to | 


have the desire.” 


Kelley also had some songwriting as- | 


sistance from Shouse, who helped chan- 


nel her fondness for the Staples Singers’ | 
“Let’s Do It Again” into “Sugar,” and | 
from Jimmy Flemion of the Frogs. Her | 


friend from rehab, Jesse Colin Roff, co- 
wrote five of the disc’s tracks but bowed 
out after the band finished up a five-city 
tour earlier this year (“He didn’t want to 
be playing in bars all the time”). Kelley 
had no trouble putting together a full- 
time backing group — Nick Hook 
(drums), Marty Nedich (bass), and Steve 
Salett (guitar) — or generating outside 
interest. 

“We just started playing around here 


and then all of a sudden I was getting label | 


offers. | was so impressed with myself, but 


when it actually came down to having to | 
sign something I just couldn’t do it. I really | 


wanted to be convinced, I wanted to sign, I 
wanted to support corporate rock in any 
way possible. But I just couldn’t. So maybe 
I won’t sell a lot of records. At least I'll be 
able to pay myself back for this record and 
maybe make enough to do another one.” 
Besides, she still has the Breeders to 
think about. She’s not, as she likes to put 
it, “an ex-Breeder,” and the band haven’t 


broken up. “I talk to my sister every day. I | 


even joined the Amps on the road for a | 


week and sang a bunch of songs with 
them. With this 12-step thingy that I’m do- 
ing you’re not supposed to future-think. 
But in August, Kim and I both have time 
off and I think we’ll probably end up hang- 
ing out together in her basement in Day- 
ton. And that’s really what it’s all about. I 
mean, what am I going to do? Go out and 
party? I don’t do that anymore.” Q

t’s a scary thing when a beloved 
band reunite (or partially reunite) 
after a long silence to perform live, 
as the Raincoats did in 1994. And 
it’s scarier still when they reunite to 
record new material, as they’ve done to 


| give us Looking in the Shadows (Geffen). 


The Raineoats made some of the angriest, 


| strangest, most unsettlingly beautiful mu- 


sic of the late '70s and early '80s. What 
would they have to say now, a good 10 
years after their last album? If, like most 
of us, they've learned to live in the world 
and — to paraphrase that evergreen grad- 
uation-card ditty “Desiderata” — to ac- 
cept the crap that they cannot change, will 
they still have enough of an edge to cut 
into us so deeply? 

The answer, on the basis of Looking in 
the Shadows, is yes — and no. Between 
the album's flashes of brilliance, there are 
dry patches, ideas that just don’t jell or 
connect.

been sucking helium — but it has more 
presence than before, like tattered, bril- 
liant-colored chiffon.

On “Don't Be Mean,” about being 
snubbed by an ex-lover you still can’t help 
caring for, Birch sings, “Yes, you left, and I 
behaved badly/But you know, at the time | 
loved you so madly/Don’t be mean, don’t be 
mean, don’t be mean.” Birch begins the line 
as an apology, but her rhythmic repetition of 
the words at the end make them sharp as a 
stiletto. Suddenly, she’s turned them into a 
growling plea, a command. Wood's violin 
replies with bright slashes of sound bor- 
rowed from the shower scene in Psycho. 


“Goodbye, dear. Goodbye!”, Birch calls out. 


She'll be the one to have the last word. 
Looking in the Shadows is certainly a 
dark little album. On “57 Ways,” Birch 
sings, “I’m so stupid, I’m gonna kill myself 
to death”; and even though some of her 
possible methods might sound funny, the 
pitted, distressed texture of her voice be- 
trays so much pain, you can’t laugh. 
Sometimes the Raincoats don’t seem to

amazing live show they played at the Mid- 
dle East in 1994, Instead of merely coast- 
ing on nostalgia, they sounded a little un- 
sure of themselves that night — and thus 
free to reinvent themselves — even as they 
performed what was, to them if not to 
many of us, deeply familiar material. 

Yet it’s a thrill to know that the Rain- 
coats are moving forward to give us a CD 
that shows how much they've learned over 
the years. The line-up, which now consists 
of original members Ana da Silva and 
Gina Birch (who play guitar and bass re- 
spectively and trade off on lead vocals), 
plus Heather Dunn on drums and Anne 
Wood on violin, still shows a fascination 
with restless-sounding, disquieting chord 
changes and hypnotic tribal rhythms, and 
the vocals sound as fresh as ever. Birch’s 
voice, in particular, seems to have gained 
strength and power. It's still wispy and 
shivery — at times it sounds as if she'd 


be telling us anything new. But more often 
than not, they still have the capacity to 
surprise. On “Baby Dog,” a woman unable 
to have a child talks about adopting a dog 
instead, but she hasn't yet accepted the 
tradeoff: “I'll take my dog to the park in a 
pram . 
he'll even look a teeny-weeny little bit like 
me.” If at the beginning the song is a 
woman's stubborn refusal to accept the 
decision her body has made, by the end it’s 
something different. Against a gentle 
thrum of guitar that seems to want to 
comfort her, Birch says under her breath, 
“My baby has gone down the bunghole/ 
My baby has gone down the drain.” The 
words are so muted you can hardly hear 
them, but the point seems to be that she 
needs to hear them. 

She continues: “Life goes on, and 
somehow now I've a baby — a baby dog”; 
suddenly, the dog isn’t just an also-ran 


love. “I’ve got a baby dog!” 
she says, as if it were a revela- 

= tion, and suddenly life seems 
pretty good. She turns the 
song’s last words into their 
own kind of percussion — 

_ “Dog dog dog dog dog dog 
} doggydog” — and in their ut- 
ter silliness they sound buoy- 
ant, free from worry and care. 
“Baby Dog” goes from being 
weirdly haunting to just plain 
silly, but in the end it’s tri- 
umphantly moving — a recog- 
nition that it’s not who you 
love but how you love that 

™ matters. And more proof that 
$ even among the woolly array of 
punk-era survivors, the Rain- 
[~ coats are still the damnedest

might be considered one of those valued eccentrics 
like Robyn Hitchcock or Will Oldham, an off-center 
taste for the cognoscenti. But the guy’s everywhere, 
as indie entrepreneur (he created Lollapalooza), as 
rock gossip-column fodder (was highly self-destructive, | 
now we’re not so sure), and, most fatally for his music, as 
walking objet d’art, good for an outré photo at least once a | 
month, or so it seems. Which is why it’s a little surprising 
that his post—Jane’s Addiction group Porno for Pyros’ new 
release, Good God’s Urge (Warner Bros.), is only their sec- 
ond album since their formation, four years ago. And that, 
given Farrell’s well-established persona as a naked scream- 
| ing bug-eyed madman covered with slimy phosphorescent 
paint, the album consists of 10 unthreateningly enjoyable, 
matter-of-factly drug-addled songs. | 
Brevity is a positive force here, with the whole shebang | 
running just over 38 minutes, most songs hovering around | 
the 3:30 mark. This puts a lid on the putzing for potheads | 
that was a trademark of the Jane releases and the subtext of | 
the first Porno effort, which sounded much less focused — | 
less worked over — than Urge. With lyrics credited to Far- 
rell and music to the band in total, the nattering nutter | 
sounds more subdued — or perhaps subsumed is the word 
— than previously. We have love songs and nature panora- | 
mas and very little that’s overtly rude. It’s as if Farrell’s 
writing had turned a corner (and then, of course, fallen | 
down a rabbit hole). 
Sometimes, though, it’s all just babble, standard-fare | 
Buddha-head acid shit, most egregiously on “Thick of It | 
All.” “How you figure in the scheme of things to be?” it 
begins, breaking new grammatical ground. Then, “You 
thought you were Jesus, but you find out you're the anti- | 
Christ” — which is a bummer and a bum lyric, too. And | 
though this is the disc’s longest song (at 4:43), it’s still im- 
pressive how much (intentional) musical repetition can be 
crammed into such a short time, the circular sonics sliding 
| off the great Cosmic Wheel, continually unfolding and 
| falling off the slippery slope of meaning .. . 
Sorry, | spaced. What’s good here is the band — aug- 
| mented by many guests, including such anti-lethargic ingre- 
| dients as bassists Mike Watt and Flea — and Farrell’s 
| singing, since he keeps his trademark asexual child’s 
| screech to a minimum. They use various textural change- 
| ups within a song to keep interest from flagging, sometimes | 
| just a switch from acoustic to electric, often the interjection 
| of a not immediately identifiable sound. | think | keep hear- | 
| ing seagulls in the background, but I don’t want to commit. | 
Farrell’s lyrics work best when he doesn’t try to delineate | 
| some indescribable chemical insight. “100 Ways,” “Tahi- | 
| tian Moon,” and “Wishing Well” are notable for their sim- 
plicity, even as the music remains giddy and game. In fact, | 
there’s a distinct Moody Blues vibe running through 
“Wishing Well,” which is weird in a nice way; and “Tahi- | 
| tian Moon” sounds like Yes only more pretentious, which | 
| is great. Two other highlights are “Bali Eyes,” an ode to | 
| mushroom euphoria, and the almost funky “Dogs Rule the |

Little Anthony & 


the Locomotives 
steam ahead

s the principal songwriter for Little Antho- 
ny & the Locomotives, Anthony Geraci, 
who’s also the band’s namesake and pi- 
anist, doesn’t seem to mind that he has 
mildly disparate elements to reconcile. He 
originally recruited gospel-trained singer Karl Kelly and a 
brass section rooted in jazz. And Geraci himself is a Con- 
necticut-born fortysomething blues and jazz man who 
ditched the Berklee School of Music after almost three 
years to hit the road with guitar virtuoso Ronnie Earl and 
Mudcat Ward in the mid ’70s. He later played keys with 
Sugar Ray Norcia and the Bluetones and was a charter 
member of Earl’s Broadcasters in the ’80s.

The disparate elements find a cozy mix on Little Antho-

Most notably, they strike home 
with traditional blues themes like revenge, jealousy, or 
righteous been-done-wrong anger. 

Tunes like “Tell Me That You Love Me” have the trademark 


| skepticism about love and a cautious tempo to enhance the dis- 


trustful atmosphere. “Bustin’ My Butt” is a throwback to Eddie 
but, instead of willing servitude to a 
woman (“I’m chuckin’ steel just like a slave”), the character is 
doing “four years hard time, that’s what they gave me.” 

“We (Kelly and Geraci) wrote that song when we were 


| staying on Block Island, and we woke up in the morning 
| and outside there was a crew laying tar. It was the kind of 
| thing where you’re just glad it isn’t you,” 


Geraci said in a 
telephone interview from his Rhode Island home. On a CD 
soaked with more styles than you can shake a mojo stick 
at, this number has the bluesiest feel. And Kelly does a little 
role-playing; his voice twangs nastily, not unlike the way 
bile might sound oozing through speakers. 

On the new CD, the band’s second, Geraci has the horn 


| section chugging out front. Aside from the occasional 







| Geraci lead or Hamel single-string line, their sound has 
| moved beyond the blues tradition as a reference point. The 


funk-driven horns are the gas pedal, clutch, and brake, not 


| the grillwork, fancy gold trim, or smokestack on this 


southbound locomotive. The results sound like an experi- 


| ment in church-going rhythm and soul, with a nod to blues 


mythology and jazz styles. 

The arrangements uncannily mirror the sentiment of the 
lyrics. The Smokestack Horns (Amadee Castinell on tenor 
sax, Gordon Beadle on baritone sax, and Matthew Bow- 
man on trumpet) get busy upsetting the natural, relaxed 
baritone of Kelly. Between their metallic screams and Kel- 
ly’s thick-as-Mississippi-mud deadpan, there’s a tension 
that fits the tunes’ disturbing subjects. 

At the outset of “Baby,” 
joe whose lover is scarce come nighttime, Kelly’s helpless 
character doesn’t let on to any rage. Yet in no time the 
thrust and parry of the horns whip Kelly into a frenzy that 


peaks at his sax-like shout. Even before the trumpets do a |

The Machete Ensemble carves 
a cultural byway to Boston 


by Ed Hazell 


an Francisco—based per- 
cussionist John Santos is 
best known to Afro-Cuban 
music fans as the leader of 
the innovative Latin jazz 
band the Machete Ensemble. But to musi- 
cians and listeners in San Francisco, he’s 


| much more: a cultural activist and teacher 
| who has worked tirelessly to improve the 
| status of Caribbean music and those who 


carry on its traditions. Now he’s in town 
conducting a series of community work- 
shops that will culminate in the Boston de- 
but of the Machete Ensemble at the Villa 
Victoria on Friday. 

Although Santos grew up in a family in 
which one grandfather led a popular Puer- 


| to Rican band and the other played Cape 


Verdean music, in most respects his early 


| music education — clarinet, marching, 


and stage bands — was quite typical. That 


| all changed in ’68, when his older brothers 
| and cousins started talking about this high- 
| school classmate of theirs, a cool guitarist 
| named Carlos Santana who used timbales 


and percussion in his rock band. Santos 
was beginning to take an interest in the 


| congas, and after Santana's first album, the 
| 40-year-old percussionist recounts, “I had 
| an excuse to get into the older music 
| through Santana’s. When I started looking 


for music with conga drums, | got out of 


| rock and roll and into the music of my 
| grandparents, and even further back into 
| folkloric music. That’s how I made the 
| jump to Cuban music in a strong way; the 
| drum naturally pulls you in that direction.” 


The only way to learn the music was to 
watch, listen, and play. He performed in 
his grandfather's band, and his father took 


| him to clubs, where he occasionally sat in. 


“I learned a lot of basics that way. None of 


| the older musicians can teach; they are all 
| self-taught and have no formal way of ex- 


plaining what they do. They play by feel. A 
lot of what I learned came through record- 
ings, too. That’s where I discovered a lot of 


| the things I incorporated into my music.” 


In 1972, he formed a Cuban folkloric en- 
semble (now called Coro Folklérico 
Kindembo, it just released its first album, 
Hacia Amor, on Xenophile). In 1976, he 
formed Orquesta Tipica Cienfuegos, the 
first band that reflected his omnivorous ap- 
petite for all musics Caribbean. In its four- 
year history, the 11-piece group tackled 
Cuban forms like string-orchestra charengas 
and danzéns, more horn-oriented son, folk- 
loric rhumbas, and Puerto Rican jibaro mu- 
sic and bombas, as well as Dominican 


| merengue. His next band, Batachanga, 


leaned more toward the charenga style; it 
made two albums before breaking up in 
1985, after which Santos shifted to Latin 
jazz with the eight-piece Machete Ensemble. 

The band is named for the knife used to 
cut sugar cane, but it has other connota- 
tions for Santos. “It is also a weapon in 
the independence movements for 
Caribbean countries and an implement in 
the Yoruba religious rituals. It is the sym- 
bol of Ogun, the god of iron and war.” 

For Santos, there is plenty of common 
ground between jazz and Afro-Caribbean 
music. “It’s not so much about preserving 


formulas that are tried and true as it is |

about experimenting and enriching them if | 


you can. Without improvisation you don’t 
have jazz, but without improvisation you 
don’t have rhumba, you don’t have son.” 

The Machete Ensemble’s Machete 
(Xenophile/Green Linnét) features tim- 
balero Orestes Vilato. A member of the 
Fania All-Stars and veteran of the impor- 
tant New York charengas of Fajardo and 
Johnny Pacheco, Vilato*moved to the Bay 
Area in 1980 to work with Santana. “He’s 
been an adviser and mentor,” Santos says. 
“In my opinion, he’s the greatest timbales 
player alive.” 

Among the CD’s other special guests is 
bassist Israel “Cachao” Lopez, inventor of 
the mambo and probably the most impor- 
tant Cuban musician alive. Several years 
before Machete was recorded, Santos had 
contacted Cachao through Vilato, when 
Santos did a tribute to Cachao on a radio 
program he hosted. In 1989, as a member 
of the San Francisco Jazz Festival, Santos 
invited Cachao to participate in a concert 
charting the evolution of Afro-Cuban mu- 
sic. It was at that jazz festival concert that 
actor Andy Garcia met Cachao, for whom 
he later produced the two Master Sessions 
CDs (Epic) and a documentary film. 

Whether Santos is working as a disc 
jockey, teacher, concert impresario, or 
producer (he’s produced Xenophile CDs 
for Conjunto Céspedes and Colombian 
singer Claudia Gémez), he believes his 
most important contribution is preserving 
and handing down a tradition. “The music 
has a lot of aspects — spiritual, social, his- 


torical — that are lost or on the verge of | 


disappearing. The rhythms and forms are, 
in some cases, centuries old, but the fact 
that they can relate to the issues that are 
important to us now . . . that is what gives 
the music life. If it talked only about the 
past, then it would die.” Q

Fast folkies 


Patty Griffin and Martin 


Sexton blur genre borders

wo of this season’s most ea- 
gerly awaited contemporary- 
folk albums are debuts by 
Boston-based artists with 
shaky qualifications in the 
folk field. “I never owned a Joni Mitchell 
album,” says Patty Griffin, whose A&M 
debut, Living with Ghosts, came out earlier 
this week. “I didn’t even know what folk 
was,” says Martin Sexton, whose Black 


| Sheep, on the Medfield-based folk label 


Eastern Front, was released on Tuesday. 

In spite of their questionable lineage, 
Griffin and Sexton are firmly ensconced as 
new-folk singer-songwriters, and on the 
basis of their live performances and self- 
produced tapes they have established rep- 
utations as rising young stars in their 
genre. Their new CDs will only add to the 
buzz that surrounds them. 

Two-time Boston Music Awards-winner 
Sexton, who has sold more 15,000 copies 
of his own tapes, is best known for super- 
human live shows in which he alternately 
channels an old bluesman, a vaudevillean, 
a jazz scat singer, a soul crooner, a trom- 


| bone, and Peter Frampton’s talkbox. He 
| also does unspeakable things with an 
| acoustic guitar and boasts an impossible 
| vocal range, from deep bass to fearless 
| flights into falsetto. “I don’t know where it 
| all comes from,” he says over the phone 
| from a Motel 6 in Eugene, Oregon. “I just 
| hear things in my head, and I do whatever 
| I have to do to accomplish them.” 


Produced by Crit Harmon and recorded 


| in Boston with support from drummer Joe 
| Donnelly, keyboardist Harry King, bassist 
| Greg Holt, and others, Black Sheep — re- 
| ally a soul album in new-folk disguise — 


kicks off with the autobiographical title 


| track, the infectious and sultry “Glory 
| Bound,” and “Diner,” a doo-wop novelty 
| that includes the effortlessly rendered line 
| “They were made back in Worcester, 
| Mass., of aluminum bakelite glass.” 


Midway through, however, the disk 


| bogs down in some maudlin ballads that 
| not even Sexton's jazzy, soulful vocals can 
| salvage. And in 1996, a song called “Gyp- 


sy Woman” with a chorus that goes “Gyp- 
sy woman, how'd you do that to me/Gyp- 
sy woman, stole my heart and then you set 


me free” just doesn’t light the incense. 
Sexton's is an untamed talent that would 
have been better served by a stronger- 
handed producer directing his wild energy 
toward a more focused vision. 

Griffin's Living with Ghosts is a stark, 
stunning piece of work, an unprecedented 
major-label debut by a relative unknown 
featuring just her naked vocals and acoustic 
guitar, with no overdubs. “They're pretty 
honest, pretty close to what I really am,” al- 
lows the soft-spoken Griffin by phone from 
her home in Portland, Maine. The 10 emo- | 
tionally turbulent tunes variously betray her | 
grounding in country, soul and pop. And in 
their raw passion, these unplugged compo- 
sitions about poverty, loneliness, anger, and 
the dissolution of love recall Kurt Cobain, 
though the more popular comparison has 
been to a certain angry young female who 
won some Grammys last March. 

“I get the Alanis comparison because of 
the negative emotions that are addressed 
in my material as well as hers,” Griffin ex- 
plains. Actually her thin-yet-powerful vo- 
cals are a suggestive blend of Dolly Parton 
and Aretha Franklin; her music, likewise, 
seems a fusion of homespun country and 
gospel-soul. “Time Will Do the Talking” 
could be a Motown ballad. With its far- 
reaching melismas, “Sweet Lorraine” (not 
the jazz standard, but a Griffin original) 
sounds like Lucinda Williams covered by 
Whitney Houston. 

The stripped-down CD is really Griffin’s 
demo tape, recorded in a room near Boston 
City Hospital (a couple of ambulance sirens 
provide the only other instrumental accom- 
paniment on the album) and in a kitchen in 
Nashville. The people at A&M apparently 
liked it so much, they ditched a fully pro- 
duced version in its favor. 

“It’s a way to do it, | guess,” says Griffin 
of her unconventional debut. “I didn’t 
know when I did it that | was making a 
record.” Presumably if she had, she 
wouldn’t have revealed so much of herself 
in these painfully cathartic tracks that 
could be the soundtrack to fellow Mainer 
Carolyn Chute’s novel, The Beans of Egypt, 
Maine — as sung by Robert Johnson. Q

The 525th line. Let Sleeping Classics Lie Department: 
So it's bad enough that the Fugees think they can cover 
“No Woman, No Cry” (we thought it was one of those 
radio-station parody remixes until it failed to be funny 
and, worse yet, failed to end quickly). Now we have 
U2's Adam Clayton and Larry Mullen popping up all 
over rock radio with the classic theme to Mission: 
Impossible. And apparently this urgent exercise in 5/4 
time, written by Lalo Schifrin, a TV-score master who 
cut his teeth arranging for Dizzy Gillespie, is kind of a 
hit. It remains to be seen whether the 
effects/stunt/pyrotechnics-heavy Tom Cruise update of 
the MI/ series can equal that appeal. There’s an obvious 
parallel here — synths unto Schifrin; Speed-like flash 
spiffing up what was an innovative and sometimes 
clever, but never spectacular, series concept.

drawings of Matisse or Ellsworth 
Kelly. 

Lacy draws your attention to 
the “thickness” of a melodic line, 
its texture. His long held notes or 
parallel ascending and descending 
figurations are the equivalent of 
black-mark sound against the 
white ground of silence. The long- 
line opening of “Moms” (a double 
portrait of Lacy’s mother and his 
wife) matches a sardonic down- 
ward fall with fanciful extended 
lines separated by a rude split- 
tone punctuation. The title track 
develops abstractions of extended 
technique — playing into a piano, 
he creates'ghost echoes from the 
strings before floating off into light 
whistles. But even at his most 
abstract, Lacy creates a sense of 
form (“Gospel” even has a kicky 
melodic hook). This collection of 
old and new pieces is a welcome 
addition to his 100-pius album 
discography.

**x* Cecil Taylor, IWONTUN- 
WONSI: LIVE AT SWEET BASIL, 
VOL. 1 (Sound Hills). This 1986 
solo set from New York's Sweet 
Basil club begins with a mercifully 
short three minutes of Taylor's ritu- 
al poetry incantations before he 
sits down at the keyboard for a 
characteristically explosive perfor- 
mance. The opening minutes fea- 
ture a slow ratcheting of tension 
as Taylor lengthens and repeats 


| short motivic cells, then uncoils 


long whiplike strands of notes that 


| roll in waves over the keyboard. 


About halfway through the 40- 
minute performance, something 
seems to click, and the remainder 
of the set unfolds with Old 
Testament majesty and power. 
The music eddies into a still pool 
(Taylor's touch is finely calibrated, 
capable of great delicacy as well 
as great force), and the direct sim- 
plicity of this passage stands in 
Startling contrast to the preceding

Taylor makes his way outward 
and upward from this still point. A 
purposeful momentum sweeps

dictable album-track follow-up to 
“Bullet with Butterfly Wings.” The 
main attraction here is “The 
Pastichio Medley,” a 23-minute 
track spliced together from the 
various sessions that led up to 
Mellon Collie and the Infinite 
Sadness (the credits list a whop- 
ping 70 segments). Unfortunately 
there are more splices in it than 
there is music. You just get to hear 
the band jamming on various 
instrumental riffs for a few seconds 
each before the tape cuts to 
something else. The one sus- 
tained riff, which lasts for three 
minutes toward the end, is a two- 
note grind that aims to annoy — 
and succeeds. 

The five shorter, unreleased 
tracks (including another instru- 
mental) are playable but nothing 
special, representing the arena- 
rock side of the band that was 
toned down on the album. Along 
with the “Bullet” B-sides, this EP 
proves that Smashing Pumpkins 
chose their best for the album. 
“Pastichio” is recommended only 
to those who thought that Meta/ 
Machine Music was Lou Reed's 
best album.

* * * Unwound, REPETITION 
(Kill Rock Stars). This Olympia- 
based trio were the first band 
offered the chance to put out a 
disc on Slim Moon's then spoken- 
word-only label Kill Rock Stars 
back in 1991. Five years later (and 
just as many CDs into their part- 
nership), Unwound remain perfect 
practitioners of the indie-rock aes- 
thetic. The formula is pretty 
Straightforward — grainy amp dis- 
tortion and blurry dissonance lay- 
ered over sharp bursts of Fugazi- 
style staccato guitars and hard, 
focused bass and drum patterns, 
numbing monochromatic vocals 
that segue suddenly into bouts of 
frustrated screaming. 

Unwound mastered that 
approach a couple of discs ago; 
now, with the help of produ- 
cer/electronics-wiz Steve Fisk, 
who's manned the board for all of 
the group's full-lengths, they're 
moving forward by reaching into 
the past. Repetition mixes in a 
dub-heavy instrumental reminis- 
cent of early Pil (“Sensible”), a 
high-pitched feedback frenzy 
buoyed by a stark funk backbeat 
(“Fingernails on a Chalkboard”) 
that recalls Gang of Four's 
“Anthrax,” elegant Tom Ver- 
laine—style guitar lines, and skronk 
punctuated by synth noise that 
harks back to the heyday of 
Captain Beefheart (“Corpse 
Pose"). The likes of Rancid and 
Green Day pale in comparison to 
the challenge of Unwound: this is 
the real punk rock

* ** 1/2 Rachid Taha, OLE, OLE 
(Mango/Iisland). In exile from 
Algeria, Taha lives and records in 
Paris, but unlike his fellow Alger- 
ians he does not sing rai. Shaped 
like the high-tech, fast-remix music 
of London dance clubs, his US 
debut CD sounds like London by 
night. But not merely London. 
Taha takes full advantage of Paris 
pop’s unusually many-cultured 
range of voices. Tribal jams like 
“Zaama,” “Nokta,” and “Jungle 
Fiction” rattle through time and 
place from Bo Diddley to Manu 
Dibango to Enigma, visions spun 
by a half-masked Taha chanting in 
French Senegalese mbalax, or 
seductively wailing Arabic. 


Whatever it takes: the jungle-sun- 
shine hit style of Deep Forest res- 
onates through dreamscapes like 
“Comme un chien” and “Kelma.” In 
“Boire,” Taha cries and girl singers 
sigh up against the whirling 
rhythm, as in a Cerrone song. And 
the sweet young thing who, duet- 
ting with Taha in a rare laid-back 
mode, coos “Your secret is safe 
with me” throughout the delicate 
“Valencia” sounds exactly like one 
of those lithe little sopranos who 
make Parisian pop go blush. 
Taha's persuasive message is, 
“Have it all.”

** Polyphemus, STONE- 
HOUSE (Beggars Banquet). 
After a brilliant opening track, 
“Green River Shell,” which high- 
lights Brian Leary’s polymor- 
phous skills (organ, guitars, 
drums, tambourines, and assort- 
ed sounds), this encomium to 
psychedelic music can become 
indulgent. The lyrics: and music 
on “Stonecutter” never escape 
Leary’s very private place: “You 
like to flirt in the land of the waik- 
ing celluloid jellyheads grow your 
own/Carry your stone.” The musi- 
cal ideas shed no light. 

In time all of Leary's consider- 
able skills do come into focus. 
“It's More Than | Realized” com- 
bines funky guitar stylizations 
with a simple four-bar piano 
arrangement and develops nice 
bridges. “Cloudships” is a petite 
symphony in the fine tradition of 
very early Genesis. But “The 
Strange High House of Mist” and 
several other tracks ambush the 
better efforts. Ominous orchestra- 
tions only amplify the worst of 
progressive rock's theatrics. The 
effect is something like Emerson, 
Lake & Palmer crossed with the 
Church's Steve Kilbey at his most 
pretentious. Only “Very Lost 
Train” and “For Melissa Jean” find 
the balance between logic and 
hallucination.

Ambient's ascendancy is the logi- 
cal evolution of rave culture — a 
crowd who can't dance forever 
but sure as hell want to. 
Ambient's “chill room” atmospher- 
ics are the perfect sedative for 
cranked trippers. Sub Dub's first 
full-length release is equally con- 
cerned with atmosphere and 
groove. The disc's most intoxicat- 


ing pieces are seven- and eight- | 


minute sound collages exploring 
sonic territory as wide-ranging as 
reggae, jazz, and world music. 


“Drifting” opens with a mixture of | 


white noise, liquidy keyboard 


washes, and reverb-drenched | 


percussion. As the piece pro- 
gresses, a meditative reggae 
pulse slowly evolves out of the 
primal stew. Snares, like gun- 
shots in a New York City subway, 
echo forever. The tune climaxes 
as bass, percussion, and key- 
boards are pushed into a swirl of 
sound. 

The jazz-influenced “Ambrosia” 
begins with a mournful sax solo 
that would feel at home in a David 


Lynch diner if it weren't for the | 


funky drum accompaniment. 
Percussion, a dancy bass line, 
and soothing vocals create scenes 
from a dreamy hole-in-the-wall 
club. Sub Dub succeed in stretch- 
ing the boundaries of ambient, 
sewing together patches of musi- 
cal influence into a cohesive and 
coherent whole.

Bianca). Most Latino folk ensem- 
bles specialize in one style: 
Mexican mariachis, sones from 
Cuba, the cowboy songs of the 
pampas. Quetzalcéatl take them 
all on, and more. From Mexico, 
they offer the chilena “Pinotepa,” 
with smooth Chilean guitars meet- 
ing subdued African rhythms to 
boast the beauty of the coastal 
town the song is named for. In 
sharp contrast is “La Iguana,” the 
Veracruz jarocho, which has 
retained the “rudeness” that is its 
namesake. Call-and-response 
vocal delivery, with yelps and 
hoots thrown in for good measure, 
is layered against the brisk 
melodies of a jarana guitar and 
harp. 

Cuba's Afro-Latin blend is rep- 
resented by the sones “Sabor a 
Caney” and “Son de la Loma,” its 
distinctive rhythms driven by bon- 
gos and trés guitar. The love song 
“Amoroso Guajira” has a lush trés 
melody and Alfredo Lopez's deli- 
cate tenor rolling like waves 
across a silky beach. The 
Venezuelan selections are among, 
the most innocent and relaxed. 
The harp, cuatro guitar, and light 
maracas lend a fanciful air to “La 
Vaca Mariposa (The Butterfly 
Cow),” which is actually a dark 
song about veal calves that will be 
sold at market. The CD includes a 
32-page booklet of lyrics (in 
Spanish and English) and plenty 
of annotation and history, making 
the whole package a fine Latino 
music primer

(1915). At its 1915 premiere, D.W.

The cheers heralded the 
most extraordinary advances in 
film technique and narrative before 
or since. The outrage was pro- 
voked by the movie's zealous 
racist treatment of post-bellum pol- 
itics in the South. Griffith held an 
extreme Southerner's view of the 
Reconstruction (his father had 
been a Confederate colonel); as a 
filmmaker, he applauded the form- 
ing of the Ku Klux Klan and its ter- 
rorist campaign against blacks 
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Still, The Birth of a Nation is, in 
many ways, a visionary work. 
When you see the Civil War battle 
sequences, when you watch 
Henry B. Walthall in the “Little 
Colonel” homecoming scene, or 
the performances.of Lillian Gish 
and Mae Marsh, you realize that 
the sound revolution didn't teach 
movies much that Griffith didn't 
already know.

DONNA AND OTHER MIRACLES 
(1995). Boston videomaker Beth 
Harrington's crowd-pleasing auto- 
biography begins in 1991, when 
her video camera seemed to cap- 
ture a North End statue of a 
Madonna batting its eyes. A mira- 
cle or a technical glitch? A major 
thread of Harrington's video is a 
good-natured re-creation of those 
exciting days of Catholic pilgrims 
in the North End.

or some 20 years I taught a 
seminar on Beckett’s fiction, 
feeling that his plays had 
been allowed to overshadow 
everything else. What my 
| students found easiest to cope with, both 
intellectually and emotionally, were the 
longer texts, in particular the so-called tril- 
ogy of Molloy, Malone Dies, and The Un- 
nameable, which still had some of the char- 
| acteristics of novels, whereas some of the 
| shorter texts — How It Is, The Lost Ones, 
| [ll-Seen Ill-Said — left them breathless, 
| bruised, and sometimes indignant. 

The arrival, however, of The Complete 
| Short Prose is cause for celebration, giv-

ing us the full spectrum of Beckett’s re- 
ductive, antic mind, dreaming in Irish 
and writing in French, squeezing the 
phrase until it squealed. It is a great 
pleasure to see these extraordinary 
neutron stars together in one al- 
bum. Perhaps from now on The 
Complete will remind readers that 
the stories belong together, not as 
little fiddly moments in and out of 
time but as components in a swerve 
toward the grave, toward the finali- 
ty of the last period. 

Paramount among the short 
works, Texts for Nothing (mislead- 
ingly combined with Stories in a title 
Beckett himself deplored) is a mas- 
terwork. There are 13 of them, ca- 
pable of various interpretations, my 
own being that they are the final 13 
days in the womb of an entity born 
on a Friday the 13th. It doesn’t 
matter much what you think they 
mean, for this is the chamber music 
of penury, an act of miserable 
recitative, the voice trying to doom the 
voice before life begins, the mind trying 
to think the mind to a halt. No wonder 


one of my students, the Canadian who 
wrote the Rambo novels (!), used to leave 
my seminar to plunge his head into a 


washbasin of cold water, reappearing - 


with a towel wrapped around his head. 
Beckett would have approved of his be- 
havior. 

To help us, meretriciously I now think, 
we listened to Jack McGowran’s (rather 
careless) performance of Text 8 that begins, 
“Only the words break the silence, all other 
sounds have ceased.” It helps people more 
to read it aloud to themselves, but the truth 
of the matter is that the mind’s ear is where 
these words belong, that being where they 
start. It is noteworthy that Beckett never 
read his work aloud, refusing to take part in 
that weird recovery of literary work into the

oral tradition. There are some writers you 
have to be alone with, and Beckett is by far 
the most disquieting of these because he is

the complementary opposite to Nabokov, 
who believes in the full pageant and panoply 
of life and word, a maximalist author if we 
ever had one after Shakespeare. Nabokov is 
the magician being suckered by the fake 
eyes of a certain butterfly because they are 
beautiful fakes. Beckett is starchy, astrin- 
gent, the hunchback closing in ever more 
tightly on himself while great bells toll. 

One of the most fascinating components 
of this book is the Notes on the Texts, 
which give the full history of each, chrono- 
logically all the way from his first short 
story, “Assumption,” to the last of “Stir- 
rings Still.” This is how the fluent and ele- 
gant “Assumption” begins: 


He could have shouted and could not. 
The buffoon in the loft swung steadily 
on his stick and the organist sat dream- 
ing with his hands in his pockets. He 
spoke little, and then almost huskily, 
with the low-voiced timidity of a man 
who shrinks from argument, who can 
reply confidently to Pawn to King’s 
fourth, but whose faculties are frozen 
into bewildered suspension by Pawn to 
Rook’s third, of the unhappy listener 
who will not face a clash with the vul- 
gar, uncultivated, terribly clear and per- 
sonal ideas of the unread intelligenzia. 
He indeed was not such a man, but his 
voice was of such a man; and occasion- 
ally, when he chanced to be interested 
in a discussion whose noisy violence 
would have been proof against most 
resonant interruption of the beautifully 
banal kind, he would exercise his re- 
markable faculty of whispering the tur- 
moil down. This whispering down, like 
all explosive feats of the kind, was as 
the apogee of a Vimy Light’s parabola, 
commanding undeserved attention be- 
cause of its sudden brilliance.

One man’s memory of color and 
chaos in de-colonized Rhodesia

n 1965, while the rest of Africa was 
rapidly de-colonizing, the rulers of 
Rhodesia turned their back on the 
world, declaring their white- 
supremacist colony a “republic” 
and conscripting white youth to wage a 
bloody war against the inevitable transfer 
of power. Peter Godwin was one of the 
teenagers who fought unwillingly in that

bear in ‘Goldilocks and the Three 
Bears’ and had to dance around a big 
cardboard honey pot and all the par- 
ents clapped. On sports day I came sec- 
ond in the egg-and-spoon race and my 
mother, who was giving out the prizes 
that year and had a new hat on, gave 
me a certificate to prove it. Rawdon 
Ball came first. (He always came first.) 


This sort of quotidian cuteness is every- 
where in the first half of Mukiwa, and it 
mars what should be the emotional heart 
of his story. 

The gruesome absurdity of Rhodesia’s 
drawn-out civil war proves more suitable 
material for God- 
win’s journalistic 
style. In the mid 
*70s, Godwin was 
drafted into the “po- 
lice force,” a eu- 
phemism for the 
army, and posted to 
rural Filabusi. The 
government mini- 
mized the serious- 
ness of the civil war 
even to the white sol- 
diers, and so Godwin 
was never. sure 
whether he was ex- 
pected to serve Fil- 
abusi’s population or 
bully it into submis- 
sion. One minute he 
“fancied [him]self a 
colonial administra- 
tor” placidly mediat- 
ing property disputes 
among the natives, 
and the next he was 
dodging the guerrilla 
bullets. These tonal 
shifts — from A Pas- 
sage to India to Pla- 
toon in a matter of a 
few pages — make 
for disturbing, com- 
pelling reading.

It is an affecting book, although not for 
the reasons Godwin probably intended. 
Mukiwa wants to be a paean to lost youth, 
but Godwin is much more successful at 
depicting his country’s social pathologies 
than at presenting the complexities and 
treacheries of childhood. The book’s best 
sections deal with the society created by 
the minority rulers: the suburban homes 
enclosed by barbed wire, the barricaded 
country clubs and exclusive schools, and 
the mental contortions necessary to sus- 
tain the grotesque anachronism they called 
“the Rhodesian way of life.” 

The first half of the book, dedicated to 
Godwin’s memories growing up in a liber- 
al white household in rural Silverstream, is 
less successful. His publishers gush that 
the book looks at colonial Africa “through 
a child's eyes,” and Godwin prefaces his 
book with a note saying that he has “tried 
not to be wise after the event but to de- 
scribe things as they seemed at the time.” 


| But Godwin’s supposedly artless remem- 


brances in fact come across as posed and 


| phony. In what seems awfully like a ploy 
| for the reader’s sympathy, he hits us over 


the head with his former naiveté. In adult

speaks he is “piping up” or talking in a

In an era when the white presence in 
Africa was increasingly precarious, this at- 
titude grew from a feeling that the 
Afrikaners had a genuine history on the 
continent and not merely a set of import- 
ed, calcified European traditions. 

Mukiwa’s final section details God- 
win’s strained relationship with indepen- 
dent Zimbabwe, which he welcomed as 
offering a release from white guilt, privi- 
lege, and fear: “We were no longer in 
charge, and, frankly, it was a relief.” But 
he soon became an enemy of the new 
state when he reported on its undeclared 
genocidal campaign against the Matabele 
people in the South. Godwin is a brave 
and fair reporter, and this section gives a 
coherent picture of the chaotic years just 
after independence. 

Most interesting is Godwin’s account 
of his own emotional reactions to the new 
state. Returning home after years abroad, 
he faced the fact that even liberal whites 
are resented and increasingly irrelevant in 
black Africa, and that the Africans, as 
Nadine Gordimer has written, “have had 
so much of us — from tear gas and taxes 





In response, 
Godwin feels a weird and impossible nos- 
talgia for an era he has no desire to see 
return. His displacement is admittedly a 
minor tragedy in the context of post- 
colonial Africa. But it is a real one, and 
Mukiwa at its best explores it with hon-

Daniel Jonah Goldhagen discusses 
Hitler’s Willing Executioners, its American 
critics, and its reception in Germany 


by Harvey Blume 


Daniel Jonah Goldhagen’s surprise bestseller, Hitler's Will- 
ing Executioners: Ordinary Germans and the Holocaust 
(Knopf, 619 pages, $30), has provoked wildly varying reac- 
tions from readers. Goldhagen, a 36-year-old assistant pro- 
fessor of government and social studies at Harvard, focuses 
his study of the Holocaust not on the Nazi leaders and Jew- 
ish victims, but on the ordinary Germans who carried out 
the orders in the field — for the most part very willingly, he 
argues — whom he takes to represent the broad mass of 
German people at the time. 

Some readers have attacked him for what they see as a 
scandalously simplistic argument that breaks with decades 
of scholarship about the role of totalitarianism in the Holo- 
caust, and which seems to leave the German nation with no 
possibility of transformation or escape from collective guilt. 
Others find the book an invaluable addition to the literature, 
full-of fresh material about who actually murdered the Jews, 
how and why they did so, and what they thought about 

their actions all with important implications for other, 
more recent cases of mass murder. | spoke with the Har- 
vard-educated Goldhagen — informal, friendly, and at 
the same time very earnest — in his office at the uni- 
versity’s Center for European Studies, at the end of a 
long corridor lined with gargoylish statuary. 


Q: Because of all the attention to your book, you 
are now in the peculiar. position of being an academic 
celebrity, the Camille Paglia of the Holocaust, if you 
will. 

A: Please, not that comparison. 

Q: Nevertheless, what is your reaction to the lime- 

light? 

A: I’ve been taken by surprise. I’m very happy the 

book has gotten attention and the issues are on the 

table, and that people who are interested in the peri- 

&) od — people who want an open and honest con- 

frontation with it, whether they are Germans or 

Americans, Jews or non-Jews — will have an oppor- 

tunity to do so. Some of the other stuff that comes 
along, | could take or leave. 

Q: How do you account for the huge amount of at- 
tention given’a very scholarly, somewhat dense, high- 
ly footnoted account of the Holocaust? What singled 
it out? 

A: With this book I’m trying to shift our attention 

from what has been mainly discussed in the field — 
structures, institutions, leadership — back to the ac- 
tors. Other than Christopher Browning's Ordinary 
Men: Reserve Police Battalion 101 and the Final Solu- 
tion in Poland and Robert Jay Lifton’s The Nazi Doc- 
tors: Medical Killing and the Psychology of Genocide, 
there’s been very little written about this. | forcefully 
put the attention on the foot soldiers, those who ac- 
tually killed Jews, and this provokes many readers to 
rethink that period. So there’s a lot of reaction. 

Q: Some of the critics say you have managed to 
discount the ability of totalitarianism to make people 
do what they don’t want to do. And you've been criti- 
cized, by Clive James in the New Yorker, for exam- 
ple, for taking the onus off Hitler and placing it on 
the German people as a whole. 

A: The image of the German people as cowed, 
unwilling to dissent or indicate opposition, is falsi- 
fied by the historical record. There’s a vast literature 
proving this. The question is, why were they willing 

to go along with the regime on some issues and not 
on others?

Q: On what issues, for example, did they oppose the 
regime? 

A: There is a vast record of dissent on issues including 
religious policy, economic policy, and treatment of slave la- 
bor in Germany. We know about this because the regime 
posted agents around the country to take account of mood. 
These reports, not used for purposes of persecution, are 
filled with evidence of grumbling and dissatisfaction against 
all sorts of policies. What is striking in them is there is virtu- 
ally no dissent against the anti-Jewish policies. Germans did 
assess the regime’s actions according to their beliefs and 
values; they specifically did not oppose anti-Jewish actions. 

But more than that, there was a zeal. The image of the 
killers as reluctant, atomized, frightened, dragged to a 
task against their will goes against the evidence they 
themselves gave after the war. They were people who 
were zealously pursuing the death of Jews, doing more 
than they had to, not less. We have much testimony 
about people volunteering to kill Jews, the joy taken in it, 
the photographs. 

This point needs to be driven home. The reason we 
have so many photographs from the Holocaust is that the 
Germans took them to memorialize the killing of the Jew- 
ish people. 

There are exceptions. Not every German shared these 
views; not every German helped the regime. There are 
some who actually helped Jews, and there are many who 
opposed the regime in a variety of ways. I’m not making 
any claims about the German people as a whole but 
about individuals in Germany being bred into a particu- 
lar culture. 

Q: You're not making statements about national 
character? 

A: Some in Germany are saying | am, that I’m giving 
an ethnic, biological account of the German people. 

Q: You've been called a racist in Germany. 

A: And this is absurd! It’s so clear from the book that 
this is an argument about the beliefs that existed in Ger- 
man culture, how they got reproduced, and how they in- 
formed the actions that people were willing to undertake. 
It’s a cultural argument; it has nothing to do with race, 
biology, or, to use the current term, “essentializing” the 
German people. In fact, | have said in many interviews, 
and in the book, that Germany is a very different country 
today. 

Q: That strains some people's credulity. For those who've 
read your book and have been more or less convinced that 
what you call eliminationist anti-Semitism had been build- 
ing up for over a hundred years, culminating in mass mur- 
der, it becomes difficult to believe the German nation is sud- 
denly reformed. 

A: Not all of a sudden. After 1949, anti-Semitism was il- 
legal in the Federal Republic of Germany. You didn’t hear 
an anti-Semitic remark uttered in the public sphere for 
decades. You had a new set of political institutions and a 
new political culture, which taught the young people of 
Germany that all people were created equal, not that the 
world was divided into a hierarchy of races. You have the 
young being educated in democratic, universalist values, 
and with generational replacement, you would expect racist 
and anti-Semitic views to decline. Besides, these beliefs — 
that Jews were devils in human form — were so artificial 
that without social and institutional support it was hard for 
people to maintain them in the face of an entire world say- 
ing, “You’ve committed the greatest crime in human history 
and the beliefs that led to it are evil.” 

There's a parallel change. In 1933, the majority of Ger- 
mans were simply not democrats. They voted for the de- 
struction of the Weimar Republic by voting for the Nazis, 
the Communists, the German People’s Party. Today, the 
vast majority of Germans are good democrats, as good as 
Americans are. The view that important cultural and politi- 
cal notions cannot be changed in 50 years is clearly false. 
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There’s still anti-Semitism in Germany, but 
much less, and certainly not Nazi-like except 
among the neo-Nazi fringe. 

Q: Meanwhile, controversy over your book 
has already begun in Germany. 

A: And is heating up. The book hasn’t even 
been published there yet. I’m going in 
September for a tour. We’re setting up public 
discussions with scholars in various cities so 
there’ll be a full discussion of the issues. 

Q: Are you looking forward to these 
discussions? 

A: I hope they will be reasoned, not horri- 
ble. There have been vitriolic things written. 
But there are some in Germany who have said 
this is a very important book. Die Zeit, a ma- 
jor weekly newspaper, launched the debate by 
printing excerpts of the book in a front-page 
story, which ended with the phrase, “From the 
manner in which this disturbing and startling 
book will be received among us we shall be 
able to learn much about the historical con- 
sciousness of this republic.” This has prompt- 
ed ferocious retorts to Die Zeit, and to me. 

I have faith that there are many in Germany 
who want an honest confrontation with these 
issues. Those who want to sweep it under the 
rug — well, obviously they are not going to 
take part seriously in any discussions. One 
problem with the debate in Germany is that 
many people are writing with an enormous 
amount of passion but very little attention to 
the evidence or the arguments involved. I’m 
hoping for a little better balance when people 
have a chance to read the book. 

Q: The book has also touched off a contro- 
versy within the field. At a debate held at the 
Holocaust Museum in April, your elders in 
Holocaust Studies reacted to you vehemently, 
some of them chastising you 

A: There’s been little public controversy in 
written form about the book in this country. 
Some people have taken issue with it, but not 
in the way they have in Germany — and not 
in the way they did at the Holocaust Museum. 
The book has garnered attention independent 
of whatever my so-called elders have been 
saying. The controversy has not been generat- 
ing interest in the book, because most people 
have not been aware it exists. 

I don’t want to characterize people’s mo- 
tives. People are discussing my motives in 
Germany — my background, my alleged rea- 
sons for writing this book, and so on. This is 
all irrelevant. The discussion should focus on 
the methods, the assumptions, my research 
design, my use of evidence, the interpretive 
framework and the conclusions. I try to lay 
these things out openly and precisely so peo- 
ple can take issue with them. What strikes me, 
within the field and especially among the Ger- 
man critics, is they don’t engage the evidence 
and arguments. There are exceptions. 
Christopher Browning at the Holocaust Mu- 
seum forcefully disagreed with me. I respond- 
ed at the time and will eventually also respond 
in writing. I’m glad Professor Browning en- 
gaged my arguments even if we disagree. But 
most critics have not done that. 

Q: You and Christopher Browning both 


write about Police Battalion 101, assigned to believed in the torments they inflicted. 


killing Jews in Poland. What are the essential 
differences between you with regard to the motivations of the 
killers? 

A: Very simply, he argues that the men ultimately killed 
Jews because of peer pressure. No one particularly liked the 
killing, but each one knew if he didn’t do his part, he would 
be leaving the unpleasant duty to his comrades. I see no evi- 
dence for this. I think the evidence is pretty clear that these 
people shared the dominant anti-Semitic image abroad in 
Germany and believed in the necessity of killing Jews. 

Q: What would you say about the mental state of people 
involved in such killings? Was this a kind of mass psychosis? 
A wartime killing frenzy? Were they all under the spell of the 
great hypnotist Adolf Hitler? 

A: Such assertions are belied by the nature of the killing, 
the social lives of the people involved, the ways in which 
they conducted themselves. They were hardly demented. In 
fact, they had a great deal of time to reflect. Their own 
commander give them a chance to get out of it. In no sense 
were they out of their minds. They thought they were doing 
the right thing. And the killings took place over a long time. 
Frenzies don’t last for years at a stretch. 

Q: Were killers typical of the German people at that time, 
or did they represent a kind of criminal subculture, as is the 
case, it seems, with many of those who committed atrocities 
in the former Yugoslavia? 

A: In no sense were many of the killers part of a criminal 
class. They were often chosen through a haphazard process 
used to get a cross-section of the population. And when you 
do the demographic work, you see they were representative 
of their age group. Members of the police battalions were 
not self-selected, as they were in the SS; they were haphaz- 
ardly selected from German society. This is a distinguishing 
difference between the Holocaust and other genocides. The 
regime took anyone available and discovered they were will- 
ing to kill. 

Q: If you read some of the favorable reviews of your book 
— Abe Rosenthal in the New York Times, Thomas Disch in 
the Nation — you find they are conditioned by Holocaust 
denial. Abe Rosenthal says, “denia’s of these realities will no 
longer be possible, except as a mask for approval or cow- 
ardice.” And Disch goes further, saying, “There will be those 
who deny Goldhagen’s conclusions, even as there are those 





who claim to doubt the existence of the Holocaust.” Don’t 
you think that’s a strange equation — doubting Goldhagen 
is denying the Holocaust? 

A: Sure, but I think it’s a minority response. Maybe, as 
in the case of Abe Rosenthal, a loud minority. Of course, 
people can disagree with points I make in the book. It’s a 
complex historical period and of course people can take is- 
sue with me. I welcome it. As I said before, one of the rea- 
sons I laid everything out so clearly is precisely so people 
can disagree. 

Q: This book attempts to demystify the Holocaust: to say 
it’s not inexplicable, that it had to do with one people being 
primed over a long period of time to hate another people. It 
helps one put the Holocaust together with other cases of 
mass murder that have occurred since. 

A: Right, I don’t think the Holocaust is inexplicable. It’s 
human beings committing horrible deeds against other hu- 
man beings, and this has occurred so often in human histo- 
ry. Human history is, among other things, a tale of horror 
and the cruelties of one people against another people. 

Q: But then you seem to reverse yourself when you write 
that “in the long annals of human barbarism, the cruelties 
practiced by Germans upon Jews during the Nazi period 
stand out by their scope, variety, inventiveness, and, above 
all, by their wantonness.” This was the worst. Not like the 
others. An order of magnitude more terrible. 

A: No. There are processes at work in the slaughter of 
the Jews that can be found in other genocides. And there 
are different features. We can look at other genocides, 
too, and find unusual features. To say that they are dif- 
ferent doesn’t make one genocide better or worse. This is 
not a book of moral evaluation. It is a book of historical 
explanation. 

There’s a point I really want to pick up. When people 
think of other genocides — whether the genocide in Rwan- 
da, or the killings in the former Yugoslavia — they naturally 
assume that the killers believe that what they are doing is 
correct. The only mass slaughter where people say the op- 
posite, that people didn’t think what they were doing was 
correct — they were induced by social or psychological 
pressure of one kind or another — is the Holocaust. My 
position should be completely non-controversial, namely, 
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DOING THE RIGHT THING: police battalions were not out of their minds, Goldhagen says. They 


that the Germans who killed Jews were really no different in 
this sense than other perpetrators of mass slaughter; they 
believed that what they were doing was right. This is a com- 
monsensical position based on another commonsensical 
view, which is that when people kill and torture other peo- 
ple, it’s because they hate them. Those who say I’m wrong 
maintain a view that goes against everything we know about 
mass murder; theirs should be the controversial position. 

Q: Why did German anti-Semitism turn out to be more 
lethal than other varieties? That’s not necessarily what you 
would have expected, say, in 1900, given the Dreyfus affair 
and the prevalence of anti-Semitism in France. 

A: For the Holocaust to happen, it took more than anti- 
Semitism, no matter how virulent. There has been much 
anti-Semitism historically in many countries, and many oth- 
er kinds of hatred. These do not produce mass killing on 
their own. At most they produce episodic violence. 

What it requires is a state to organize it. In Germany we 
had a very unusual occurrence: the most committed anti- 
Semites in human history took state power and turned pri- 
vate murderous fantasy into the core of state policy. Two 
necessary features came together: a populace that was viru- 
lently anti-Semitic and a leadership that decided to enact a 
program of persecution leading to extermination. These 
factors did not come into play together in any other coun- 
try. Furthermore, the Holocaust could only emanate from 
Germany for a very simple reason: it was only Germany 
that was in a position to conquer the European continent 
and to begin to slaughter Jews with impunity. 

Q: You set out, in your book, to explain the Holocaust, not 
to account for Nazism. Still, I would ask if you believe anti- 
Semitism was the crucial element in the Nazi rise to power. 

A: Had there not been a depression in Germany, the 
Nazis would not have come to power. People voted for the 
Nazis for a host of reasons, including the desire to restore 
order to Germany, to reclaim Germany’s place in the world, 
and in the hope of doing something about the depression. 

Q: In what direction do you think discussion should go? 

A: At the Holocaust Museum | said there’s a set of ques- 
tions that need to be answered about the perpetrators, on 
the one hand, and the German people, on the other. About

the perpetrators, what did they think about Jews? What did 
they think about what they were doing? What were their atti- 
tudes toward what they did? With regard to the German 
people, how many were anti-Semitic, and what kind of 
anti-Semitism was it? What did they think about the ut- 
terly radical persecutions of the ’30s? What did they 
know and think about the killing of the Jews? These are 
fundamental questions. 

Q: Let me put some of these very questions to you. 
Were many Germans exposed to evidence of mass killings 
— photographs of mass graves, dead children, and the 
like? On what basis do you claim they would not have 
been outraged? 

A: Millions of Germans knew. The slaughter of Jews in 


the Soviet Union was done in the open, in full view of | 


German soldiers stationed there. They were systematically 
killing the Jews of the Soviet Union, and every soldier 
there knew it. Every German stationed in Poland knew. 
We have abundant testimony on this point, ranging from 
the regime’s own records abut mass killings in the east to 
people’s diaries. People knew, and evidence suggests 
there was very little outrage or dissent. Few Germans 
were aware of a program of total extermination, but many 
knew Jews were being killed systematically and en masse. 
There is no reason to believe if more had known there 
would have been more outrage. There is little or no 
record of principled disapproval. 

Q: Your father, a Holocaust survivor and retired Har- 
vard professor, studied the Holocaust. What does he think 
of your book? 

A: He thinks that it’s right. My general understanding 
of the Holocaust and the Nazi period is derived greatly 
from his. I think he’s a brilliant man who has shaped my 
understanding of the issues. I went off and did a very spe- 
cific kind of study about the killers. But he was my con- 
stant discussion partner in putting the book together. 

Q: You've come out in favor of the Spielberg oral-history 
project. Some historians are more dubious. Why is it useful? 

A: The testimony of survivors is invaluable for under- 
standing the Holocaust. Survivors know a great deal 
about what their torturers and would-be killers thought 
about them. They can tell us a great deal about what they 
said, about what their attitudes were, more than German 
documents, say, reveal about the motivations of the 
killers. But Holocaust scholarship barely uses the testimo- 
ny of the victims. And this is a great failing. 

Q: You take exception to being described as obsessed by 
this material. 

A: Because I’m not. I could have written a book about 
the nature of revolutions or about the political economy 
of Western Europe. Scholars have a variety of interests. 
My next book may have nothing to do with this. I decided 
to work on this project when I realized that some of the 
central questions of the period had not yet been asked

about the people who were the killers. 

Q: Do you have a sense of what your next project might be? 

A: I haven’t worked it out yet. I’m not ready to talk 
about it now. But I’m a political scientist with a lot of inter- 
ests | want to pursue in the years ahead. 

Q: If you could have people take one thing from discussion 
of Hitler’s Willing Executioners, what would it be? 

A: That if we want to understand the perpetration of the 
Holocaust, we have to shift the focus of our attention onto 
the actors. 

Q: And the application to contemporary affairs, to 1996? 

A: That would be somewhat different. There are many pri- 
vate prejudices, antipathies, hatreds that exist in our society 
and other societies. It’s not in the near future that people will 
stop hating other people. What becomes dangerous is when 
public figures start articulating these private hatreds. In do- 
ing so they sustain these hatreds, reinforce them, and legit- 
imize them. They become the basis for a political ideology. 
We should be very much on guard. I’m talking about when 
people start blaming, start making pariahs of others, Far- 
rakhan or Buchanan, people publicly demonizing other 
groups. This we can really fight against, and eradicate. QO

Pornography as a transgressive 
exposure of cultural anxieties

all me a feminist 
apostate,” writes 
Laura Kipnis in the 
preface to this col- 
lection of essays, 
“but I say there’s more to pornogra- 
phy than a celebration of gender op- 
pression, and limiting the discussion 
to that issue alone closes the door 
before things get interesting.” Aim- 
ing this barb at anti-porn writers 
Catharine MacKinnon and Andrea 
Dworkin, Kipnis suggests that 
pornography is not violence against 
women, but an important cultural 
form meriting the same critical at- 
tention we reserve for the so-called 
higher arts. For Kipnis, a filmmaker 
and professor at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, pornography poses a number 
of engaging philosophical questions 
“about what men are (and aren't), 
what women are (and aren't), ques- 
tions about . . . class, aesthetics, 
utopia, rebellion, power, desire, and 
commodification.” 

Central to Bound and Gagged is a 
chapter titled “Disgust and Desire,” 
which interprets Hustler magazine 
as an “oppositional political form” 
and lauds owner Larry Flynt for his 
transgressive use of pornography to 
critique class differences, mock 
contemporary figures, and explore 
the limits of what can be published. 
Kipnis sees Flynt as a modern Ra- 
belais unveiling hypocrisy by reveal- 
ing the lower urges of highly placed 
people. She places a Hustler parody 
featuring Jerry Falwell — for which 
Flynt was sued — within the cate- 
gory of pornography-as-satire, not- 
ing that the Rehnquist court ruled 
as much. But aside from Hustler's 
audacity in being the first to present 
genitals in an explicit way that Play- 
boy and Penthouse had not, just how 
transgressive was it in its heyday? In 
an avant-garde sense, not very. With 
a personal income of over $30 mil- 
lion a year at the magazine's height, 
Flynt was transgressive all the way 
to the bank. 

Kipnis is more successful when 
she turns her eye to subgenres of 
porn like transvestite magazines, 
geriatric porn, and videos for admir- 
ers of fat women. Here she shows an 
openness toward these marginal 
forms that allows her to explore the 
ways in which they expose our cul- 
ture’s fascination with and anxiety 
about issues of gender, age, and 
size. Drawing on her experience as a 
filmmaker and an academic, Kipnis 
encourages us to “read” pornogra- 
phy just as we would any other ex- 
pressive art form. In a chapter about 
transvestite magazines (which, 
though not always graphic, are 
sometimes found only in hard-core 
porn stores), Kipnis claims that our 
aesthetic appraisal of pornography is 
conditioned by class stereotypes we 
hold regarding the sophistication of 
its producers, models, and con- 
sumers. If we view a transvestite’s 
classified ad the way we do Cindy 
Sherman's artworks, Kipnis asks, 
how does our understanding of it 
change? What if we use the history 
of self-portraiture as a lens? 

One of Kipnis’s stated goals is to 
avoid the “grim-faced humorless- 
ness” that characterizes much aca- 
demic writing about pornography.

‘READING’ pornography as an art form, Kipnis is most success- | 
ful with subgenres like transvestite magazines and geriatric porn. 


She is often successful. Using little 
jargon and a wry sense of humor, 
she invites us to identify with those 
who find nontraditional genres of 
pornography appealing. Here is her 
description of the video Mother Load 
I, which opens with two very large 
women in lingerie discussing 
whether they should go shopping: 


This is a film with the timeless 
circularity of Waiting for Godot 
— you just know they're never 
going to get to go shopping. In- 
stead, they don bright red boxing 
gloves... . They batter away 
while the camera roves around, 
over and between mountains of 
soft, quivering blubber. .. . 
Eventually some of the lingerie 
comes off . . . and the camera 
gets as close as it can without 
causing injury — it seems to 
want to lodge itself between 
those deep pleats of flesh and 
take up residence as these two 
huge bodies heave and crash to- 
gether like some ancient race of 
flabby female Titans. Like the- 
ater of the absurd for the con- 
sumer age, it ends where it start- 
ed: “We forgot to go shopping.” 
“I almost forgot. | want to go 
shopping.” 


The crucial importance of under- 
standing the meanings implicit in 
pornography — being able to “read” 
its codes and conventions — be- 
comes most clear in the first chapter 
of the book. Here Kipnis narrates 
the horrifying true story of a gay 
man in Virginia, Daniel DePew, who 
was sentenced to 33 years in prison 
for voicing an S&M fantasy about 
kidnapping and killing a boy. Kipnis 
reveals in excruciating detail how 
FBI agents and California police of- 
ficers entrapped DePew and another 
man by posing as film producers in- 
terested in making a snuff film. 





Though the fantasy was never real- 
ized, the men were charged with | 
conspiracy even though they hardly | 
knew each other. 

Kipnis’s psychoanalytical interpre- 
tation of DePew is compelling, and | 
includes sophisticated insights about 
the meanings and uses of fantasy in | 
S&M. Based on court reports and | 
interviews with DePew, she proposes | 
that DePew’s loquaciousness about 
the snuff fantasy was a form of brag- 
gadocio he used to “top” the men 
who were (unbeknownst to him) en- 
snaring him, not a sincere admission 
of intent to carry out an actual | 
crime. DePew describes himself as 
“primarily a bottom, at least psycho- 
logically,” and Kipnis, seeking to un- 
derstand how DePew allowed him- 
self to be duped by the police, sug- 
gests that the state’s desire to scape- 
goat gay men fatally intersected with | 
DePew's S&M fantasies of being | 
punished. In a passage that recalls | 
Freud, she muses: “What else is the | 
state’s role . . . but [to be] the fore- 
most father in the class of fathers, | 
which in clapping DePew in prison | 

. neatly brought about ‘the real- | 
ization of the imagined situation of 
being beaten by the father.’ ” 

The jury that convicted DePew, | 
Kipnis argues, was unfamiliar with | 
conventions of S&M and the ways in 
which DePew was using fantasy. Had | 
they understood more about the role | 
of fantasy in S&M scenes, had they | 
understood the dynamics among 
men jockeying for a sexual en- 
counter, they might have realized | 
that fantasy is distinct from intent; 
and DePew would be a free man to- 
day. Likewise, Kipnis argues, we 
must be willing to open ourselves to | 
the complex and multiple meanings | 
of pornography if we are to compre- 
hend what it tells us about ourselves. 
What makes us most uncomfortable, 
most anxious, is precisely what we | 
should face. 0 |

THE BEAUTY OF MEN, by Andrew Holleran. William 
Morrow, 272 pages, $24. 


ndrew Holleran’s new novel, The Beau- 
ty of Men, is a lamentation and a rigor- 
ous search for clarity; it is an attempt 
to make order out of life. The Beauty of 
Men swallows whole Holleran’s 1978 
debut Dancer from the Dance, a book that was elegant 
and giddy and elegiac, pre-AIDS: fashion and muscles 
and sex and looking for love. The prose in Dancer was 
so worked, and its symmetry so neat, that one some- 
times felt walled outside of the characters. The Beauty 
of Men revisits a sole survivor of the white gay male 
Manhattan community that was struck by AIDS; it is 
only fleetingly elegiac because it is so often ferocious. 
I cannot imagine that another book will take me on as 
harrowing a journey as this one did anytime soon. 

Lark, the book’s protagonist, is 47, gay, HIV-nega- 
tive, and closeted to his family. He feels trapped in the 
small Florida town where he has gone to retreat from 
AIDS and to care for his mother, a quadriplegic who 
lives in a nursing home. In the home, every nurse, ev- 
ery patient, every aide lights up under the author's 
gaze; Holleran has a way of bringing the novel's re- 
curring settings to heartbreaking life by pressing every 
bit character into service. When Lark visits his mother 
he puts her in a wheelchair and wheels her 


around the halls, past . . . a woman who clutches 
a plastic baby on her lap; a woman who circles the 
corridors on foot, grasping the wooden rail as she 
pulls herself along . . . a woman who stops when 
Lark and his mother approach and always says 
something desperately urgent to them that they 
cannot understand . . . and next a cluster of three 
women who sit at the main intersection comment- 
ing on what goes by in sympathetic tones (“Poor

Social history as fiction: gay,

| THE GOLDEN AGE OF PROMISCUITY, by Brad

he title of Brad Gooch’s new book, The 
Golden Age of Promiscuity, suggests a so- 
cio-historical work more than a novel, a 
telling indication of why the book is such 
an interesting failure. Gooch, whose most 





| recent book is City Poet, the acclaimed biography of 


Frank O'Hara, seems unable to shift out of the documen- 
tary mode. His project here is to write the biography of 
an era — a worthy endeavor, perhaps, but unwieldy and, 
finally, unsustainable as a novel. 

The plot, such as it is, follows Sean Devlin, a calculat- 
edly Robert Mapplethorpe-like figure who drops out of 


| Columbia University in 1972 to enroll in the Manhattan 
| School of Gay Life. Twenty years old at the book’s begin- 
| ning (the same age as Gooch in 1972), Sean embarks on 
| a career as an avant-garde filmmaker. His semi-porno- 
| graphic filmic experiments carry him into the variously 
| sordid and chichi downtown club scenes, allowing him 


(and readers) to meet a sprawling cast of hustlers, artists, 
sexual outlaws, and high-society folk. 

Unfortunately, these characters are as flat as the 
movie screens on which their images are projected. But 
character and plot aren’t what interest Gooch. He’s 
concerned with mood, milieu, the cultural moment. 
From the start, he leaves no room for doubt that we’re 
in the early 1970s. In the first five pages we are bom- 
barded with references to Timothy Leary, the Black 
Panthers, SDS, Vietnam, and Cambodia. And to con- 
jure a specifically gay 1972, in these same five pages he

tosses in Frank O’Hara, Judy Garland, the Stonewall ri- 
ots, and poppers. 

Throughout the novel, he exhibits a historian’s penchant 
for relentless documentation. We learn the street address 
of every bar (the Mineshaft was at 835 Washington Street) 
and the initial fare of a 1976 taxi ride (65 cents). That kind 
of specificity is essential to any successful historical novel, 
but without being grounded in an engaging, character- 
driven story, the details seem to protest too much. 

We follow Sean from the Club Baths to the Mineshaft 
to Studio 54, as if each club were a species being checked 
off on a birdwatcher’s list of sightings. Settings are cho- 
sen not for their organic relevance to the story, but be- 
cause they’re must-see attractions on Gooch’s connect- 
the-dots tour of New York. Neither is time organic in the 
novel; random intervals are said to pass only so that we 
eventually arrive at the necessary terminus of 1979. 

As if trying to one-up another infamous Manhattan 
novel, Truman Capote’s Answered Prayers, Gooch goes 
overboard with name-dropping. When Sean visits a party 
or restaurant, he inevitably sees across the room Warhol 
or Fassbinder or Bowie. Gooch also peppers, the narrative 
with references to lesser-known gay men, like Morty 
Manford and Joe Brainard and Tim Dlugos, who have 
died of AIDS and to whom he dedicates the novel. 

The author’s impulse here is clear, and admirable. As a 
survivor, he’s trying to record a dying (in most cases, al- 
ready dead) history, to leave a road map, to get it all 
down before it’s forgotten. In his obsessive accounting of 
addresses and names, we can feel his urgent desperation 
in the face of AIDS, that great eraser of people and 
memory. 

But his tone remains ambiguous. Sometimes it seems as 
though Gooch really believes the '70s were a golden age, and 
that only the tragic emergence of AIDS tarnished the luster. 
Other times, he implies that the age’s most gilded aspect may 
have been the “golden showers” at the Mineshaft: men sitting 
naked in bathtubs, waiting to be urinated on by strangers.

Isn’t that sad!”) — since in a nursing 
home, as in life, there is a snobbery of grief, a hi- 
erarchy of pity, in which nearly all the residents 
can, and do, find someone else to feel sorry for, 
worse off in their view than themselves . . . 





Holleran is a virtuoso of list-writing; it fits his nar- 
rative strategy, which is to circle events, accumulate 
meanings and associations, and then, in a perfectly 
paced paragraph, bring dozens of scenes together with 
one stunning image. Characters from one setting (a 
gay bar, the nursing home, Manhattan) flicker in the 
background of another; you see the faces of the nurs- 
ing-home elderly as you read a bathhouse sex scene, 
and you hear the voices of the Manhattan friends of 
his youth, now gone, in scenes of Lark at home, alone. 
The cumulative effect is devastating. 

But the. book is rich in the short run, too; pages 
abound with fresh, jarring images. Holleran’s abrupt, 
stand-still moments have blood-pumping immediacy. 
One scene of Lark tending to his mother in her nurs- 
ing-home bed ends with the memory of bringing her 
home with him for the weekend: “He saw her. . . in 
the front seat of the car he’d parked outside a conve- 
nience store, as he came back with his newspaper, he 
thought, My God, how can I be keeping that alive?” 

When he’s not visiting the nursing home, Lark is on 
the prowl for men to have sex with. Holleran is a con- 
noisseur of men and the best places to find them. His 
Florida is dotted with sex spots. Occasionally, for in- 
stance, Lark will drive to the bathhouse in Jacksonville, 
where he recognizes and appraises the regulars: 


[A] lean man in his thirties with an enormous 
dick, who brings with him an overnight bag con- 
taining hair care products and stands in front of a 
mirror in the locker room spraying his hair — once 
long, now worn in a Dorothy Hamill cut — and 
then goes to the steam room, where he shaves his 
groin on a tiled ledge while the others there gape 

. the Mean Cold Queen, a gaunt man with a 
shaved head and expression of discontent so deep 
Lark cannot imagine what would please him... . 
and the Hippie, a frankly effeminate man with a 
pony tail and bleached-blond moustache who 


With so much irony mixed in with the elegy, there’s not 
much room for heartfelt evocation of “fallen heroes.” It’s 
fine for Gooch’s characters to be jaded, but the novel’s 
emotional vise would grip much more tightly if we had 
some sense that the author himself cared about the people 
he’s depicting. 

Susan Sontag has written that in the 1970s, “many 
male homosexuals reconstituted themselves as some- 
thing like an ethnic group, one whose distinctive folk-

seems to move around the halls without touching 
the floor... 


Lark’s visits to the bars, bath-houses and outdoor sex 
meeting spots fill him with self-loathing. He’s tricked his 
life away in one-night stands; he’s lonely; he won’t even 
look at himself in the mirror because he’s so horrified by 
the sight of his aging face. 

He keeps returning to the memory of one night he 
spent with Becker, a laid-back guy in his 30s who’s 
openly gay and raising a daughter. Becker is so 
well-adjusted that Lark sees him as “the very image 
of the brave new world of homosexuals.” Lark’s lust 
for Becker is overwhelming; he finds himself “shak- 
ing like his roommate’s cat when it crouched on the 
fire escape in New York, looking at the fat pigeons 
it could not reach on the windowsill of the building 
behind them.” Becker has a boyfriend; Becker 
doesn’t even want to be Lark’s friend; but still Lark

ing evidence to the contrary. Holleran makes his 
shame so palpable that the page fairly burns with 
the sting. 


The family that Lark has created for himself — the | 


glamorous queens of Manhattan — is gone. In memory 
they have’ become their biggest gestures; they are built, 
bitchy, fashionable, and smart. One by one they have 
gotten sick and died, while Lark has lived in Florida, 
caring for his mother and flying to New York for memo- 
rial services. Lark is by no means a genial, life-affirming 
guide through the terrain of loss. The wise counsel he 
offers is interwoven with meanness, black moods, self- 
hatred. He is quick to appraise, quick to condemn. He is 
caustically funny, tenacious, searching, and heartbreak- 


ingly loyal. His Florida comes to life as if it had never | 


been described before; you can feel the breeze and see 
the treeline at the horizon. 

The last two chapters are only 12 pages long, but 
they are so dense with grief they are difficult to read 
quickly. Lark is an unusual hero, and his gay Ameri- 
ca may not resemble the country most readers call 
home.

loric custom was sexual voracity.” Gooch is at his best as 
ethnographer, recounting the unique rituals of promiscu- 
ous gay culture. In these passages, his narrator’s 
voyeuristic distance from events — reflecting Sean’s ap- 
proach to the world as a documentary filmmaker — 
works to good effect, and the descriptions of sex can be 
amusing in their dispassionate explicitness. Some of my 
favorites: in the Club Baths, a character feels “inside a 
metronome of flesh . . . It was like a bad jungle movie in 
which vines kept wrapping themselves around lost ad- 
venturers.” Another filmmaker “expose[s] his penis to 
Sean as if it were a silent microphone of flesh on which 
he could sing.” And another partner “found his way 
through Sean’s body as if it were a dark apartment he 
was burglarizing.” 

Observing a Mineshaft customer’s unexpected slap at 


the bartender’s bared behind, Sean notes: “Insults were | 


kisses, and kisses insults here.” Gooch includes spot-on 
glimpses of the demimonde’s inhabitants, such as one fist- 
fucking aficionado with “inches tattooed all the way up his 
arm to mark his prowess,” and the stripshow attendee 
“nicknamed ‘the Seal,’ who sat in the same seat each 
weekend night, front and center, clapping his hands while 
yelling ‘Arf, arf, arf,’ . . . in a suit spoiled by all his nights 
working so hard at praise.” 

I will admit, as someone born too late to witness any of 
this firsthand, that I found these snippets utterly com- 
pelling — but as cultural history, not fiction. | yearned 
for Gooch to move beyond ethnography into more emo- 


tional terrain, to convey how such freewheeling, unen- | 


cumbered sex felt. . 

What does all this sex lead to? At the novel’s conclu- 
sion, Sean finds his version of Love in a man named 
Willie. It’s an odd turn in this otherwise unsentimental 
story. Is Gooch suggesting that promiscuity is finally un- 
supportable as a personal or cultural modus operandi? 
Or does he simply want to provide Sean with compan- 
ionship as he moves into the next, inevitable phase: 
AIDS? 

At the New Year’s 1979 party that occupies the 
book’s last pages, Sean meets a swashbuckling French 
Canadian flight attendant whose name he hears as 
“Wotan Douglas.” Knowledgeable readers will recog- 
nize the stranger as Gaetan Dugas, the infamous “Pa- 
tient Zero” presumed to have brought AIDS to North 
America. 

The brief encounter is intended to shadow the novel’s 
ending with ominous storm clouds. But a walk-on charac- 
ter can’t carry the weight of so much devastation. In 
Gooch’s paint-by-numbers portrait of gay life in the '70s, 
the passing reference to Dugas comes across as simply the 
final patch to be colored in. Gooch has reduced AIDS to 
one last dropped name. Q

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Demolition days 


Byatt marks the collapse 
of the old order and forms

BABEL TOWER, by A.S. Byatt. Random

n or around 1965, God demolished 
A.S. Byatt’s personal Tower of Ba- 
bel. Authors, novels, and narrators, 
who had previously used the same 
language, began to speak in 
| tongues. The single, unbending structure 
| of fictional plots collapsed into a rubble of 
| voices, perspectives, ideas, ideals, facts, 
| and fictions. Postmodernism was born; 
| The Crying of Lot 49 was published; and 
for Byatt, it seems, the new trends and the 
| old tendencies have competed for her alle- 
| giance ever since. 

The Booker Prize—winning author has 
returned to the ‘60s in her latest novel, 
Babel Tower, intending to capture the 
spirit of that moment. Her book is filled 
with signs of the shifting times: hand- 
picked by hindsight, historical milestones 
such as early-warning systems, strained 
race relations, newly discovered DNA, 
and nascent computers locate the char- 
acters in the giddy and frightening fluc- 
tuations of the era. The plot centers on 
the death rattle of Britain’s Victorian 
mores — embodied by the furor sur- 
rounding the publication of a sexually

explicit novel, and by the divorce of the 
protagonist and her aristocratic husband. 
But the novel’s real fixation is with the 
effort to connect, to understand and 
sympathize with someone else; the im- 
possibility of doing so has been laid bare 
by the fall of the old regime. The educat- 
ed, liberal heroine, Frederica, finds she 
speaks a different language from her 
conservative husband and his tweedy- 
horsey family as she drifts away from 
them. A government task force on educa- 
tion tears itself up over new touchy-feely 
teaching methods, unable to agree on 
how language should be taught. Frederi- 
ca’s brother-in-law works at a suicide 
hotline, beset by desperate callers with 
no one to talk to. Meanwhile, in the con- 
troversial novel, a utopian community 
dedicated to forging sexual unity breaks 
down as the members’ fantasies turn to 
sadism and murder. 

Byatt wants not just to chronicle the 
breakdown of the traditional order, but to 
relive it in her prose. She writes in the 
fractured, introspective, self-conscious 
style of Pynchon’s British heirs: young 
po-mo types like Martin Amis, Penelope 
Lively, and Julian Barnes. The novel be- 
gins, “It might begin”; the second chap- 
ter, “Or it might begin.” A huge array of 
characters and several parallel plots tan- 
gle themselves into a narrative knot wor- 
thy of Tarantino. The controversial novel, 
which Frederica discovers among the un- 
solicited manuscripts she is assessing for 


Using irony as a scalpel, Weldon 
‘cuts society women down to size

WORST FEARS, by Fay Weldon. Atlantic

ay Weldon has destroyed 
plenty of marriages in her 
time. Taken together, her 21 
novels and three collections of 
| short stories read like an en- 
| cyclopedia of domestic afflictions: atrophy, 
| betrayal, coldheartedness. Weldon meddles 
with the romantic lives of her characters 
| with diabolical abandon, and, in her latest 
| novel, Worst Fears, she seems in particularly 
| wicked spirits. Here we look under D for 
| death, the ultimate marital wedge. 
Set in a typically quaint English village, 
| Worst Fears opens with two women setting 
| Out to view a corpse, chit-chatting as if 
they were embarking on an afternoon pic- 
| nic. The corpse in question is that of Ned 
| Ludd, renowned theater critic and hus- 
| band of an equally renowned actress, the 
| lovely Alexandra Ludd. 
| The two women are Abbie and Vilna, 
| friends and neighbors of the Ludds: 
“I've never seen a dead body,” said 
Vilna. “Can I come too?” 

“I don’t see why not,” said Abbie, 
and they went down to the morgue to- 
gether. 


If there is a movie adaptation of this 
| book — better, one hopes, than the 
dreadful She Devil, also from a Weldon 
| novel — that scene will be set to a chirpily 
| plinking piano. Of course, a trip to the 
| morgue is hardly a pleasant outing, and 
| the women’s behavior is laughably inap- 
| propriate. Weldon contrives these situa- 
| tions for more than mere tragicomic ef- 
| fect, wielding irony as a scalpel, slicing 
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through the surface of events to the clots 
and contusions beneath. 

In these pastoral surroundings, even an 
event like the death of a spouse can degen- 
erate into an orgy of mutual understanding 
and personal growth. But Weldon is a 
troublemaker; she delights in playing the 
snippy Fate, cutting people like Alexandra 
Ludd — intelligent, beautiful, successful 
— down to size. Ned 
Ludd died of a heart 
attack, a rather pedes- 
trian demise for this 
type of novel, per- 
haps. But there is a 
mystery surrounding 
the death, and Abbie 
and Vilna know a lot 
more than they’re let- 
ting on. 

Alone in her cot- 
tage, Alexandra muses 
her days away “in 
suspension.” It is 
telling of her charac- 
ter — and of Wel- 
don’s writing — that 
this phrase, “in sus- 
pension,” is elaborat- 
ed to an almost ludi- 
crous degree: “She 
had a vision of herself 
as a particle in a test- 
tube of viscous liquid 
which drifted neither 
up nor down, but was 
obliged by the laws of nature to stay exact- 
ly where it was.” This sort of abstraction 
can be intrusive, but here the rationalizing 
itself reflects Alexandra’s reluctance to 
face her own emotions. She is, as everyone 
keeps informing her, in denial. 

But denial is just one of the familiar com- 
forts Ned’s death has done away with. 
Alexandra’s loss has jolted her out of an easy 
oblivion. “It was as if the here-and-now had 
slipped,” Weldon writes, “in the aftermath 
of sudden death, into something shaky and

a publisher, mirrors and acts as a running 
commentary on the main novel. In fact, 
Byatt at first interweaves the texts of Bab- 
bletower (the book within the book) and 
Babel Tower without revealing that they 


incoherent.” Seemingly of the cruel-to-be- 
kind persuasion, Weldon gradually reduces 
Alexandra’s life to ruin, only to present this 
as an opportunity to renovate. 

Indeed, underlying much of Weldon’s 
work is the old paradox that we do not ful- 
ly comprehend the nature of something 
until it has broken. In this case, Ned’s true 
character, and the nature of Alexandra’s 
relationship with him, become clear only 
after his death. Contrary to Alexandra’s 
expectation, Ned’s absence is not her 
worst fear, not by a long shot. 

Revelations arise like zombies from the 
ground, and one can’t help but feel there 
is a gleeful she-devil rubbing her hands 
together in the sidelines. The sense of 
cloak-and-daggerism grows: people are 
certainly lying to Alexandra about the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death. But 
why? The book promises to tease the an- 
swer out of them eventually, and the 
reader becomes almost as keen as the 
widow to discover 
the truth. These 
kinds of intrigue- 
driven plots always 
threaten to turn into 
ho-hum whodun- 
nits, but Weldon is 
saved by her story- 
telling, her arid wit, 
and her ability to 
create characters — 
earthy Vilna, plump 
and efficient Abbie 
— so fully fleshed 
that they simply 
barge into your 
imagination. 

Weldon’s main 
strength, however, is 
her expertise in 
gothic mood-mak- 
ing. There are 
ghostly knockings in 
the house, fleeting 
movements on the 
stairway. A local 
woman named Jenny 
Linden appears, in a scenario reminiscent 
of the understated horror of Iris Murdoch, 
lurking outside the Ludds’ cottage, greet- 
ing the dawn with an unearthly howling. 
Jenny sneers, sobs, and insinuates; soon it 
seems that everyone has a bone to pick 
with the widow, even the Ludd family dog. 
It also seems that everyone has some piece 
of intimate knowledge about Ned that 
Alexandra hasn’t — the dog included. She 
can deny accusations and she can fend off 
inexplicable aggression, but not the grow- 
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are distinct. Meanwhile, 
when Frederica isn’t read- 
ing manuscripts about the 
book she’s in, she cuts up 
letters from her husband’s 
lawyer and passages from 
E.M. Forster and rear- 
ranges them into nonsensi- 
cal sentences. The ’60s lit- 
erary revolution, of course, 
liberated the novel for con- 
ceits like these. 

The hitch is, Byatt looks 
more comfortable in pre- 
*60s shackles. By the end of 
the novel, the narrative re- 
solves itself into a single 
coherent strand, The 
dystopian visions of Bab- 
bletower fade into the 
courtroom drama _ sur- 
rounding its publication. 
The pick-and-mix of post- 
industrial angst gives way 
to brute suspense. Even be- | 
fore this tidy tying up of 
loose ends, the reader | 
grows suspicious: Byatt 
seems to have taken a sim- 
ple, linear plot and careful- 
ly prodded and poked it, 
refracting it until it as- 
sumes an avant-garde ap- 
pearance. It seems like she | 
has dressed the classical 
edifice of Babel Tower ina | 
postmodern fagade out of a | 
sense of duty. 

So Byatt is at odds with 
her own project. Even as she | 
charts the demolition of the | 
bastion of British tradition- 
alism, her sympathies linger | 
with the evicted tenants. Her | 
deliberate, mannered prose, 
her endless literary allusions, her discreet, | 
almost reticent style all show how com- | 
fortably she fits into the citadel whose | 
demise she reproduces. And a tower divid- | 
ed against itself cannot stand. Q | 


ing evidence that Ned did not, after all, 
love her, and that her entire life was noth- 
ing like she had supposed. Snip. 

Amid the betrayal, madness, disease, 
and generally murky goings-on, Worst 
Fears arouses in the reader a wicked smile 
as much as fear and pity. Vilna, horny and | 
gauche, provides moments of out-and-out 
comedy, and the frumpy madwoman Jenny 
Linden is magnificently grotesque. And 
there is a farcical element to the way 
Alexandra’s fears seem to jockey for the ti- 
tle of Worst: her descent into the intrigue 
surrounding her husband’s death is, in 
classic Weldon style, both agonizing and 
twistedly peppy. 

Reading Worst Fears is like watching a 
couple fighting in a bar, at once repellent 
and engrossing. This is its brilliance. The 
book is not without its flaws, however. 
While it might take marital estrangement 
to its limit, Worst Fears still deals in the 
same old infidelity and jealousy Weldon 
has been churning out for years. And 
Weldon has a strange penchant for using 
the personal pronoun and name in con- 
junction — she, Alexandra, did this; she, 
Alexandra, thought that — which 
frankly, I, the reader, found annoying. 
And although Weldon’s ruminations are 
generally clever and absorbing, some just 
fall flat: 


She knew the slipperiness of words. She 
knew that those who protested often 
protested too much. She knew that defi- 
nitions limited rather than explained: 
that once you onion-peeled away opin- 
ion and thought you had arrived at a 
firm layer of truth, that layer went too, 
to reveal more sponginess underneath. 


The tail end of this meandering disquisi- | 
tion, though, does articulate Alexandra’s | 
central dilemma: “In the end you didn’t 
want truth, you just needed to know what 
happened.” What is unbearable about 
death is not the finality, the loss of support 
(moral or otherwise), or even the reminder 
of one’s own mortality, but the ongoing, 
perpetual silence that death brings for the 
living. “Alexandra went down to the mor- 
tuary and sat by Ned’s body. ‘Did you or 
didn’t you?’ she asked him. . . . Well, 
Ned? Well?’ ” Ned’s dead, and can neither 
confirm nor deny Alexandra’s suspicions. 
Perhaps she will never really know, and 
will find herself on even shakier ground, 
unable to rebuild. This, surely, is the 
Worst Fear. No — worse still is the fear 
that Melanie Griffith might get the lead 
role in the movie. Q

A Brueghelesque carnival 
of appetites comes to life

magine a circus photographed by 
the clown. Flat on his back in the 
center of the ring, he would snap 
the trapeze artists high overhead, 
the flashing hooves of trick horses 
rushing around him, the audience gasping 
at the edge of the light. All the while, he 
would be laughing that crazy clown laugh. 
In the housing projects of Nottingham, 
one of the aging capitals of British industry, 
Nick Waplington has played just such a 
clown for nearly a decade. Most often from 
his knees or on his back, he has pho- 
tographed the chaotic domestic lives of 
working-class families — not only the puk- 
ing babies, the overflowing ashtrays, the 
beer guts and bad tattoos, but the swirling 
affection, the touching, the giggling, and the 
game-playing. First in his collection Living 
Room (Aperture, 1991) and now in a fol- 
low-up volume, The Wedding, he has con- 
jured up a Brueghelesque carnival of ap- 
petites, a fleshy world of eating and drinking 
and sex. But rather than depict that world 
monstrously and with disdain, as 
Brueghel did, he has suffused it 

with warmth. 

In the process, he has turned 
both traditional wedding photogra- 
phy and the conventions of the 
documentary genre on their heads. 
As the novelist John Berger points 
out in his introductory essay to Liv- 
ing Room, “Most wedding pho- 
tographs . . . make the intimate for- 
mal and thus empty it of its con- 
tent.” The wedding photographer, 
usually a hired professional, delib- 
erately stands outside the family 
circle. He maintains an objective, 
“official” view of the proceedings, 
and his pictures reflect that stance. 

Waplington, on the other hand, 
works from the inside. In The Wed- 
ding, he tracks the relationship of 
Clive, a middle-aged black man, 
and Janet, a white woman with five 
children (all of whom were fea- 
tured, along with their mother, in 
Living Room), during the six 
months before their marriage. Vir-

tually none of his shots is posed. Instead, ly- | 
ing on living-room floors or hanging out on | 
the curb, he records the instants between the 
big moments: Clive holding one of the kids 
in his lap; a neighbor playfully sucking one of 
Janet’s daughter’s toes; a German shepherd 
poking his nose through a door. In such im- 
ages, all the intimacy that more “profession- 
al” pictures screen out comes rushing in. 

That intimacy is often startling in its un- 
familiarity. For decades, documentary 
photographers have taken as stylized an | 
approach to the poor as wedding photog- 
raphers have taken to couples in love. 
From Dorothea Lange to Sebastido Salga- | 
do, they have photographed their subjects | 
from the outside, often framing them in a | 
way that is idealized or even bourgeois. 
When Lange depicted a migrant farm 
worker in the visual language of a pieta, or 
when Salgado posed Mexican children in 
such a way that the light behind their 
heads granted them halos, they rendered 
the poor both familiar and distant. Safe 
behind our pity and our aesthetic pleasure, 
we could imagine we knew them without 
ever having to get to know them at all. 

Not so with Waplington. Having grown 
up in the Nottingham projects himself, he 
sees their inhabitants as individuals, as 
friends and lovers rather than as representa- 
tives of a social class. As a result, his images 
are casual and sexy. To look at Wapling- 
ton’s photographs is to step into the center 
ring of a circus — an alien circus, perhaps, 
but one filled with color, energy, and life. 
Here is Janet, 250-plus pounds of woman, | 
reclining on the floor as two pre-teen | 
daughters on their way to equal corpulence | 
do a mock-bawdy dance in Minnie Mouse | 
bathing suits. Here is Clive, embracing an | 
exhausted Janet, as Janet’s children screech | 
and romp around them. 

And here, unseen, but a part of it all, is | 
Waplington himself: “Janet tells everyone 
that I'm part of the family,” he writes, 
“and this makes me very proud. . . . For | 
me the pictures are just a record of the 
great times we have together.” 

Yet perhaps it is a bit disingenuous of 
Waplington to characterize the book as a 
lighthearted family album. Even as they 
record the high points of many of his sub- 
jects’ lives, his photographs also depict the 
pressures under which they live. Despite, 
or perhaps because of, his closeness to 
Janet and her family, Waplington’s images 
record their poverty with a ruthless clarity. 
They are frantic, funny, haywire pictures, 
but like the antics of a clown, they are also 
tinged with bleakness. =

In 
a town that thrives on insider 
knowledge, on reportage by 
journalists boasting of special 
access to the corridors of power, one rarely 
encounters a book that actually tells it like it 
is. Indeed, what passes for reality in Wash- 
ington journalism is almost always a fixed 
binary paradigm: Republicans versus 
Democrats; Congress versus the White 
House; radical versus mainstream, and so 
on. Washington writers, ever respectful of 
power, always happy to grant their sources 
anonymity and the benefit of the doubt, sel- 
dom look beyond the established order to 
see the possibility that something is terribly, 
terribly wrong with the national political 
process. The campaign-finance loopholes, 
the lobbyists and PR flacks who whiz 
through the revolving door between public 
service and consulting, the collusion be- 
tween corporations and politicians, the con- 
flicts of interest, the philosophical poverty 
— all are accepted with little or no critical 
distance by the likes of Bob Woodward, 
David Broder, and Elizabeth Drew as part 
of the Way We Do Business. 

Not, however, by Alexander Cockburn 
and Ken Silverstein, whose Washington 
ee is a thoroughly researched and

scathingly funny philippic against the sys- 
tem. From the first page, it’s obvious that 
the boys aren’t writing with the help (or for 
the benefit) of their Washington friends or 
their anonymous official sources — for the 
simple, refreshing reason that they don’t 
have any. Relying instead on careful re- 
search, original reporting, and common- 
sense analysis rooted in an intrinsic skepti- 
cism of politicians and government, Cock- 
burn and Silverstein — both contributors to 
the Nation and co-editors of CounterPunch, 
the spiritual successor to [.F. Stone’s Weekly 
— provide a devastating appraisal of the 
American political oligarchy built on greed, 
hypocrisy, and self-indulgence, spanning 
from wing to wing of the two major parties. 
There are, of course, a few good books 
that have trod this path before: Bill Grei- 
der’s Who Will Tell the People?, Phillip 
Stern’s Still the Best Congress Money Can 
Buy, Jeffrey Birnbaum’s The Lobbyists, 
Christopher Hitchens’s For the Sake of Ar- 
gument. But Washington Babylon distin- 
guishes itself in a few ways. For one thing, 
while other authors have focused on aspects 
of the political status quo, Cockburn and 
Silverstein provide detailed overviews of the 
whole machine: Congress, the presidency, 
the media, the defense establishment, lob- 
byists. And although others have document- 
ed the sins and profligacy of the Democrat- 
ic Party (which still claims to be the party of 
the working and disenfranchised), Cock- 
burn and Silverstein positively harp on 
them. They show an almost giddy glee, for 
example, in sticking it to the recently de- 
parted Ron Brown. Widely eulogized as a 
servant of peace, humanity, and the Demo- 
cratic Party, Brown is held up here as a 
prime example of the self-serving hypocrisy 
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that runs rampant in Washington. Brown, 
the authors remind us, made a small for- 
tune while a lobbyist at Patton, Boggs and 
Blow, playing image doctor for such egre- 
gious human-rights violators as Baby Doc 
Duvalier and Guatemalan sugar barons. 
Washington Babylon also examines such 
sacred cows as non-profit corporations (par- 
ticularly environmental groups) and think 
tanks, and explains how these are often com- 
promised by their funding sources. The 
chapters on what the authors call the “Green 
Establishment” will probably be eye-openers 
for many. You think environmental groups 
are the domain of stereotypical tree-hugging 
hippies? Think again: as Cockburn and Sil- 
verstein show, many of the so-called “green” 
groups are run by and for millionaires who 
have better records protecting corporate 
profit margins than they do the environment. 
The book’s tone is confrontational, 
goading the reader to adopt its skeptical

Exploring Jerusalem’s long 
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history of blood and faith

Armstrong writes, “The idols of funda- 
mentalism are not good substitutes for 
God; if we are to create a vibrant new faith 


| for the twenty-first century, we should, 


perhaps, ponder the history of God for 
some lessons and warnings.” To that end, 
she now offers Jerusalem: One City, Three 
Faiths, a continuation of her intensive and 
exhaustive look at religious history and 
pluralism. Exploring the story of the holy 
city that for centuries has threatened to 
render the concept of religious tolerance 
an oxymoron, Jerusalem seeks to deter- 
mine exactly what makes the city holy for 
each of the three faiths of Abraham resid- 





ing there: Judaism, Christianity, and Islam. 

Starting with the city’s rural, animistic, 
and polytheistic society of the third century 
BC, Armstrong comprehensively tracks the 
development of each religion, its spiritual 
claim to the city, and how, by turns, each 
has repeatedly lost and regained the terri- 
tory. She asserts that for Jews, Jerusalem 
was poised to become a holy place once 
King David conquered it in 1000 BC and 
designated it a capital. By transferring the 
sacred Ark of the Covenant to his new city, 
and then paving the way for a future tem- 
ple to be built to Yahweh (this would hap- 
pen after David’s death), David trans- 
formed Jerusalem into a spiritual city for 
the Israelites. 

Christians eventually came to view the city 
as spiritual and mythological around 325 
AD, when Constantine built a “New 
Jerusalem” where Christ died and rose. And 
Jerusalem became important for Islam in 
610 AD, after the prophet Muhammad Ibn 
Abdallah received the first of his many reve- 
lations, a process that would last 22 years. 
He revised for Arabs an understanding of 
God’s relationship to the universe, symboli- 
cally represented at the center of the earth 
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by Jerusalem’s famed Dome of the Rock. 

Armstrong finds that central to each 
faith’s devotion to the city is the idea of sa- 
cred space. To help convey its importance to 
the secular-minded Western reader, she 
draws on three concepts from the religious 
theory of late scholar Mircea Eliade: the sa- 
cred, religious myth,.and religious symbol- 
ism. Eliade originally described the sacred as 
a hierophantic experience, one that allows 
us to transcend an ordinary, empty moment 
and enter a divine, fulfilling one. And Arm- 
strong echoes him, redefining this need in 
contemporary terms: 


There is a sense of abandonment that 
makes such experiences as bereavement, 
divorce, broken friendship, or even los- 
ing a beloved object seem, sometimes, 
part of an underlying and universal 
ill. . . . There appears to be something 
missing from our lives; our existence 
seems fragmented and incomplete. 


Again, in regard to Jerusalem: “However we 
choose to see it, this notion of separation 
and a yearning for some kind of reconcilia- 
tion lies at the heart of the devotion to a holy 
place.” 

Eliade’s ideas about myth and symbolism 
are also essential to an understanding of the 
city’s holiness, according to Armstrong, be- 
cause both “express truths about interior 
life. They touch on the obscure sources of 
human pain and desire and can thus unleash 
very powerful emotions.” Armstrong then 
culturally updates the need for the sacred 
and manages to convey to even the staunch- 
est atheist a sense of the spiritual and emo- 
tional gravity the idea implies. 

Still employing Eliade’s terms, Armstrong 
continues her survey of the city’s troubled

The most recent ex- 
ample of this was the 1995 assassination of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin at the hands 
of a young Jew during a peace rally in Tel 
Aviv. 

As with her other works, Armstrong's 
power lies in her ability to both concentrate | 
and clarify vast quantities of information, as 
well as much of humanity’s spiritual, cultur- 
al, and political experience. Any research 
this deft and thorough risks pedantry, but 
Armstrong’s obvious passion infuses the text 
with a humanity and timeliness that keeps it 
accessible. She is able to process over- 
whelming detail and seamlessly weave bibli- 
cal accounts with historical ones, often pit- 
ting them against each other and then con- 
sidering their individual biases. 

In Jerusalem, arguably more than in A 
History of God, Armstrong’s retelling of his- 
tory has an urgent relevance: 


Once the possession of a land or a city 
becomes an end in itself, there is no rea- 
son to refrain from murder. As soon as 
the prime duty to respect the divinity en- 
shrined in other human beings is forgot- 
ten, “God” can be made to give a divine 
seal of absolute approval to our own 
prejudices and desires. 


Armstrong shows that only by examining the 
roots of each faith’s beliefs can we identify 
the spiritual hypocrisy behind the current vi- 
olence in Jerusalem. |

A USER’S GUIDE TO THE MILLEN- 
NIUM, by J.G. Ballard. Picador, 304 
pages, $23. 

Any time is a strange time to read J.G. 
Ballard. His surreal “speculative fiction” (a 
term he coined in defiance of the space- 
ship-and-laser-battle “science fiction” of 
the 60s) describes a paranoid society ad- 
dicted to speed and violence, and unnerv- 
ingly hard to distinguish from our own. 
His style is visceral, elegant, almost jaunty 
at times, and his novels — part social criti- 
cism, part hallucination — are electrifying. 
You begin to be afraid to look up from the 
page: as scary as this writing is, it per- 
suades you that things around us are just a 
touch off-balance. 

In A User's Guide to the Millennium, a 
collection of essays and reviews spanning 
more than 30 years, Ballard takes a nonfic- 
tion spin through the same disquieting 
landscape. His essays portray our century's 
psychic cataclysm as a descent into a kind 
of hyper-rationality from which madness 
may be our only escape. “If I had 
to sum up the future it would be 
boring,” says the 65-year-old au- 
thor, “but punctuated by inexpli- 
cable outbursts of violence.” 

Ballard sees the irrational vio- 
lence of the Unabomber or the 
Scottish schoolyard gunman as 
the flip side of the mallification 
of the human spirit. He sees our 
consumer-driven “infotainment” 
culture growing so stultifying 
that people will inevitably bomb 
things from time to time, and he 
offers a compelling version of the 
familiar argument that the myth- 
ic part of our lives has been 
squeezed out: instead of ritualiz 
ing the seasons and solstices, 
we're mostly concerned with 
where to get the car serviced 
“That eruption of violence you 
see in the Unabomber,” he says, 
‘is the release of an internal 
scream. 

A lighter tone prevails in the 
reviews, where Chinese dragon 
ladies, mesmerists, Hollywood 
screenwriters, astronauts, Sal- 
vador Dali, and comic books 
whirl through a newsreel of the 
century's collective unconscious. 
Ballard plunders encyclopedias 
and manuals, decoding large net- 
works of information. In his re- 
view of The Faber Book of Mad- 
ness, he discusses the appeal of 
psychosis to painters, poets, and 
novelists, observing that for 
many of them, “the entire realm of the psy- 
chopathic has been elevated into the ulti- 
mate alternative life-style, particularly if 
combined with alcohol or suicide to make 
the headiest cocktail of them all.” And 
when he examines the military pictorial 
spreads in Images of War, he recognizes

like a collection of off-the-cuff magazine 
articles than a book. Still, it's a cozy and 
enjoyable read for Red Sox fans, who are a 
notoriously forgiving lot. At the very least, 
it relieves some of my misgivings about 
Boston Globe sportswriter Dan Shaugh- 
nessy, who often seems so cranky and em- 
bittered that he’s like a theater critic 
who hates every play — you wish his 
employer would quit torturing him 
and give his job to someone who'd en- 
joy it. In this book, he reveals himself 
as a softie who not only loves his 
hometown team, but understands the 
function of this irrational love in a 
community's life. 

At Fenway is full of lore about Red 
Sox history and the characters who've 
passed through it — the players, the 
owners, the sportswriters, and even 
the woman who has operated the Fen- 
way switchboard for more than half a 
century. But as the title suggests, it’s 
less about the games than about the 
experience of watching them. And for 
many people, including Shaughnessy, 
the pleasure of that experience lies 
largely in the sense of continuity that 
the building itself provides. Fenway, 
he points out, “is your father’s ball- 
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park.” Just as dads and kids can agree on 
baseball even when they fight about every- 
thing else, rooting for the Red Sox and sit- 
ting in Fenway’s uncomfortable seats are 
things that diverse New Englanders can 
share with one another and with past gen- 
erations. “This is where things happened,” 
he writes. “We take comfort in that.” 

And that’s the best thing about this 
book: baseball trivia aside, it evokes the 
character of Boston as a thoroughly lived- 
in city on easy speaking terms with its 
ghosts. What’s disappointing, though, be- 
sides the overall carelessness, is that 
Shaughnessy lacks the courage of his own 
sentimentality. The book’s final chapter 
may be titled “Save Fenway,” but it’s really 
just a fit of feeble pre-nostalgia for what 
we'll miss when we're enjoying the cushy 
seats and spacious parking lots of a ghost- 
less new park. For those of us who love 
Fenway, not just as a sports venue but as 
part of the city’s fabric, it would have been 
nice to find a true advocate — someone to 
make the case that irrational attachments 
aren't always so foolish, that emotional and 
architectural logic can be as compelling as 
the logic of economics.

centuries before Elvis the Pelvis, Appalachian 
rubes were singing hilarious, filthy songs that 
would cause R. Kelly's hair to stand.on end 
(if he had any hair, that is). Most of these 
classic works of smut, never recorded in writ- 
ing, disappeared down the drainpipe of histo- 
ry, but a precious sample have been pub- 
lished by the brave folks at the University of 
Arkansas Press. Collected between 1915 and 
1955 by the folklorist Vance Randolph, they 
remained unpublished for half a century be- 
cause no one had the “jingleberries” to re- 
lease them until the tolerant "90s, with a fel- 
low Arkansan in the White House. (“Jingle- 
berries,” by the way, is the mildest of many 
colorful synonyms here for that plural noun.) 

These two gigantic volumes of “unprint- 
able Ozark folklore” aren't for everybody. 
The price is daunting, as is the sheer girth: 
244 songs are offered, along with 80 rhymes, 
all with scholarly comment and lots of appen- 
dices thrown in for good measure. The ob- 
scenity is certainly plain to see, although most 
of it has aged well. The songs describe sex in 
a folksy way, with outrageous terms and the 
deep familiarity that comes from living close 
to all those copulating animals. A few titles 
will suffice: “Pickle Ass Creek,” Take a Whiff 
on Me (Rebecca),” “A Little Piece of 
Whang,” and the immortal “Peckerwood a 


Peckin’ (Sweet Thing).” | could go on in 
greater detail. Far greater. ; 
It’s a shame these priceless works of 
American folklore lay dormant for as long as 
they did, At the same time, it is a triumph of 
democracy that they're now available, at long 
last. | can’t imagine these books will sell 
many copies, since collectors of Ozark 
pornography are notoriously cheap. But the 
simple fact they exist is good enough, and 
good for the country, too. I can’t help think- 
ing the Clinton campaign might have some- 
thing to do with it. After all, many of the 
songs (e.g., “With That Old Thing A-Shak- 
ing”), suggest the inability of elderly gentle- 
men to perform certain acts younger men ac- 
complish with ease. More specifically, “The 
Taters They Grow Small” tells exactly what 
Arkansans like to do, and even cites Kansans 

as the recipients of their kind ‘attentions.

POLAROIDS FROM THE DEAD, by 
Douglas Coupland. HarperCollins, 198 
pages, $18. 

Douglas Coupland isn’t the first author 
to be accused of writing the same story over 
and over again, but he may among the most 
stubbornly persistent in the face of such ac- 
cusations. Beginning with Generation X, 
the book that identified our era’s postmod- 
ern strain of existential nausea (thus pro- 
viding thousands of,youngsters with a 
philosophical excuse to be lazy) and contin- 
uing with Shampoo Planet, Life After God, 
and Microserfs, Coupland has distinguished 
himself as the voice. of nebulous countercul- 
tural angst in the age of technology. 

Now he gives us Polaroids from the 


Dead, an eclectic, three-part collection of 
literary snapshots. Composed of mono- 
logues, dialogues, and what Coupland calls 
“microstories,” the book includes pho- 
tographs of each section’s subjects. Part 
one, “Polaroids from the Dead,” is a cluster 
of 10 stories portraying radically different 
characters gathered in a parking lot before 
a Grateful Dead concert. One man is an ex- 
hippie software mogul, another a young 
woman recently converted to feminism, yet 
another an embittered burnout — all 
searching for something this '60s-era band 
symbolizes. 

“Portraits of People and Places,” part 
two, is where Coupland is least abashed 
about trotting out his Gen X theme: stories 
about young adults frustrated with individ- 
uality-obliterating jobs and a society that 
dictates “you are what you own.” 

The book’s final section is a nonfiction, 
stream-of-consciousness commentary. 
With Marilyn Monroe’s death as a back- 
drop, “Brentwood Notebook: A Day in the 
Life” contains a “moral map” of the Los 
Angeles neighborhood where Nicole 
Brown Simpson was murdered. Various 
murder and death reports represent Coup- 
land’s take on Brentwood’s empty materi- 
alism — its own moral death, as it were.
